areas. Six persons were killed 
in the Mount Pleasant settle­ 
ment of Cane Valley, Ky., state 
police said. At least 40 other 
persons were reported injured 
in the area. 
Cary Eaton, a Greensburg, 
Ky., civil defense worker, was 
one of the first to arrive at 
Mount Pleasant to aid in rescue 
operations. 
“It m ade match twigs out of 
everything,,” Eaton .said. “When 
we started, looking for people, 
we found them In all kinds of 
places away from their homes. 
“They were just thrown clear 
from the debris.” 
Twisted and broken lumber 
from the homes was 300 to 400 
yards away from foundations.

of

was 
wrapped around trees. 
Kentucky Gov. Louie B. Nunn 
surveyed the damage from a 
National Guard helicopter then 
landed near Mount Pleasant. 


“It’s much worse than we 
thought,” Nunn said. “We’ve 
just got to get all the help we 
can for these people.” 
Mrs. Robbie McCarrol, 22, 
and her daughter, were killed 
in Mount Pleasant. The hus­ 
band, Fred, and a six-year-old 
son were injured. 
Also killed in Mount Pleasant 
were Douglas Frodge, 7; Mr. 
and Mrs. Huey 
Smith, who 
were in their 60’s, and Mrs. 
Anna Kundiff, 
70, who was 
visiting with the Smith’s when 
the tornado struck. Her home, 
located about 200 yards, away, 
was not damaged. 
'Three persons were reported 
killed at South Hill, Ky., in 
Butler County, and 25 were 
injured.

injured in Salem, KY. 
One person was killed and at 
least 20 were injured when a

'Polite' Arrests of 
Antiwar Protesters

200 antiwar 
protesters 
were arrested without violence 
today after they barricaded the 
entry to national Selective Serv­

About 50 Washington police 
moved in just before Selective 
Service employees began arriv­ 
ing for work. By 9 a.m., only 
two mothers with infant child­ 
ren were left, huddling from 
the rain under blankets and a 
bright green umbrella. 
Washington Police Chief Jer­ 
ry Wilson refused to arrest the 
women because he said they 
were not interfering with entry 


to the headquarters. Most of 
those arrested were charged 
with disorderly conduct and 
blocking an entrance. 
Seventeen were booked on

entry. 
'Hiese apparently resulted from 
a brief skirm ish outside the

between demonstrators and 
building guards and police. 
The protesters took a differ­ 
ent tact this morning at the 
Internal Revenue Service Build­ 
ing, which occupies a block 
along C onstitution Avenue a t 
Ilth St. In stead of blocking

doors for arriving, employes and 
handed them peace literature. 
A handful of protesters was 
at each entrance to the IRS 
building where more than 5,00C 
persons work.

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Draft Ceiling 
By Senate Panel 
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WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
-A 
Senate committee has voted to 
keep the draft alive for two 
more years —but also to give 
Congress control for the first 
time over the size of the armed 
services and the number of 
draftees. 
Tne draft measure passed by 
the Armed Services Committee 
Tuesday headed for 
lengthy 
debate on the Senate floor, 
where war critics were expect­ 
ed to try to trim the draft 
authority back to only one more 
year and to make larger cuts in 
the manpower level. 
The committee acted a few 
hours after Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. laird revealed that 
draft calls for the rest of 1971 
would not exceed 10,000 in any 
month - the lowest continuing 
military 
callup 
rate 
in 
six 
years. 
laird 
also 
said 
the 
United States will spend about 
$8 billion in Vietnam during the 
business year starting July 1, 
about one-third of the peak 
Vietnam expenditure in 1968. 
The draft bill passed by the 
committee would authorize the 
government to spend more than 
$1 billion for pay and benefits 
to meet the Nixon administra­ 
tion goal of an all-volunteer 
Army and a zero draft call. 
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The committee voted that the 
“ end strength” of the armed 
forces should be cut from a 
requested 2.6 million on June 
30, 1972, to 2.5 million. While 
the cut is not big, it would 
establish 
the 
principle 
of 
congressional control over the 
size of the standing Army — 
something that has been under 
the traditional control of the 
executive branch. 
In addition, the committee 
imposed an outside limit of 
150,000 on the number of men 
the President could draft in any 
one 
year—a 
provision 
that 
could be suspended under a 
national emergency. 
The committee knocked out 
of the draft measure, which 
was previously approved by the 
House, a provision that would 
have made conscientious objec­ 
tors serve three, instead of two, 
years 
of 
alternative 
public 
service. 
The 
panel 
voted 
instead to give the President 
authority to make such objec­ 
tors eligible for recall duty up 
to six years after they have 
finished their two-year service 
stint. 
The panel also voted to give 
divinity students draft defer­ 
ments . Such students now have 
outright exemptions. A defer­ 
ment would mean they could be 
drafted if their grades are not 
good enough or if they drop out 
of school. 
The legislation also would 
abolish student deferments. 
Unless Congress acts to extend 
the President’s draft authority, 
the draft power will expire 
June 30.

House subcommittee, saying up 
to 60 per cent of ail U.S. 
servicemen have tried drugs, 
has recommended a “ massive 
attack” upon the problem.

include 
strong new counseling, educa­ 
tional and rehabilitation pro­ 
grams, tightened U.S. military 
customs procedures, and ap­ 
peals to Vietnam, Korea and 
Thailand for a prompt drug 
crackdown, the special House 
Armed Services Subcommittee 
said Tuesday. 
It issued a 169-page report 
compiled during an eight-month 
study. The report said that in 
Vietnam 
drugs 
are 
“ more 
plentiful 
than 
cigarettes 
or 
chewing gum.” It said a heroin 
addict can support his habit for 
only $10 a day in Vietnam.

years. Laird also said, the 
United States, will spend about 
$0 billion in Vietnam during fee 
business year starting July 1, 
about one-third of the peak 
Vietnam expenditure in 1968,, 
The draft bill, passed by fee 
committee would authorize fee 
government to spend more 'than 
$1. billion for pay and benefits 
to meet, fee Nixon administra­ 
tion goal of an, all-volunteer 
Army and a, zero draft, call.. 
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The committee voted that, the 
“end strength” of fee armed 
forces should be cut from a 
requested 2.6 million on June 
.36, 1972, to 2.5 million. 'While 
fee cut is not big, it would 
establish 
fee 
principle of 
congressional control over fee 
size of the standing .Army — 
something that has been under 
the 'traditional control of fee 
executive branch. 
In addition, the committee 
imposed an outside limit of 
150,060' on fee number of men 
fee President could draft in any 
one year—a. provision that 
could be suspended under a. 
national emergency. 
The committee knocked out 
of fee draft measure,, which 
was previously approved by fee 
House, a provision that would 
have made conscientious objec­ 
tors serve 'three, instead of two, 
years of alternative public 
service.

department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development under the 
low-income rental program. 
“We simply can’t afford it,” he 
said.Merriman and others who 
criticized the planning commis­ 
sion’s stipulation said they 
thought it would be unfair for 
residents of one development to 
pay in increased rents for “a 
city policy.” 
Stewart asked if the develop­ 
er would consider just one or 
two low cost 'units, but Merri- 
man again said it would make 
the project unprofitable. 
‘‘I don’t think the overall pro­ 
gram was designed for this,” 
said Councilman Warren R. 
Perry.” Other councilmen also 
attacked the 5 per cent stipula­ 
tion. Woodrow V. Capurro said 
he was “more concerned about 
the project's effect on traffic on 
Sonoma Avenue than low cost 
housing,” and claimed the re­ 
quirement would lower project 
standards. James F. Reed said 
it would “be an arbitrary use of 
our 'powers,” 
Rut, others disagreed. 
A letter from Dona Good, 
president of the League of Wom­ 
en Voters of Central Marin, was 
read to the board by Judy Ain- 
swort, a league member. 
“We are aware of the eco­ 
nomic burden involved in devel­ 
oping the proposed site,” she 
wrote. “However, we cannot 
believe that providing four 
units at $120 or $135 a month 
would render the 70-unit project 
economically impractical.” 
(Jerry Hood, Marin HUD offi­ 
cial, said his office would pay 
from $115 a month for a one- 
bedroom apartment up to $195 a 
month for four bedrooms for 
qualified low-income families) 
“At the present time, Mrs. 
Hood’s letter continued, “there 
are 42 applicants for leased 
housing in San Anselmo who 
are unable to find suitable liv­ 
ing quarters. The proposed 
project could take care of iuur 
of those applicants ... 
“We believe it is the responsi­ 
bility of government to work 
with, private enterprise in prov­ 
iding solutions to the critical 
housing needs today.” 
* I t ’s been done in other 
towns,” said Phillip Heinecke, 
chairman of the planning com­ 
mission. “Any new law is apt to 
have some unfairness. It’s part 
of the facts of life.” 
Dr. Robert Lee, chairman of 
the citizens committee on zon­ 
ing and housing, a committee 
appointed by the council, de­ 
fended the planning commis­ 
sion's action. 
“This price is relatively 
small in view of the scarcity of 
landi" Lee said. "To build is a 
privilege and it comes at some 
cost,” 
But an unidentified person 
said the 5 per cent requirement 
would create a “hidden tax.” 
He said, “I want to see it on my 
tax bill so I can come down 
here and complain.,”1 
In the end, the councilmen 
voted 4-0 for rezoning without 
requiring provision of low-cost 
housing, Perry abstained with­ 
out comment.

One student, Sherry New, suf­ 
fered a minor finger cut yester­ 
day, when a w i n d o w in her 
French class across a lightwell 
from the restroom was broken 
by the explosion. Principal 
Raymond J. Bell said, a 'poster' 
taped to the window prevented 
glass fragments from spraying 
the room and causing more in­ 
juries. 
Sousa said the d e v i c e ap­ 
peared to have been placed in 
or on. a procelain water tank 
above a row of urinals. 'The 
blast blew a basketball-sized 
hole in the ceiling above the 
tank, cracked a similar tank a 
few feet a w a y , shook loose 
some pipes and blew holes in 
five windows. 
He was unable to say what 
type of explosive was used but 
said the restroom reeked of 
gunpowder smoke when he ar­ 
rived. 
Bell dismissed classes for the 
day to allow Mill Valley police 
to conduct a thorough search of 
the school. No other bomb was 
found. 
A crude drawing on the rest- 
wood wall and the words “May 
Day” raised the possibility that 
the high school bombing is con­ 
nected with the Weathermen. 
The “May Day” slogan and a 
picture of a bomb — a circle 
with a star in the center and a. 
lit fuse — have been painted on 
stores and billboards through­ 
out the Bay Area. Police be­ 
lieve this is a warning that 
Weathermen plan more bomb­ 
ings Saturday. 
Someone — possibly the per­ 
son 'who set the explosive de­ 
vice — drew the bomb symbol 
and “May Day” in indelible red 
ink below the shattered water 
tank. Bell said the drawing was 
not there before yesterday 
morning. 
A. similar drawing appeared 
on the wall of another boy’s 
restroom, at the school and. in a 
classroom as well. 
Bell said this is the f i r s t 
bombing of the school in his 
experience. “We’ve received 
our share of bomb hoax calls, 
but n o t h i n g ever came of 
them,” he said. No telephone 
bomb threat either before or 
after yesterday’s explosion was 
received at the school, he said. 
The 50-pounds of rubble — 
fragments of the bomb, porce­ 
lain chips, plaster and wood 
lathe — were swept from the 
wet floor by police, sealed in a 
plastic bag and sent to the FBI 
laboratory in Washington for 
analysis. Sousa said he does not 
expect the FBI to investigate 
the bombing itself. 
Bell described the mood on 
campus today as “one of genu­ 
ine concern and growing anger 
that someone, would do this and 
put students and staff in jeop­ 
ardy.” 
Bell said students discussed 
the bombing during their first 
period class today and have 
been coming forward, with in­ 
formation on, who may have 
planted the bomb.

No Paradise

LOS ANGELES — One of Ma­ 
rin’s two congressmen, Rep. 
William, S. Ma.ill.ia.rd, R-Sixth 
District will be redistricted this 
year into political oblivion, the 
Ripon Society predicted today. 
But, contrary to other pub­ 
lished speculation, Sen. Peter 
H. Behr, R-San Rafael, will 
survive the «districting by the 
De mocratic-controlled. Legisla­ 
ture, according to the society, a 
nationwide liberal Republican 
group. 
Others have speculated that 
Mailliard’s district, now a com­ 
bination of parts of Marin and 
San Francisco, would change 
little. But the society’s analysis 
concluded that Marin would be 
returned to the district of Rep. 
Don H. Clausen R-First Dis­ 
trict, with Mailliard’s district 
shifting into the heavily-Demo- 
cratic portions of northern San 
Mateo County. 
'This would, cut Republican 
registration in. Mailliard’s 'dis­ 
trict from 39.7 to 31.7 per cent, 
enhancing the prospect of his 
defeat by one of the four San 
Francisco Democratic assem­ 
blymen who will lose his dis­ 
trict to Southern California. 
Behr,, according to previous 
theories, would face a reelec­ 
tion fight next year because 
Marin would be added to a San 
Francisco senatorial district. 
But the Ripon Society predicted 
instead that the San Francisco 
district would be extended into 
San Mateo County, while Behr 
would pick up Sonoma to re­ 
place Solano county. 
The Seventh Assembly Dis­ 
trict, now consisting of Marin 
and Southern Sonoma, would 
include less of Sonoma after 
apportionment, according to the 
society. 
Humboldt County would be 
eliminated from the Second As­ 
sembly District, which covers 
the rest of Sonoma, thus mak­ 
ing the district Democratic and 
eliminating the home county of 
Its 
present 
assemblyman, 
Frank P. Belotti, R-Eureka, ac­ 
cording to the society. 
The analysis was done by 
Mike Halliwell, assistant sociol­ 
ogy professor at California 
State College, Long Beach, and 
president of the Los Angeles 
ehapter of the society. 
The only hope of “outflank­ 
ing” Democrats in the reappor­ 
tionment battle in Sacramento, 
the society said, would be for 
the GOP to align with blacks 
and Mexican-Americans “who 
would be deprived of fair repre­ 
sentation by the Democratic 
gerrymander.”1

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State 'Safe' 
From Polio 
SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
— 
While polio epidemics may be 
possible in some big city slums 
in the nation, California is not 
endangered by the crippling 
disease, a state health, official 
said today. 
I)r. James Chinn, chief of the 
Department of Public Health’s 
Bureau of Communicable Dis­ 
ease Control, said, “We haven’t 
had cases of polio traceable to 
acquisition within California, for 
several years,” 
He said the “ on e or two” 
cases reported each year re­ 
cently were traced to contacts 
outside the state. 
California law since th early 
1960s has required children to 
be immunized before they enter 
school, he said. 
Chinn said areas where polio 
could be reported included 
Mexican- American 
districts, 
where persons coming in from 
Mexico can carry some “wild 
virus from south of the bor­ 
der.” But, he added he foresaw 
no increase in previous num­ 
bers of cases. 
Dr. John Witte, chief of the 
immunization branch of the 
federal Center for Disease Con­ 
trol, warned in Washington this 
week that polio epidemics 
threaten some city slums this 
summer unless vaccination pro­ 
grams are stepped up.

COLOMBO, Ceylon (UPI)— 
Ceylon looks like a tropical 
paradise where monkeys swing 
through the rain forests and 
tuskless elephants,bathe in the 
.rivers. Orchids, spring from the 
ground and sapphires, moon­ 
stones and rubies abound. 
But it is no paradise. It is an 
island nation in deep trouble. 
Despite the lavishness of 
nature, Ceylon has a. fumbling, 
technically bankrupt economy. 
'There is widespread unemploy­ 
ment, deepseated labor unrest 
and a militant student move­ 
ment more radical than the 
leftist 
Trotskyite-Communist 
government of Premier Sirima- 
vo Bandaranaike. 
Ceylon is caught up now in an 
insurgency by those same 
radical students and other 
youths determined to overthrow 
the government of Mrs. Banda­ 
ranaike and replace it with a 
radical-socialist 
government 
run by young men at least as 
radical as 'the Red Guards of 
Mao Tse-tung’s Cultural Revo­ 
lution. 
How it will end remains to be 
seen but it is feared that the 
revolution launched by the self- 
styled People’s Liberation 
Front (PLF) in Ceylon on the 
night of April, 4 is likely to be a. 
running sore in the poverty 
stricken land for many months 
to come. 
Ceylon has had troubles since 
it became independent from 
Britain in 1948. There has been 
labor strife, student unrest, 
troubles between the predomin­ 
antly Sinhalese natives and the 
Tamils who immigrated from 
southern India, and between the 
government and the Buddhists 
who maintain one of Bud­ 
dhism's most sacred shrines in 
Kandy, 'the Temple of the 
Tooth. 
A period of disorders culmin­ 
ated in 1959 with the assassina­ 
tion of Prime Minister S. W. R. 
D. Bandaranaike. In 1960 his 
widow, was elected prime 
minister. Ceylon turned increa­ 
singly away from the West and, 
toward 'the Communist camp. 
'The nation, was swept with 
student and labor 
unrest 
because of widespread unem­ 
ployment and in 1970 Mrs. 
Bandaranaike unseated Primier 
Dudley Sesnanay-ake in a 
general election dominated by 
leftist factions. In, her speech,' 
accepting the premiership she 
announced the establishment of 
relations with North Korea, 
North Vietnam, East Germany, 
recognized the Viet Cong and 
broke off with Israel. 
This was not leftist enough 
for the dissident youth, estimat­ 
ed anywhere between 14,000' and 
80,000 and the insurgency began 
a month ago when the People’s 
Liberation Front raided the 
U.S. embassy, a colonial type 
building close to the parliament 
on the edge of the Indian Ocean, 
on Galle Street. 
A few rebels, all in their 
teens or early twenties, climbed 
the high white wall surrounding 
the building and threw fire 
bombs. Two embassy cars were 
destroyed and when police 
intervened an, inspector was 
stabbed in 'the back and. died. 
The .insurrection was born. 
Mrs. Bandaranaike struck 
back by giving the army the 
right of arrest. Within a few 
days 450 youths had been 
imprisoned without trial, and 
'they are still being held, as 
active supporters of the PLF, 
The propaganda did not 
cease, and within a week the 
premier declared a state of 
emergency.

Bennett Pleads Innocent To 
Charge; Plans Counter Suits

William Morgan Bennett of 
Kentfield, member of the state 
Board of Equalization, pleaded 
innocent yesterday to charges 
of drunken driving, and leveled 
charges, of his own of brutality 
and misconduct by a Sausalito 
policeman. 
Bennett charged that he was 
struck in the mouth by Sausali- 
to officer Blake Hoffman and 
that his face was s m a s h e d 
against a screen in a police car 
as H o f f m a n three times 
-slammed on the brakes of the 
car while driving Bennett to the 
Marin County Jail for booking. 
Bennett was arrested early 
Sunday in the parking lot of 
Valhalla Inn, after Hoffman re­ 
ported seeing him driving er­ 
ratically and with the bright 
lights shining on what Sausalito 
police said was an official state 
car. 
Bennett yesterday pleaded in­ 
nocent before Judge Peter Al­ 
len Smith of Marin Municipal 
Court to charges of driving un­ 
der the influence of liquor and 
driving under the combined in­ 
fluence of drugs and liquor. 
Smith set trial for June 14. 
Outside the courtroom, Ben­ 
nett was surrounded by his 
wife, three of his four children 
and two attorneys. One of the 
attorneys, Philip S. Ryan, said 
Bennett had had two cocktails 
and a glass of wine at a San 
Francisco restaurant four hours 
before the arrest. 
Ryan said Bennett was not 
drunk and accused Hoffman of 
acting “irrationally, illegally 
and improperly.” 
Bennett’s other attorney, Wil­ 
liam 0. Weissich, said Bennett 
intends to file suit against Hoff­ 
man and the City of Sausalito, 
• charging police brutality, false 
arrest and assault and battery. 
Bennett said that Hoffman, 
driving from the site of the 
arrest to the jail, stopped near 
Zack’s restaurant in Sausalito, 
got out of the car, opened the 
door to the back seat, where 
Bennett was, and struck him in 
the mouth. 
Once on Highway 101, Ben­ 
nett said Hoffman drove at 
speeds up to 90 miles an hour,

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A Substitute For 
Killing Oak Moth 


Kentfield Board Will 
Continue KQED Contract 


A bacillus spore, which lives 
on and k i l l s oak leaf moth, 
might be an effect /e substitute 
for insecticide in combating 
tent caterpillars that over-run 
oak trees in Marin. 
There is a good possibility 
that the bacillus will work, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Dudley Pinnock, 
assistant insect pathologist in 
the 
agricultural 
experiment 
station at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Donald L. Bnttsan. Marin 


County farm adviser, contacted 
Dr. Pinnock because of reports 
that the bacillus is more natur­ 
al and less harmful than toxic 
insecticides such as Malthion 
and Sevin that are now used in 
Marin County. 
Dr. 
Pinnock identified the 
new agent as bacillus thurin- 
giensis, a bacteria that lives on 
certain caterpillars and kills 
them but does not harm benefi­ 
cial insects, birds or animals. 
He said insecticides can wipe 


out other insects and can be 


toxic to animals. 
“ We’ve been using this bacil­ 
lus on California oak worm or 
moth for years, and it does a 
good job,” said Dr. Pinnock. He 
said he has not tried the bacil­ 
lus on tent caterpillars but sees 
no reason why it would not be 
just as effective. 


He cannot test it on tent ca­ 
terpillars this year because it is 
too late in the season, and the 
cage caterpillars have left the 
trees and are crawling on the 
ground and on homes. 


Dr Pinnock said the bacillus 
is being used successfully in the 
East Bay Regional Park. City 
of Berkeley, California Division 
of Highways, and on the Berke­ 


ley campus of University of 
California. 
Brittsan said the substitution 
of 
bacillus 
for 
insecticides 
“ sounds like a good idea if ef­ 
fective because the more we 
can use natural things the bet­ 
ter off we are.”

There is a good possibility 
that the bacillus will work, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Dudley Pinnock. 
assistant insect pathologist in 
the 
agricultural

station at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Donald L. Bnttsan. Marin 


County farm adviser, contacted 
Dr. Pinnock because of reports 
that the bacillus is more natur­ 
al and less harmful, than toxic 
insecticides such as M.althion. 
and Sevin. that are now used in. 
Marin County. 
Dr. 
Pinnock identified the 
new agent as bacillus thurin- 
giensis, a bacteria that lives on 
certain caterpillars and kills 
them but does not harm benefi­ 
cial insects, birds or animals 
He said insecticides can wipe 


out other insects and can be 


toxic to animals. 
“We’ve been using this bacil­ 
lus on California oak worm or 
moth for years, and it does a 
good job,” said Dr. Pinnock. He 
said he has not tried the bacil­ 
lus on tent caterpillars but sees 
no reason why it would not be 
just as effective. 


He cannot test, it on tent ca­ 
terpillars this year because it is 
too late in, the season, and the

Ronald Reagan yesterday an­ 
nounced plans for establish­ 
ment of a volunteer “ California.

He said it will be the first of 
its kind in the United States. 
The governor said the corps 
would operate three “ Ecology 
Centers” in Northern California 
initially, probably in the red­ 
woods area of the north coast. 
They will be implemented as 
five state-operated conservation 
centers, manned by minimum 
security prison convicts, are 
abandoned in the coming fiscal 
year. Reagan said the “ Ecolo­ 
gy Centers” would be staffed 
by about 80 persons each and 
could i n c l u d e welfare reci­ 
pients. 
Volunteers will be paid $15 a 
month and will wear forest 
ranger-type work uniforms, be 
housed in dormitories and be 
provided meals. They will help 
with 
reforestation 
projects, 
■■fight fires and floods, clear 
streams, .and improve 'beaches 
and parks. 
Reagan told a news confer­

that such work for 
conscientious objectors meets 
federal requirements that they 
serve at least 24 months of

Do y ou lik e y ou r onions raw 
or cook ed, or both way s? Know­ 
ing which ty pe of onion to u se 
for cook ing or eating raw can 
be a problem. According to the 
United States Department of 
Agricu ltu re’s 
Consu mer 
and 
Mark eting Serv ice, there are 
three ty pes of onions. 


Globe onions — are the most 
common and are considered 
primarily for cook ing. Most 
v arieties of globe onions hav e 
y e l l o w sk ins, bu t some are 
white and a few hav e red or 
brown sk ins. They are rou nd to 
ov al shaped and hav e a rather 
pu ngent flav or. Most fall into 
the m e d i u m size range, bu t 
some s m a l l e r onions are 
pack ed and sold separately . 


Granex -Grano onions — hav e 
a mild flav or and are consi­ 
dered ideal for slicing and eat­ 
ing raw. They are m o s t l y 
y ellow sk inned, bu t may also be 
white. The shape tends to be 
less rou nd and less sy mmetri­ 
cal than the globes, ranging 
from somewhat flattened to top­ 
shaped. The size range is med­ 
iu m to large. 


Spanish onions — resemble 
globe onions in shape, bu t they 
are 
generally 
mu ch 
larger. 
Most v arieties are y ellow, bu t 
some are white-sk inned. They 
are mild in flav or, often called 
“sweet 
Spanish.”

ideal for slicing or for salads. 
Sometimes mediu m sizes are 
pack ed separately from large 
ones.

x<*x-v*x-» Swedish Girl Amused By Dating

The American custom of dat­ 
ing was one of the things Kaisa 
Noren has had to adjust to dur­ 
ing her year at San Rafael High 
School on the American Field 
Service scholarship program. 
In Sweden, where 17-year-old 
Kaisa has already completed 
one year of college she said, 
“ You have many, many boy 
f r i e n d s . They are friends 
whether they are boys or girls. 
I can call boys up and ask them 
if they want to see a show — 
just like girls.” 
She also pays her own way 
most of the time in Sweden, and 
if not, she is just as likely to 
foot the bill as the boy. The 
practice of boys holding doors 
open for girls is amusing to 
Kaisa who thinks the boys get 
in the way more than help. 
“ THATS ANOTHER thing,” 
she laughed. “ They go in front 
of you and sort of get in your 
way — it's kind of awkward.” ^ 
‘ ‘ You feel more equal in 
Sweden. You pay for yourself — 
you do your own thing more. 
We don’t have any kind of dat­ 
ing system at all.” said blonde 
freckle-faced Kaisa. 
Teen-agers in Sweden enjoy 
more independence than their 
American 
counterparts, 
she 
said, noting that some Ameri­ 
can families 
allow children 
more f r e e d o m than others. 


Kaisa has already spent one 
summer in England on her 
own. “ Like most S w e d i s h 
youngsters do,” and another 
month alone in France, “ to 
practice my French." 
It’s really quite common for 
Swedish youngsters to take off 
alone for the summer to travel 
in Europe — often hitchhiking 
— she said, adding it's much 
safer there. They may be using 
the money the Swedish govern­ 
ment pays them for attending 
high school. She says students 
get the equivalent of a few 
hundred dollars upon gradua­ 
tion. 


AFTER HIGH school about 
98 per cent go on to continua­ 
tion school, trade school or to a 
university. After a year or two 
a student who does well in con­ 
tinuation school may then enter 
a university. Students not only 
get free books and tuition, they 
are paid to attend. 
Despite the fact that almost 
everybody gets an education in 
Sweden, Kaisa said there is no 
unemployment problem such as 
in the United States. 
Kaisa took science courses in 
Sweden and thinks she may stu­ 
dy medicine like her older sis­ 
ter. “ About 30 to 35 per cent of 
doctors are women in Sweden 
and I think there will be more. 
There are about 40 per cent 


studying sciences now,” she 
said. 


“ You don’t notice any prejud­ 
ice in Sweden. It’s not at all 
uncommon that the 
woman 
brings in the most money into 
the household,” she said. Kaisa 
believes “ it’s up to them (every 
woman) what they do. Ever­ 
yone has to decide for himself. 
I'm totally for that.” 
“ HERE IT seems you get out 
of high school and get married” 
compared to Sweden where 
“ you marry around 25 maybe. 
It’s not a big deal if you do or 
don't. Even girls in high school 
are married here — I was so 
surprised. I wanted to see the 
United States and travel,” said 
Kaisa adding that she “ didn’t 
want to get locked in.” 
She said she was also sur­ 
prised to find that high school 
girls weren’t for women’s libe­ 
ration. From what she’d heard 
of the movement she expected 
all the people her age to be 
more independent. 
Other than that her precon­ 
ceived notions of the United 
States were fairly accurate ex­ 
cept for the smog. “ I didn’t 
think it should be so smoggy. 
When I came off the plane in 
New York I couldn't see the sky 
and it wasn’t a cloudy day.” 
Kaisa likes hiking in Lucas 
Valley, where she lives with 


Mr. and Mrs. Homer E. Mar- 
ston Jr., but misses the wild 
forests of Sweden where one 
can hike and “ really get away 
from everything. You can still 
hear the noise, she said about 
hiking in the hills of Marin. 
THE NATIONAL sport of 
Sweden makes use of the fo­ 
rests. “ It’s like cross country 
running with no trail,” Kaisa 
says. Each person is armed 
with a compass and a map and 
the winner finds his way to a 
certain location first. “ It’s real­ 
ly fun. some people always get 
lost and you have to go looking 
for them.” Soccer and ice hock­ 
ey — she likes to play both — 
are also big sports in her coun­ 
try.

Swedish Girl Amused By Dating

The American custom of dat­ 
ing was one of the things Kaisa 
Noren has had to adjust to dur­ 
ing her year at San Rafael High 
School on the American Field 
Service scholarship program.

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Rift Seen On Bruce's Successor 


Seemingly 
split 
down the 
middle on how to hire a succes­ 
sor to County Administrator 
Alan Bruce, the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors wrangled 
for more than an hour yester­ 
day before putting off the issue 
to next Tuesday. 
The debate left the board po­ 
larized, with Supervisors Peter 
R. Arrigoni Jr. and Arnold M. 
Baptiste urging promotion of 
some present county employee. 
John F. Mclnnis and Chairman 
Louis H. Baar urged a wider 
search for candidates and a 
screening committee to recom­ 
mend the top prospects. 
Supervisor Michael Wornum 
argued that promoting a county 
employee would be “good for 


morale” but claimed he did not 
know if any of Bruce’s aides or 
other county employees wanted 
the administrator’s post. “I’d 
have to talk to anyone who has 
been in a subordinate role,” he 
explained. 


Arrigoni said he was pre­ 
pared to vote immediately to 
promote an unnamed county 
employee, but would agree to 
wait a week. If the rest of the 
board took no action at that 
time, “I will move for an exec­ 
utive session,” he warned. 


Acting in Baar’s absence last 
week, Arrigoni had arranged 
for yesterday’s agenda to pro­ 
vide a closed session on the 
hiring issue in case the 'board 


wanted to discuss a promotion 
rather than outside hiring. 


Mclnnis said he wanted to see 
widespread 
recruiting 
but 
stressed that he felt county em­ 
ployees should be accorded an 
equal opportunity for the post. 


“I believe the . . . position is 
of such importance it deserves 
solicitation to get the most qua­ 
lified person,” Mclnnis said. He 
urged that the board appoint 
three other Bay Area adminis­ 
trators — specifically including 
Thomas J. Mellon of San Fran­ 
cisco — to screen candidates 
and provide the board a list of 
the .best qualified. 
If the board first closeted it­ 
self with in-house hopefuls and 


then went outside, it might 
“cloud the career” of the in- 
house men by implying doubt of 
their 
capabilities, 
Mclnnis 
argued. 


“We owe it to the people of 
the county to see who’s best,” 
interjected Baar. 


Arrigoni and Baptiste con­ 
tended that most recent county 
department 
head 
vacancies 
have been filled by promotion 
— citing the public defender 
and the planning director. “ I’d 
like to continue my expression 
of conf idence in county employ­ 
ees,” Arrigoni said. 
'Two women employees, how­ 
ever, spoke up from the audi­ 
ence to urge w i d e s p r e a d 


recruiting 
ing. 
and formal screen- 


“I would have the public know 
I’m opposed to an executive 
session at this time,” Mclnnis 
said. “I think we have to ex­ 
plore this,” Baar agreed. 


Margaret B. Azevedo, spokes­ 
man for the Marin Council for 
Civic Affairs, earlier urged the 
board to decide publicly what 
steps it would take to replace 
Bruce, only going into closed 
session to discuss specific per­ 
sons. 


Bruce warned that the county 
c o u n s e l had ruled that the 
method of selection should be 
decided in open meeting.

SAN 
FRANCISCO — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
yesterday issued a warning in 
11 western states against using 
two patterns of pottery sold by 
Holt Howard Associates of San 
Rafael because of potentially 
dangerous lead content. 
The cups and saucers, im­ 
ported from Italy, were sold by 
the company between February 
1968 and October 1969. 
A spokesman for the firm 
said today that the company 
had “worked for eight months” 
to recall the dangerous pottery. 
“Prolonged use of this pot­ 
tery could cause severe illness 
or death,” the FDA warning 
said. It said lead levels in the 
pottery ranged from 580 to 1,200 
parts per million in cups and 
up to 3,900 parts per million in 
saucers. 
The FDA limits leached lead 
in pottery to seven parts per 
million. 
The same firm had earlier 
imported 
some 
mugs which 
also were declared by county 
officials to contain dangerous 
amounts of lead. 
New Holt Howard pottery, of­ 
ten marked “H H Italy,” has 
been tested and found suitable 
for distribution, the FDA said. 
The dangerous patterns were 
described as No. 7604 cups 
which have a cream colored 
background with small bright 
blue dots and a green rim, a 
green band and an aqua colored 
leaf pattern, and No. 2838 jum­ 
bo cup and saucer set which 
has a cream background and 
green rim and leaf pattern and 
clusters of green grapes.

Photography Has 
Surrealist Feel

The photography of Jerry 
Uelsmann is almost a surrealist 
art 
form 
approaching 
the 
dream world of Salvador Dali. 
In 1967 and 1969 Uelsmann 
received the Guggenheim Fel­ 
lowship in Photography. His 
pictures have been reproduced 
in magazines and books from 
the most esoteric to “ Life” and 
"Newsweek.” 
Although, 
he 
teaches today at the University 
of Florida, his one man exhibi­ 
tions still travel through most 
of the colleges in the United 
States. 
Locking at his 40 photographs 
on display now in the gallery at 
.College of Marin, a painter or 
sculptor might dismiss many of 
the Uelsmann effects as a mon­ 
tage technique. Incredibly, it is 
not. All the dramatic unreal 
reversals, all the startling im­ 
ages are created within his own 
medium. 
He remains a purist within 
his darkroom. From long hours 
of printing and reprinting with 
complicated processes, some­ 
times using many negatives, he 
achieves one picture. 
In many of his dream-sequ- 
ences, it seems that he has used 


a sponge, ink. or even paint to 
achieve 
a particular effect. 
However, in his facility with his 
medium, he can achieve almost 
any effect staying within the 
confines of his paper, scissors, 
and enlarger. 
Unlike Ansel Adams, who stu­ 
dies his subject and sets his 
shot up far in advance with just 
the correct exposure, definition, 
and design, Uelsmann is a 
“ post-visualist” photographer. 
Although he knows equally well 
what is going to happen, his 
greatest creativity is within the 
darkroom after the shutter has 
snapped. 
In his pictures he has huge 
trees growing out of the tips of 
a thicket. He has rocks forming 
out of the tops of trees. He has 
stones creating symbols and 
shapes. In one picture he has a 
bush with exposed roots float­ 
ing upright in the air over a 
horizon of mountains.

The Army Corps of Engineers 
announced yesterday it has 
awarded a new contract for 
completion of Phase 3 of the 
Corte Madera Creek flood con­ 
trol project. 
Eugene Huggins, public af­ 
fairs officers for the corps in 
San Francisco, said the Army 
has contracted with the Elmer 
J. Freethy Co. of El Cerrito for 
the remaining work. 
The original contractor, J B 
and C Co. of Scottsdale, Ariz., 
pulled out of the project Friday, 
claiming financial difficulties. 
Work was already more than a 
week behind schedule at the 
time of the pullout. 
STORMY ROUND 
The Arizona firm’s first year 
in 1970 was m a r k e d by a 
stormy relationship with the 
Army over operational proce­ 
dures. A one-day shut down of 
the project — called by the 
contractor — highlighted the 
dispute. 
J B and C completed the first 
stage of Phase 3 in November 
about two weeks behind sched­ 
ule. During the 1970 construc­ 
tion season they constructed a 
concrete channel from the Col­ 
lege Avenue Bridge upstream 
to a point 600 feet below the 
Laurel Avenue Bridge. 
Bridge. 
This year’s stage, now in the 
hands of Freethy Co., will see 
the reinforced concrete channel 
moved up to a point 200 feet 
downstream from the Ross post 
office. 
FINAL COSTS 
Freethy will be paid about 
$490,000 for the second and final 
stage of Phase 3 due for com­ 
pletion in October, Huggins 
said. 
Freethy Co. is no newcomer 
to the Corte M a d e r a Creek 
scene. In 1968 it was awarded a 
$2.513,508 contract to build 4,000 
feet of earth channel and 2,000 
feet of concrete channel up to 
the College Avenue Bridge. 
It is also the firm w h i c h 
channeled Tamalpais Creek in 
1969 after a swirling controver­ 
sy ended with the arrest of 38 
conservationists who attempted 
to block the project. 
President of the firm, Elmer 
J. Freethy, said yesterday his 
men are already at the site 
preparing for the new construc­ 
tion season.

New Pact 
For Creek 
Flood Work

The Army Corps of Engineers I 
announced yesterday 
it has 
awarded a new contract for 
completion of Phase 3 of the 
Corte Madera Creek flood con­ 
trol project. 
Eugene Huggins, public af­ 
fairs officers for the corps in 
San Francisco, said the Army 
has contracted with the Elmer 
J. Freethy Co. of El Cerrito for 
the remaining work. 
The original contractor, J B 
and C Co. of Scottsdale, Aria., 
pulled out of the project Friday, 
claiming financial difficulties. 
Work was already more than a 
week behind schedule at the 
time of the pullout. 
STORMY ROUND 
The Arizona firm’s first year 
in 1970 was m a r k e d by a 
stormy relationship with the 
Army over operational proce­ 
dures. A one-day shut down of 
the project — called by the 
contractor — highlighted the 
dispute. 
J B and C completed the first 
stage of Phase 3 in November 
about two weeks behind sched­ 
ule. During the 1970 construc­ 
tion season they constructed a 
concrete channel from the Col­ 
lege Avenue Bridge upstream 
to a point 600 feet below the 
Laurel Avenue Bridge. 
Bridge. 
This year’s stage, now in the 
hands of Freethy Co., will see 
the reinforced concrete channel 
moved up to a point 200 feet 
downstream from the Ross post 
office. 
FINAL COSTS 
Freethy will be paid about 
$490,000 for the second and final 
stage of Phase 3 due for com­ 
pletion in October, Huggins 
said. 
Freethy Co. is no newcomer 
to the Corte M a d e r a Creek 
scene. In 1968 it was awarded a 
$2,513,508 contract to build 4,000 
feet of earth channel and 2,000 
feet of concrete channel up to 
the College Avenue Bridge. 
It is also the firm w h i c h 
channeled Tamalpais Creek in 
1969 after a swirling controver­ 
sy ended with the arrest of 38 
conservationists who attempted 
to block the project. 
President of the firm, Elmer 
J. Freethy, said yesterday Ms 
men are already at the site 
preparing for the new construc­ 
tion season. 
“TIME IS SHORT” 
“To be perfectly frank with 
you,” he said, “time is short. 
We have to begin moving on 
this thing right away.” 
While the deadline for com­ 
pletion is 'October, Freethy said 
he plans to complete the project 
by the middle of September at 
the latest. 
“You know what the weather 
is like up there,” he said. "We 
can’t go by calendar days . . . 
We have to go by seasons.”

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Capitalistic Look At Nation's Ills

A 
vocally 
antiwar 
banker 
with a Prince Valiant haircut, 
an educator whose specialty is 
peacetime use of money and a 
soft-spoken physician who won­ 
dered whether America could 
adjust to a society free of war 
and deg radation made up a va­ 
ried peace alliance last nig ht at 
a Sonoma State Colleg e forum. 
The three, tog ether with a 
Cotati businessman, appeared 
before a larg ely student audi­ 
ence in Fred W arren Memorial 
Auditorium 
to 
describe 
a 
professional m an’s view of a 
“peaceful alternative to w ar.” 
The prog ram was part of a two- 
week-long colleg e Peace Festi­ 
val that g ot under way yester­ 
day. 
Other festival activities yes­ 
terday 
included 
folk 
music, 
prayers, a lecture on population 
g rowth and a discussion of so- 
called political prisoners. On to­ 
day’s schedule is a prog ram on 
nonviolence and an 8 :30 p.m 
folk concert in Ives Hall. 
Last nig ht’s panelists, who 
expressed diverg ent outlooks, 
met scattered hostility and sus­ 


picion, larg ely from radical stu­ 
dents who saw no remedy for 
the nation’s ills throug h capital­ 
ism. 
Many 
comments 
seemed 
aimed at the so-called rebel 
banker, Fortney Stark, presi­ 
dent of Security National Bank 
of Walnut Creek. Stark, billed 
as the evening ’s main attrac­ 
tion, g ained nationwide atten­ 
tion recently when he placed a 
hug e peace symbol on his new 
East Bay bank building , declar­ 
ing he wouldn’t take it down 
until the war ended. 
Stark dresses mod, wears his 
hair collar-leng th in back. De­ 
spite criticism which sprang 
from the crowd, he clung to an 
endorsement of free enterprise, 
althoug h in one instance he fo­ 
resaw chang es in property laws 
to halt property speculation. 
At one poi n t , Stark chal­ 
leng ed the student critics in the 
audience. 
“ You spend $150 to $200 a 
year on such thing s as cig a­ 
rettes, Cokes, SCOPE 
. . . on 
real or imag inary thing s that 
bother you,” he said in a fath­ 
erly tone. “Not many of you 


g ive to the Free Ang ela Fund 
or the Peace Coalition thing .” 
“How much have you g iven 
to Ang ela Davis? a student in­ 
quired as he attacked capital­ 
ism ’s shortcoming s. “Students 
g ive what they can.” 
The educator. Sonoma State 
economics 
professor 
Richard 
M. Bell, feared that if present 
trends continue, a swelling so­ 
cial conscience could collide 
with 
an 
unyielding 
“power 
structure,” and overthrow of 
the g overnment mig ht result. 
“ Indestructible force meets 
i m m o v a b l e object,” Bell 
summed up. 
The 
nation’s 
first 
priority 
should be dismantling of wea­ 
ponry, said Bell, who is con­ 
ducting doctoral research on 
the economics of peace and 
war, and he explained he didn’t 
believe that massive g overn­ 
ment spending , including that 
for the military, was g ood for 
the economy. 
He espoused, instead, a con­ 
trolled speed-up in the coun­ 
try’s g rowth rate once peace 
were achieved, althoug h noting 
the expansion would have to be 


controlled by restrictions on 
saving s and profit. 
A student challeng ed Bell’s 
modified free enterprise plan as 
piling “encumbrances upon en­ 
cum brances.” Stark said, how­ 
ever, he was “ more afraid of a 
police-type state” under a sys­ 
tem 
that 
eliminates 
private 
ownership. 
Dr Brad Lundborg of Santa 
Rosa, a member of the Sonoma 
State Advisory Board and of 
Sonoma environmental g roups, 
held a cautious outlook, believ­ 
ing social and political chang e 
could be achieved only throug h 
a “ nonconfrontation approach.” 
But he wondered whether the 
U.S., since it has “ never lived 
in peace,” a reference also to 
harming of the environment, 
has the “faintest idea how to g o 
about living in such a society.” 
Lundborg ’s 
father, 
Louis, 
board chairm an emeritus of the 
Bank of America, also was to 
have appeared as a panelist, 
but had an educational televi­ 
sion eng ag ement in San Fran­ 
cisco. 


The fourth panelist, Stephen 
Jones, m a n a g e r of the Ex- 


c h a n g e Bank in Cotati and 
president of that city’s chamber 
of commerce, said one method 
to prevent w ar is with “ mas­ 
sive effort to reduce the world’s 
population.” 


Postal Rate 
Hearing Set 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Postal Rate Commission has 
set May 17 for the s t a r t of 
hearing s on the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice’s request for $1.45 billion a 
year in hig her rates. 
The service, which already 
has printed 
billions 
of new 
stamps, contends the 197 0 Pos­ 
tal Reorg anization Act permits 
it to temporarily raise rates by 
one-third within 100 days of its 
request if the commission has 
not acted —and it plans to do so 
on May 16. 
First-class 
mail 
would 
be 
raised from 6 to 8 cents, air­ 
mail from 10 to 11, and other 
classes by one-third. The ser­ 
vice also intends to raise se­ 
cond class mail by 142 per cent 
over a five-year period 


RAP SESSION 
Orr Reflects On His 
Youth, Problems Then 


By SANDRA YOUNG 
(Third in a series of 24 raps) 
With memories of his own 
youth in his mind’s eye, Fair­ 
fax Police Chief Jam es R. Orr 
finds himself looking with some 
envy and some distaste across 
the chasm he finds between the 
g enerations. 
Recently, the I-J “ rapped” 
with Orr about youth today, its 
attitudes and problems. 
He feels that today’s young 
people have a lot 
t o o f f e r : 
-“They’re interested in the envi­ 
ronment, g overnment, world af­ 
fairs. They’re educated. They 
have far more to offer than I 
can, say I did at that ag e.” 
Orr, 42, can recall peddling 
papers at the ag e of 10 on the 
streets of San Francisco to earn 
money and feels he learned 
more from “ strug g ling to g et 
it” than today’s youth who are 
g rowing up with “ everything 
handed to them .” 
While Orr e n v i e s the in­ 
creased availability of educa­ 
tion today, he questions the 
direction in which he sees it 
leading some young people. 
“ Youth 
nowadays 
are 
far 
more educated, far more inqui­ 
sitive and far more concerned 
with w hat’s g oing on.” he said. 
“ But I can’t say they take the 
intellig ence they have and di­ 
rect it the rig ht way. A lot of 
them aren’t directing it any­ 
where.” 
The police chief feels today’s 
youth show a g reater conscious­ 
ness of and participation in city 
g overnment. 
“ In my day, I didn’t even 
know there was such a thing as 
a board of supervisors. I didn’t 
e v e n know the name of the 
mayor of the city,” declared 
the police chief. 


A question about the so-called 
new morality caused Orr to 
scratch his head. 


“They’re doing thing s today 
in the open that I plotted to do 
in secret and then w o r r i e d 


a bo u t for two weeks after­ 
w ard,” he said, laug hing . 
“ I g uess they’re still doing 
the sam e thing s — they’re just 
uninhibited 
about 
it. 
They 
aren’t stuck with the g uilt han­ 
g ups we were,” Orr said. 
Orr, who served as a Marine 
during World War II and has 
two daug hters, is sym pathetic 
to the way young people feel 
about the Vietnam War, and 
especially to the feeling s of 
young men facing the draft. 
“ Kids today have plenty of 
g ripes ag ainst the Establish­ 
ment. They’re g rowing up in a 
world that’s moving too fast for 
all of us,” O rr commented. 
“ Young fellows nowadays don’t 
know if they’ll be able to finish 
their education or not.” 
But Orr — a police chief for 
10 years, who says he became a 
policeman as a challeng e “ to 
see if I had the rig ht m aterial” 
— has little sym pathy for revo­ 
lutionaries or “long -haired hip­ 
pies that call me ‘pig .’” 


“ I don’t see any need for long 
hair. I’m not talking about mod 
leng th, it’s the shoulder leng th 
hair that g ets me. It’s not an 
expression of individuality any­ 
more — there are too many of 
them ,” Orr remarked. 


Asked if he would wear his 
hair long if he were a youth 
today, Orr answered, “No, I 
wouldn’t. 
But then, I didn’t 
wear my hair in a crew cut 
when it was popular either.” 


Much of the discontent evi­ 
dent in today’s youths is caused 
by the problems they see ar­ 
ound them, Orr said. He thinks, 
however, that there are other 
ways to effect chang es than 
throug h violent means. 


“ Blowing up a chemical plant 
doesn’t stop the war in Viet­ 
nam ,” the police chief said. 
“ Tearing 
down 
educational 
building s, destroying millions 
of dollars of property just to 
say, ‘We don’t like it and if you 


don’t chang e it, we ll level it,’ 
will never work.” 
Orr said the recent election in 
Berkeley is evidence of a new 
kind of revolution “throug h the 
vote.” 
The v e r b a l attack some 
young people make upon police­ 
man, calling them “ pig ” or 
shouting “ oink, oink” as the 
patrol car rolls down the street, 
is 
“ shameful” 
according 
to 
Orr. 
“ Why, I never would have 
dream ed of saying something 
like that to a policeman in San 
Francisco when I was a kid,” 
he said. “They know they can 
g et away w'ith it now, that’s 
why they do it. If they had been 
spanked more when they were 
kids, maybe they would have 
learned some respect.”

Capitalistic Look At Nation's Ills

A vocally antiwar banker 
with a Prince Valiant haircut, 
an educator whose specialty is 
peacetime use of money and a 
soft-spoken physician who won­ 
dered whether America could 
adjust to a 'Society free of war 
and degradation made up a va­ 
ried peace alliance last night at 
a Sonoma State College forum. 
The three, together with a 
Cotati businessman, appeared 
before a largely student audi­ 
ence in Fred Warren Memorial 
Auditorium 
to 
describe 
a 
professional man’s view of a 
“peaceful alternative to war.” 
The program was part of a two- 
week-long college Peace Festi­ 
val that got under way yester­ 
day. 
Other festival activities yes­ 
terday 
included folk music, 
prayers, a lecture on population 
growth and a discussion of so- 
called political prisoners. On to­ 
day’s schedule is a program on 
nonviolence and an 8:30 p.m. 
folk concert in Ives Hall 
Last might's panelists, who 
expressed divergent outlooks, 
met scattered hostility and sus­ 


picion, largely from radical stu­ 
dents who saw no remedy for 
the nation’s ills through capital­ 
ism. 
Many 
comments 
seemed 
aimed at the so-called rebel 
banker, Fortney Stark, presi­ 
dent of Security National Bank; 
of Walnut Creek. Stark, billed 
as the evening’s main attrac­ 
tion, gained nationwide atten­ 
tion recently when he placed a 
huge peace symbol, on his new 
East Bay bank building, declar­ 
ing he wouldn’t take it down 
until the war ended. 
Stark dresses mod, wears his 
hair collar-length in back. De­ 
spite criticism which sprang 
from the crowd, he clung to an 
endorsement of free enterprise, 
although in one instance he fo­ 
resaw changes in property laws 
to halt property speculation. 
At one p o i n t , Stark chal­ 
lenged the student critics in the 
audience. 
“You spend $150 to $200 a 
year on such things as ciga­ 
rettes, Cokes, SCOPE . . . on 
real or1 imaginary things that 
bother you,” he said in a fath­ 
erly tone. “Not many of you 


give to the Free Angela Fund 
or the Peace Coalition thing.” 
“How much have you given 
to Angela Davis? a student in­ 
quired as he attacked capital­ 
ism’s shortcomings. “Students 
give what they can.” 
The educator, Sonoma, State 
economics professor Richard 
M. Bell, feared that if present 
trends continue, a swelling so­ 
cial conscience could collide 
with 
an 
unyielding 
“"power 
structure,” and overthrow of 
the government might result. 
“Indestructible force meets 
i m m o v a b l e object,” Bell 
summed up. 
The nation’s first priority 
should be dismantling of wea­ 
ponry, said Bell, who is con­ 
ducting doctoral research on 
the economics of peace and 
war, and he explained he didn’t 
believe that massive govern­ 
ment spending, including that 
for the military, was good for 
the economy. 
He espoused, instead, a con­ 
trolled speed-up in the coun­ 
try's growth rate once peace 
were achieved, although noting 
the expansion would have to be 


controlled by restrictions on 
savings and profit. 
A student challenged Bell’s 
modified, free enterprise plan as 
piling “encumbrances upon en­ 
cumbrances.” Stark said, how­ 
ever, he was “more afraid of a 
police-type state” under a sys­ 
tem 
that eliminates private 
ownership. 
Dr. Brad Lundborg of Santa 
Rosa, a member of the Sonoma 
State Advisory Board and of 
Sonoma environmental groups, 
held a cautious outlook, believ­ 
ing social and political change 
could be achieved only through 
a “nonconfrontation approach.'1' 
But he wondered whether the 
U.S., since it has “never lived 
in peace,” a reference also to 
harming of the environment, 
has the “faintest idea how to go 
about living in such a society.” 
Lundborg's 
father, 
Louis, 
board chairman emeritus of the 
Bank of America, also was to 
have appeared as a panelist, 
but had an educational televi­ 
sion engagement in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The fourth panelist, Stephen 
Jones, m a n a g e r of the Ex­ 


c h a n g e Bank in Cotati and 
president of that city’s chamber 
of commerce, said one method 
to prevent war is with “mas­ 
sive effort to reduce the world’s 
population.” 
Postal Rate 
Hearing Set 


WASHINGTON (UPIi -The 
Postal Rate Commission has 
set May 17 for the s t a r t of 
hearings on the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice’s request for $1.45 billion a 
year in higher rates. 
The service, which already 
has printed billions of new 
stamps, contends the 1970 Pos­ 
tal Reorganization Act permits 
it to temporarily raise rates by 
one-third within 100 days of its 
request if the commission has 
not acted —and it plans to do so 
on May 16. 
First-class 
mail 
would be 
raised from 6 to 8 cents, air­ 
mail from 10 to 11, and other 
classes by one-third. The ser­ 
vice also intends to raise se­ 
cond class mail by 142 per cent 
over a five-year period.

With memories of his own 
youth in his mind’s eye, Fair­ 
fax Police Chief James R. Orr 
finds himself looking with some 
envy and some distaste across 
the chasm he finds between the 
generations. 
Recently, the I-J “rapped” 
with Orr about youth today, its 
attitudes and problems'. 
He feels that today’s young 
people have a tot t o o f f e r : 
- “They’re interested in the envi­ 
ronment, government, world af­ 
fairs. They’re educated. They 
have far more to offer than I 
can, say I did at that age.” 
Orr, 42, can recall peddling 
papers at the age of 10 on the 
streets of San Francisco to earn 
money and feels he learned 
more from “struggling to get 
it” than today’s youth who are 
growing up with “everything 
handed to them.” 
While Orr e n v i e s the in­ 
creased availability of educa­ 
tion today, he questions the 
direction in which he sees it 
leading some young people. 
“Youth nowadays are far 
more educated, far more inqui­ 
sitive and far more concerned 
with what’s going on.” he said. 
“But I can’t say they take the 
intelligence they have and di­ 
rect it the right way. A lot of 
them aren’t directing it any­ 
where.” 
The police chief feels today’s 
youth show a greater conscious­ 
ness of and participation in city 
government. 
“In my day, I didn’t even 
know there was such a thing as 
a board of supervisors. I didn’t 
e v e n know the name: of the 
mayor of the city,” declared 
the police chief. 


A question about the so-called 
new morality caused Orr to 
scratch his head. 
“They’re doing things today 
in the open that I plotted to do 
in secret and then w o r r i e d 


a b o u t for two weeks after­ 
ward,” he said, laughing. 
“I guess they’re still doing 
the same things — they're just 
uninhibited 
about 
it. 
TTiey 
aren’t stuck with the guilt han­ 
gups we were,” Orr said. 
Orr, who served as a Marine 
during World War II and has 
two daughters, is sympathetic 
to the way young people feel 
about the Vietnam War, and 
especially to the feelings of 
young men facing the draft. 
“Kids today have plenty of 
gripes against the Establish­ 
ment. They’re growing up in a 
world that’s moving too fast for 
all of us,” Orr commented. 
“Young fellows nowadays don’t 
know if they’ll be able to finish 
their education or not.” 
But Orr — 
a police chief for 
10 years, who says he became a 
policeman as a challenge “to 
see if I had the right .material” 
— has little sympathy for revo­ 
lutionaries or “long-haired hip­ 
pies that call me ‘pig.’” 


“I don’t see any need for long 
hair. I’m not talking about mod 
length, it’s the shoulder length 
hair that gets me. It’s not an 
expression of individuality any­ 
more — there are too many of 
them,” Orr remarked. 


Asked if he would wear his 
hair long if he were a youth 
today, Orr answered, “No, I 
wouldn’t. But then, I didn’t 
wear my hair in a crew cut 
when it was popular either.” 
Much of the discontent evi­ 
dent in today’s youths is caused 
by the problems they see ar­ 
ound them, Orr said. He thinks, 
however, that there are other 
ways to effect changes than 
through violent means. 


“Blowing up a chemical plant 
doesn’t stop the war in Viet­ 
nam.," the police chief said. 
“Tearing 
down 
educational 
buildings, destroying millions 
of dollars of property just to 
say, ‘We don’t like it and if you

don’t change it, we’ll level it,’ 
will never work.” 
Orr said the recent election, in 
Berkeley is evidence of a. new 
kind of revolution “through the 
vote.” 
The v e r b a l attack some 
young people make upon, 'police­ 
man, calling them “ pig” or 
shouting “oink, oink” as the 
patrol car rolls down the street, 
is 
“shameful” according 
to 
On*. 
“Why, I never would have 
dreamed of saying something 
like that to a policeman in San 
Francisco when I was a kid,” 
he said. “They know they can 
get away with it now. that's 
why they do it. If they had been 
spanked more when they were 
kids, may'be they would have 
learned some respect.”

Bicycle Injuries Can Be 
Serious; Some Examples Cited 


A bike pro vided so me o f my fo ndest child­ 
ho o d memo ries. It was fun to ride, a go o d 
way to ex ercise and definitely beat walking to 
scho o l o r to the park. In tho se day s, there was 
less traffic, and we were ex po sed to fewer 
hazards. To day city y o ungsters are fo rbidden 
to ride bikes o n many streets. Even o lder 
bo y s and girls must kno w and fo llo w the rules 
o f the ro ad to survive a trip o f any distance. 
So me falls are inevitable and it is surprising 
that injuries are no t mo re co mmo n. Mino r 
cuts and laceratio ns sho uld be 
washed tho ro ughly with so ap 
and water and co vered with a 
clean dressing. Be sure to re­ 
mo ve all pieces o f dirt, gravel, 
and cinders. 
MANY 
ACCIDENTS 
o ccur 
when the cy clist tries to sho w 
o ff o r is no t pay ing attentio n to 
the jo b at hand. I remember 
crashing 
into a 
parked 
car 
when turning my head to wave 
at a gi r l . Mark, o ne o f my 
grandso ns, did the same and he 
ended up w'ith a serio us frac­ 
ture o f his right elbo w. 
NOW AND THEN a c h i 1 d 
puts his fo o t thro ugh the mo v­ 
ing wheel and the spo kes pro d­ 
uce 
an ex tensive 
laceratio n. 
The bike usually tips o ver and 
the rider has a nasty fall. 
AN ENGLISH 
surgeo n 
re­ 
cently repo rted several ca ses o f 
handlebar injuries. (Fo ur in­ 
vo lved bo y s.) While riding, the 
child turned suddenly to avo id 
a hazard, lo st balance and fell 
fo rward o n to the hanclleo ars. 
In each ca se, the handlebar 
grip went into the gro in and 
caused severe tears o r bruises. 
ONE 
7-YEAR-OLD 
injured 
the majo r blo o d vessels in his 
right gro in. Fo llo wing an o pera­ 
tio n to sto p a serio us hemo r- 
r h a g e 
the 
lad 
made 
a 
satisfacto ry reco very . Ho wev­ 
er, the leg was still swo llen 
when he was released fro m the 
ho spital. All o f these accidents 
invo lved small-wheel ty pe cy ­ 
cles 
with 
handlebars 
that 
turned co mpletely aro und (360 
degrees). These pro ved to be a 
hazard when the rider turned 
to o sho rt.

reaching and stro ngest autho ri­ 
ty that law and techno lo gy will 
a llo w’’ to co ntro l the dumping 
o f wastes in the natio n’s co astal 
waters. 
But 
Ruckelsha us said 
the 
EPA do es no t fa vo r severa l 
bills no w pending befo re the 
Senate Oceans and Atmo sphere 
su bco m m ittee to pro hibit a ll 
o cean dumping. 
“ It wo uld no t be feasible to

Ruckelshaus 
said

dy ing, 
and 
so m e 
branches were 
brittle. 
When 
I o mmy , age 8, climbed the tree, 
a branch cracked, and he fell 30 
feet to the gro und. To mmy was 
permanently injured. 


Hatfield: Return 
Republic To People 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -S e n . 
Mark (). Hatfield, R-Ore., say s 
the 
Co nstitutio n 
sho uld 
be 
amended so that Ho use mem­ 
bers wo uld be limited to six 
co nsecutive 
two -y ear 
terms, 
and senato rs to two co nsecutive 
six -y ear terms at any given 
time. 
Hatfield plans to pro po se a 
co nstitutio nal 
amendment 
to 
that effect Thursday . Under his 
pro po sal, any lawmaker who 
has s e r v e d the full 12 y ears 
wo uld be eligible to try fo r re- 
electio n after a two -y ear fur­ 
lo ugh. 


To mmy ’s parents sued Mrs. 
Oakley , 
co ntending 
that 
she 
sho uld have put up a fence o r 
o therwise warned To mmy o f the 
danger. They cla im ed that she 
was keeping an “ a ttra ctive” 
nuisance. 


The 
co urt 
held 
that 
Mrs. 
Oakley was no t liable. It said 
that the tree was a natural part 
o f the land, no t an artificial 
structure, and that y o ungsters 
sho uld kno w the dangers o f high 
places. Further, the co urt said 
that an 8-y ear-o ld sho uld kno w 
that branches m ight break. 
An “ a ttra ctive” nuisance m a y 
result in a pro perty o wner being 
held 
lia ble 
to 
trespa ssing 
children, but certain tests must 
be met: 


The place must be o ne where 
children are likely to trespa ss, 
resulting in an im plied in­ 
vitatio n. A pro perty o wner is 
under no o bligatio n 
to 
take 
precautio ns, ho wever, if he do es 
no t have reaso n to believe that 
children will trespass. 
The co nditio n must invo lve a 
reco gnizable risk o f harm, such 
us a sp ecia l da nger w hich 
children 
canno t 
co mprehend. 
The usual dangers, such as fue, 
water, 
and 
height, 
are 
un­ 
dersto o d by mo st children. 
The child must no t disco ver 
the dangero us co nditio n, o r must 
lie unable to appreciate the risk. 
This depends upo n the maturity 
o f the child. A child o f ten, fo r 
ex a m p le, 
sho uld 
kno w 
the 
dangers o f jumping o ver a pile o f 
burning lea ves, where a fo ur- 
y ear-o ld may no t. Ea ch ca se 
turns o n the a ge o f the child, a s 
well a s o n the special nature o f 
the risk.

Bicycle Injuries Can Be 
Serious; Some Examples Cited

A bike provided some of my fondest child­ 
hood memories. It was fun to ride, a good 
way to exercise and definitely beat walking to 
school or to the park. In those days, there was 
less traffic, and we were exposed to fewer 
hazards. Today city youngsters are forbidden 
to ride bikes on many streets. Even older 
boys and girls must know and follow the rules 
of the road to survive a trip of any distance. 
Some falls are inevitable and it is surprising 
that injuries are not more common. Minor 
cuts and lacerations should be 
washed thoroughly with soap 
and water and covered with a 
clean dressing. Be sure to re­ 
move all pieces of dirt, gravel, 
and cinders. 
MANY ACCIDENTS occur 
when the cyclist tries to show 
off or is not paying attention to 
the job at hand. I remember 
crashing into a parked car 
when turning my head to wave 
at a g i r l . Mark, one of my 
grandsons, did the same and he 
ended up with a serious frac­ 
ture of his right elbow. 
NOW AND THEN a c h i 1 d 
puts his foot through the mov­ 
ing wheel and the spokes prod­ 
uce an extensive laceration. 
The bike usually tips over and 
the rider has a nasty fall. 
AN ENGLISH surgeon re­ 
cently reported several cases of 
handlebar injuries. (Four in­ 
volved boys.j While riding, the 
child turned suddenly to avoid 
a hazard, lost balance and fell 
forward on to the handleoars. 
In each case, the handlebar 
grip went into the groin and 
caused severe tears or bruises. 
ONE 7-YEAR-OLD injured 
the major blood vessels in his 
right groin. Following an opera­ 
tion to stop a serious hemor- 
r h a g e 
the 
lad 
made 
a 
satisfactory recovery. Howev­ 
er, the leg was still swollen 
when he was released from the 
hospital. Ail of these accidents 
involved small-wheel type cy­

William I). Kuckelshaus, ad­ 
ministrator of the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA), 
told a Senate subcommittee the 
administration wants to see 
“ the creation of the farthest 
reaching and strongest authori­ 
ty that law and technology will 
allow” to control the dumping 
of wastes in the nation’s coastal 
waters. 
But Kuckelshaut said 
the 
EPA does not favor several 
bills now pending before the 
Senate Oceans and Atmosphere 
subcommittee to prohibit all" 
ocean dumping. 
“It would not be feasible to 
ban all ocean 
dumping 
at 
once,” 
Ruckelshaus said 
in 
testimony 
prepared 
for 
the 
subcommittee. “In some instan­ 
ces, waste disposal methods 
which are less damaging to' the 


environment than ocean dump­ 
ing are not immediately avail­ 
able . .. 
“This approach has a certain 
appeal when you look at it out 
of its full context. But the 
problem 
of

must be examined In toe broad 
context 
of

experienced by many communi­ 
ties.” 
He said many communities 
that now dump at sea simply

The 'Attractive' 
Nuisance Studied 


The big tree in Mrs. Oakley's 
yard had long been a child’s 
delight. Nearly every boy in the 
neighborhood had climbed it one 
time or another. But parts of the 
tree were dying, and some 
branches were brittle. When 
Tommy, age 8, climbed the tree, 
a branch cracked, and he fell 30 
feet to the ground. Tommy was 
permanently injured. 


Tommy’s parents sued Mrs. 
Oakley, contending that she 
should have put up a fence or 
otherwise warned Tommy of the 
danger. They claimed that she 
was keeping an “attractive” 
nuisance. 


The court held that Mrs. 
Oakley was not liable. It said 
that the tree was a natural part 
of the land, not an artificial 
structure, ami that youngsters 
should know the dangers of high 
places. Further, the court said 
that an 8-year-old should know 
that branches might break. 
An “attractive” nuisance may 
result in a property owner being 
held 
liable 
to 
trespassing 
' children, but certain tests must 
be met: 


The place must be one where 
children are likely to trespass, 
resulting in an implied in­ 
vitation. A property owner is 
under no obligation to take 
precautions, however, if he does 
not have reason to believe that 
children will trespass. 
The condition must involve a 
recognizable risk of harm, such 
as a special danger which 
children cannot comprehend. 
The usual dangers, such as fire, 
water, and height, are un­ 
derstood by most children. 
The child must not discover 
toe dangerous condition, or must 
be unable to appreciate the risk. 
This depends upon the maturity 
of toe child. A child of ten, for 
example, should know the 
dangers of jumping over a pile of 
burning leaves, where a four- 
year-old may not. Each case 
turns on toe age of toe child, as 
well as on the special nature of 
toe risk. 
in applying these tests, the 
courts will balance the utility of 
maintaining 
the 
condition 
against the risk to children. But 
the more dangerous the con­ 
dition of the property, the 
greater are the property owner’s 
r e s p o n s i b i l i t i e s .

Notley, now a University of 
Minnesota journalism student, 
said the shootings took place

the 
knowledge 
of a 
lieutenant colonel but that no 
punitive action was taken. 
He 
said 
the 
men 
were 
members of the 1st Squad, 
Keconnaisance Platoon, F Com­ 
pany, 1st Battalion, 21st Infan­ 
try Brigade, Americal Division. 
In what Notley said was his 
first public disclosure of the 
incident, he said the squad 
indiscriminately opened fire on 
the villagers. 
Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., 
called the shooting a “ mas­ 
sacre” and said Notley had 
“ my 
highest respect” 
for 
coming forward with the story. 
Notley, 23, said lie told his 
wife 
of 
the 
incident 
only 
Tuesday night. “ This is the 
first time I’ve been able to talk 
about it.” 
The squad of about 10 men 
entered 
the 
village 
without 
encountering hostile fire and 
began “ shooting women and 
kids 
they didn’t say anything. 
They were just shooting.” 
Notley said: “ I was in a state 
of shock, they killed these 10 
people ... It was too traumatic. 
I couldn’t believe it, 1 was in a 
state of shock.”

SINGAPORE — Politics in 
Malaysia which now look to be 
run so firmly on communal 
lines, may lose their hard edge 
because of Communist guerrilla 
long-range strategy. 
The change is noticeable be­ 
cause Malays, all of whom are 
Moslems, are worried about 
Malayan Chinese Communist 
influence upon the separatist 
rebellion being waged in far 
southern Thailand by Moslems 
of Malay racial origin. 
These Malays in four south­ 
ern provinces want to break 
away from domination by far- 
distant Bangkok <850 miles) and 
join racially and religiously- 
akin Malaysia, or else set up 
their own independent Moslem 
“ Republic of Patani.” 
“ Patani” was the name of 
the ancient Malay sultanate 
which covered the area of the 
present Thai provinces of Song- 
khla, Patani, Narathiwat and 
Yala. 
Most Malaysian Malays are. 
of course, thoroughly in sympa­ 
thy with the P a t a n i armed 
struggle. They think the British 
should have taken the provinces 
away from the Thais when they 
had their chance — at the end 
of World War II. 
The Thais, as allies of the 
Japanese, had, after all, an­ 
nexed four other Malay states 
during the war, with Japanese 
encouragement. 
No Malay state is more tho­ 
roughly (and some say actively) 
sympathetic towards the Patani 
rebels than the northeastern 
state of Kelantan, the only one 
in Malaysia governed by the 
Pan-Malay Islamic Party. 
The PMIP would like to see 
all government in west Malay­ 
sia controlled by Malays, with 
the immigrant races, Chinese 
and Indians, aware of their 
•"guest status’’. 
But a PMIP senator from Ke­ 
lantan got up in Federal Parlia­ 
ment recently to break the pat­ 
tern. 
Sen. Amaluddin Bin Darus 
said he feared that “ we shall be 
rorced to confront not only 
1 Communists from other races, 
But also Communists of the Ma­ 
lax' race.” 
“ It’s very dangerous,” he 
added during a speech of al­ 


most two hours on these and 
other defense and security con­ 
siderations. 
The senator said that he did 
rot want to comment on the 
actions of the rebels, but "we 
will be in a state of danger 
whenever the rebels who want 
to set up a Republic of Patani 
succeed in being armed by the 
( ommunists.” 
He claimed that the separa­ 
tists had not received help from 
anyone yet. but he believed that 
they would take aid from any­ 
where, including the (Malayan 
Chese) Communists who alsc 
operate on the border, if the 
circumstances forced them to. 
And. echoing the official atti- 
ude of the Kelantan State Gov 
ernment. Senator Amaluddir. 
said that Malaysia could not 
aid Hie Malay struggle in the 
north, as it had to protect good 
relations with Thailand. 


GM Vs . Na der: Microfilm Sa ga 


DETROIT (U PI) - General 
Motors Corp. paid $20,000 to 
regain 19 boxes of microfilmed 
complaint letters 
about 
the 
Corvair and other Chevrolet 
products to keep them from 
falling 
into 
Ralph 
Nader’s 
hands, a salvage dealer said 
today. 
The microfilmed letters from 
the years 1964 and 1965 had 
vanished from the Chevrolet 
Customer 
Relations 
Depart­ 
ment sometime after 1965 and 
turned up in a warehouse in 
downtown 
Detroit 
that was 
purchased by two suburban 
Wyandotte men new to the 
salvage business. 
The years involved were the 
height of Nader’s campaign 
against safety defects in the 
Corvair, which has since gone 
out of production. 
Scrap dealers Kenneth A. 


Simpson, 31, and Floyd E. 
Avery, 
44, discovered the 
cardboard 
boxes 
marked 
“ GM,” among surplus goods 
they purchased from a Detroit 
electronic concern in March. 
They moved the salvage, which 
cost 
them 
$7,500, 
to 
their 
warehouse in Wyandotte, not 
knowing of the value of the 
film. 
“ We just had them sitting on 
the floor in the warehouse and 
a customer came in and bought 
some of the films,” Simpson 
said. “ Then he called back and 
said he wanted to buy them all. 
We got suspicious because we 
couldn’t figure out why he 
wanted all of it.” Simpson said 
he did not get the man’s name 
and has not heard from him 
since. 
Simpson said a woman then 
identifying 
herself 
as 
an 


associate 
of Nader called 
offering to pay for shipping the 
boxes to Washington. 
Avery 
and 
Simpson 
then 
contacted GM. “ We called one 
day and they sent a man the 
next day and he made a deal 
right then, within 45 minutes, 
and came down in the evening 
with a cashiers check and a 
truck,” Simpson said. “They 
were a n x i o u s to get them 
back.” 
W.E. Ludwick, assistant man­ 
ager of Chevrolet customer 
relations, identified the micro­ 
filmed letters 
“ as 
obsolete 
correspondence which at one 
time had been processed for 
destruction in the normal 
course of events.” 
Ludwick paid the asking price 
of 20 cents per microfilm card, 
or $20,000, Simpson said. “ We 
bargained and he agreed to that

building. 


The 
oversimplified 
view 
sometimes taken 
as if the 
conflict were wholly one be­ 
tween a predominantly Malay 
army 
and a 
predominantly 
Chinese guerrilla force which is 
also directed to political extre­ 
mism 
would have to be modi­ 
fied. 


It is not hard to see how this 
could have some effect on legi­ 
timate jxditics inside Malaysia, 
now so organized along com­ 
munal lines that there seems no 
end to the pattern. 


The 
only possible 
change 
would be through parties which 
wanted to improve the lot of all 
Malaysians, advocating differ­ 
ent methods approved by the 
law, hut not, in effect, racial 
ones as they now are. 


Malaysian officials told me 
on a recent visit to the western 
end of the border that they are 
worried by the numbers of Ma­ 
lays joining Communist guerril­ 
las t h e r e who have been 
hitherto of almost overwhelm­ 
ingly Chinese descent. 


It is not hard to see how the 
guerrillas manage this rap­ 
prochement with Islam on two 
scores: 


The Kuala Lumpur govern­ 
ment. despite its strong Malay 
composition, can lie represent­ 
ed as stillsympathetic to the 
former colonial British.

His measure would end the 
long stalemate between the 
state and Marin over putting a 
bicycle lane on Richardson Bay 
Bridge as part of its current 
widening project. 
State law now prohibits this 
use of gas taxes unless local 
government foots the entire 
cost. Past attempts to eliminate 
the prohibition always foun­ 
dered on the claim by highway 
forces that such a use would 
violate the constitutional re­ 
striction of gas taxes for high­ 
way purposes. 
The claim, however, has been 
disputed for the first time by 
Legislative Counsel George H. 
Murphy. In an opinion to Behr. 
the counsel concluded that such 
use “ would probably be upheld 
by the courts.” 
Murphy reasoned that using 
gas taxes for b i c y c l e lanes 


could be justified “ since bicycle 
traffic would then be separated 
from the motor vehicle traffic 
on the highway and thereby in­ 
crease the traffic capacity and 
safety of the highway.”

Guerrillas

SINGAPORE — Politics in 
Malaysia which now look to be 
run so firmly on communal 
lines, may lose their hard edge 
because of Communist guerrilla 
long-range strategy. 
The change is nofi.ce.able be­ 
cause Malays, all of whom are 
Moslems, are worried about 
Malayan Chinese Communist 
i.nfluen.ee upon the separatist 
rebellion being waged in far 
southern Thailand by Moslems 
of Malay racial origin. 
These Malays in four south­ 
ern provinces want to break 
away from domination by far- 
distant Bangkok (850 miles) and 
join racially and religiously- 
akin Malaysia, or else set up 
their own independent Moslem, 
“Republic of Patani.” 
“Patani” was the name of 
the ancient Malay sultanate 
which covered the area of the 
present Thai provinces of Song- 
khla, Patani. Narathiwat and 
Yala. 
Most Malaysian Malays are, 
of course, thoroughly in sympa­ 
thy with the P a t a n i armed 
struggle. They 'think the British 
should have taken the provinces 
away from the Thais when they 
had. their chance —* at the end. 
of World War II. 
The Thais, as allies of the 
Japanese, had. after all, an­ 
nexed four other Malay states 
during the war, with Japanese 
encouragement. 
No Malay state is more tho­ 
roughly (and some say actively) 
sympathetic towards the Patani 
rebels than the northeastern 
state of Kelantan, the only one 
in Malaysia governed by the 
Pan-Malay Islamic Party. 
The PM IP would like to see 
all government in west Malay­ 
sia controlled by Malays, with 
the immigrant races, Chinese 
and Indians, aware of their 
‘ ‘guest status”. 
But a PM IP senator from Ke- 
1 antan got up in Federal Parlia­ 
ment recently to break the pat-; 
tern. 
Sen. Amaluddin Bin Darus 
.said he feared that “we shall be 
forced to confront not only 
Communists from other races, 
but also Communists of the Ma­ 
lay race.” 
“It’s very dangerous,” he 
added during a speech of al­ 
most two hours on these and 
other defense and security con­ 
siderations. 
The senator said that he did 
not want to comment on. the 
actions of the rebels, but “we 
will be in a state of danger 
whenever the rebels who want 
to set up a Republic of Patani 
succeed in being armed by the 
Communists.” 
He claimed that the separa­ 
tists had not received help from 
anyone yet, but he believed that 
they would take aid from any­ 
where, including the (Malayan 
Chese) Communists who alsc 
operate on the border, if the 
circumstances forced them to. 
And, echoing the official atti­ 
tude of the Kelantan State Gov 
eminent, Senator Amaluddin 
said that Malaysia could not 
aid the Malay struggle in the 
north,, as it had, to protect good 
relations with Thailand.

The microfilmed letters from 
the years 1964 and 1965 had 
vanished from the Chevrolet 
Customer 
Relations 
Depart­ 
ment sometime after 1965 and 
turned up in a warehouse in 
downtown 
Detroit 
that was 
purchased by two suburban 
Wyandotte men new to the 
salvage business. 
The years involved, ware the 
height of Nader’s campaign 
against safety defects in the 
Corvair, which has since gone 
out of production. 
Scrap dealers Kenneth A. 


Simpson, 31, and Floyd E. 
Avery, 
44, discovered the 
cardboard 
boxes 
marked 
“ GM,” among surplus goods 
they purchased from a Detroit 
electronic concern in March. 
They moved the salvage, which 
cost 
them 
$7,500, 
to 
their 
warehouse in Wyandotte', not 
knowing of the value of the 
film. 
“We just had them sitting on 
the floor in. the warehouse and 
a customer came in and bought 
some of the films,” Simpson 
said. “Then he called back and 
said he wanted to buy them all 
We got suspicious because we 
couldn’t figure out why he 
wanted all of it.” Simpson said, 
he did not get the man’s name 
and has not heard from him 
since. 
Simpson .said a woman 'then 
identifying 
herself 
as 
an 


associate 
of Nader called 
offering to pay for shipping the 
boxes to Washington. 
Avery 
and 
Simpson 
then 
contacted GM. “We called one 
day and 'they sent a man 'the 
next day and he made a deal 
right then, within 45 minutes, 
and came down in the evening 
with a cashiers check and a 
truck,” Simpson said. “They 
were a n x i o u s to get them 
back.” 
W E. Ludwick, assistant man­

Chevrolet customer 
relations, identified the micro­ 
filmed 
letters 
“as 
obsolete 
correspondence which at one 
time had been processed for 
destruction in, the normal 
course of events.”

Sen. Henry M. Jackson,, D- 
Wash., said 'Tuesday “"the FBI 
never makes a. move without 
legal sanction'"1 but called for a 
congressional watchdog com­ 
mittee to monitor its activities. 
Jackson was here for a series 
of speaking engagements as 
part of his self-proclaimed 
status as “an official non­ 
candidate" for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
Jackson gave Ms. appraisal, of 
the current controversy over 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
activities during a news confer­ 
ence on, mass demonstrations 
and efforts to protect national, 
security., 
“The 'best way to deal with 
internal security is to rely on 
the professionalism of the 
FBI," Jackson said. “I think 
the FBI has a responsibility to 
keep track of the extremists in, 
our .society. My definition of an, 
extremist is one who would 
'take the law into' his own hands 
—the K.u Klux Klan, the 
Minutemen, the Weathermen 
and others of the fringe left 
groups.’* 
He suggested, however, that 
in view of recent, criticism of 
the FBI a joint Hou.se-Se.na.te 
committee be formed to hear 
charges about the organization. 
He said the committee could 
function permanently as a 
congressional monitor of FBI 
activities much as a joint 
■congressional committee serves 
as 'watchdog on the 'Central. 
Intelligence Agency. Jackson 
serves on, that committee. 


Jackson said, “The FBI never 
makes a, move without legal 
sanctions"' but conceded that 
the agency has made some 
mistakes, 'He said, these were in 
the area of “public statements 
more than in, substance.’*' 
He said retention of J. Edgar 
Hoover as head of the FBI was 
a decision to be made entirely 
by the President based on 
performance, not age. 
.Ja.ck.son .said he .is concerned 
about an increasing tendency of 
.Americans to '""take to the 
streets" to voice their grievan­ 
ces.He said such actions “make 
for poU'tical instability which 
erode our free institutions and 
could lead toward totalitaria­ 
nism.” He added, “Let us never 
'become a banana, republic.’*

Pointing Your Boat? 
Here Are Some Tips 


I find quite a few boaters still have to paint 
every spring to get (or keep) their wooden boats 
m condition. Then, too, I find a lot more people 
painting fiber glass and aluminum boats la tely,, 
despite the fact they aren’t supposed to need 
painting. This may be for several reasons. For 
ex ample, the finish may be rough, coarse or 
pitted from age and use. The owners may wsunt a 
new color (most of the older fiber glass boats 
came in any color as long as it was white), or the 
boat may have been repaired or patched and the 
new and the old must be matched. 
Aluminum boats that are get- 
f; 
ting on in years also may need 
painting even if only to put 
som e of the new non-skid paint 
on the inside. This non-slip fin­ 
ish sa ves a lot of skinned knees 
and shins, and it’s a must for 
the angler who often gets a lot 
of water in his boat from lines 
and tackel. 
But whatever the reason to 
p a i n t a boat there are still 
many 
areas 
of 
uncertainty 
about it, as shown by some of 
the questions the readers ask: 
. 
Q. 
I want to p a i n t my 
trailer boat the sa m e color as 
the car. Can I use the same 
paint? 
A. Yes, but it will probably 
come off in flakes after two or 
three weeks. Get the proper 
paint for whatever kind of boat 
you have. It’s possible to match 
the color. Car enamels are in­ 
tended for primed metal. On 
boats, generally, they are not 
so good. 
Q. I’ve got epox y paint for 
my fiber gla ss boat, but the 
directions don’t sa y how to 
prepare the surface. 
A. A fiber glass-plastic boat 
should be clean (wash with de­ 
tergent), and roughened with 
fine sandpaper to give the new 
paint something to grip and 
bond to. Sand it enough to take 
off all the g l o s s , then wipe 
down with lacquer thinners. 


Q. Why doesn’t an aluminum 
boat need paint? 
A. It doesn’t need it for pro­ 
tection, because the surface of 
the metal ox idizes to form a 
very thin, tough film which pro­ 
tects the rest of the metal be­ 
neath. But the film is a dull 
gray. If you see the bright alu­ 
minum, it’s either very new or 
lacquered. 


Q. Should I use steel wool 
on metal fittings? 
A. I see many people using

This mea ns it 
dries with a more resilietí t sur­ 
face or ‘‘skin’’ and withsta nds 
sun and weather better.

varnish.

Pointing Your Boot? 
Here Are Some Tips 


I find quite a few boaters still have to paint' 
every spring to get (or keep) their wooden boats 
in condition. Then, too, I find a lot more people 
painting fiber glass and aluminum boats lately,. 
despite the fact they aren’t supposed to need 
painting. This may be for several reasons. For 
example, the finish may be rough, coarse or 
pitted from age and use. The owners may waint a 
new color (most of the older fiber glass boats 
came in any color as long as it was white), or the 
boat may have been repaired or patched and the 
new and the old must be matched. 
Aluminum boats that are get­ 
ting on in years also may need 
painting even if only to put 
some of the new non-skid paint 
on the inside. This non-slip fin­ 
ish saves a lot of skinned 'knees 
and shins, and it’s a must for 
the angler who often gets a lot 
of water in his boat from lines 
and tackel. 
But whatever the reason to 
p a i n t a boat there are still 
many 
areas 
of 
uncertainty 
about it, as shown by some of 
the questions the readers ask: 
Q. 
I want to p a i n t my 
frailer boat the same color as 
the car. Can I use the same 
paint? 
A. Yes, but it will probably 
come off in flakes after two or 
three weeks. Get the proper 
paint for whatever kind of boat 
you have. It’s possible to match 
the color. Car enamels are in­ 
tended for primed metal. On 
boats, generally, they are not 
so good. 
Q. I’ve got epoxy paint for 
my fiber glass boat, but the 
directions don’t say how to 
prepare the surface. 
A. A fiber glass-plastic boat 
should be clean (wash with de­ 
tergent), and roughened with 
fine sandpaper to give the new 
paint something to grip and 
bond to. Sand it enough to take 
off all the g l o s s , then wipe 
down with lacquer thinners. 


Q. Why doesn't an aluminum 
boat need paint? 
A. It doesn’t need it for pro­ 
tection, because the surface of 
the metal oxidizes to form a 
very thin, tough film which pro­ 
tects the rest of the metal be­ 
neath. But the film is a dull 
gray. If you see the bright alu­ 
minum, it’s either very new or 
lacquered. 


Q. Should I use steel wool 
on metal fittings?

Union wage demands in 1.971 
will undoubtedly lead to some 
major strikes and costly settle­ 
ments such as occurred in 1:970, 
a ban.ki.ng economist predicts. 


When 1971 is over, pay in­ 
creases to labor will, probably 
be In. line with the high adv­ 
ances of last year, unless spe­ 
cific wage and price ceilings 
are imposed by the govern­ 
ment. 
This is the view of Dr. Ray 
Jallow, chief economist for Un­ 
ited California Bank and a, con- . 
tributing editor to California 
Business,, financial and busi­ 
ness news weekly of the West, 
In an. article-in this week's edi­ 
tion, he continues: 
“ While such expensive wage 
agreements can fuel 'inflation, 
economic planners hope that 
1,971, will have, sizable gains in 
productivity,, which could help 
to avert .significant price rises. 
“ Productivity — or output 
per man-hour — can spurt, dra­ 
matically after a recession as it 
has done in the past, .However,, 
an objective view of productivi­ 
ty in 1971 suggests only a mod­ 
est gain and. .thus only a. slight 
dampering 
of 
inflationary 
trends, and a continuing need, 
for government restraint of in­ 
flationary 
wage-price 
move­ 
ments, 
“The influence of labor costs 
on inflation is obvious since 
such costs play a large role in. 
determining the price of most 
items. This influence was stat­ 
ed quite specifically by the 
Council of Economic Advisers 
in Its second '“inflation alert.'*' 
“One of the best-established 
facts about the American econ­ 
omy is the long-run tendency 
for prices on the average to rise 
at about the same rate as unit

“ It is this gap 'between In­ 
creases in wages and produc­ 
tivity which fuels inflation, as 
well, as being a source of labor- 
management strife. 
“ The wage increase-produc- 
tivity gap was absent in the 
recovery year following each of 
the four prior recessions of 
194,8,. 1.954, 1958 and 1961, since 
unit labor costs actually dec­ 
lined in. these periods. Produc­ 
tivity grew at the s i z. a b 1. e 
annual, rate of 6.2 per cent dur­ 
ing the year following the 19601- 
61 recession, and 5.4 per cent 
du.ri.ng the year following the 
1.965 recession, 'both rates 'being 
in excess of compensation in­ 
crease grants. Should, we ex­ 
pect to do as well in 19 71 ? 
Probably not. 
“The dismal picture of prod­ 
uctivity in recent years can be: 
compared with the first half of 
the Sixties. Man-hours worked 
in the p r i v a, I. e economy .in­ 
creased about 5 per cent from. 
I9601 to 1.965, while output, rose 
28 'per cent for a. productivity 
gain of 20 per cent During 1965- 
1,970 
the 
.man-hours 
worked 
were similar, but out-put rose 
only 17 per cent, and the prod­ 
uctivity gain barely reached 1 1 
per cent,. At the same time, pay 
per man-hour moved, up 40 per 
cent 'between 1965 and. 1970 as 
compared with a 23 per cent 
gain 'between 1960 and 1965.. 
'“ Since the economy has just 
begun to enter its recovery per­ 
iod, we should expect 'productiv­ 
ity to rise significantly in. the 
near future, and thus sm aller,

The Tamalpais High School 
District board has authorized 
its staff to explore the possibili­ 
ty of selling its 32 acres of land 
in Marin City. 
According to Edward J. Neu- 
raeier, 
administrative 
assis­ 
tant, the board Monday night 
approved a carefully worded 
motion authorizing Supt. (Wil­ 
ber D.) Hawkins to explore the 
possible disposition and/or use 
of the Marin City site. 
The parcel was acquired in 
1958 through a federal grant 
after the district agreed to con­ 
struct a school on the site. It 
was purchased for about $60,- 
000, Neumeier said, and the dis­ 
trict has spent $240,000 more in 
improvements. 
The lot is currently used as a 
dumping ground for old cars 
and trash. 
Neumeier said Hawkins indi­ 
cated he has been approached 
by an agent of parties interest­ 
ed in purchasing the land. He 
said Hawkins did not elaborate.

The Tamalpais High School 
District board has authorized 
its staff to explore the possibili­ 
ty of selling its 32 acres of land 
in Marin City.

sterling per y ea r, the mo ney to 
g o to the scho o l. 
THERE ARE MANY o ther 
ca ses in co lo nia l a nd ea rly Un­ 
ited Sta tes histo ry where la nd 
wa s set a side fo r scho o l sup­ 
po rt. The federa l g o v ernment 
itself underto o k this metho d o f 
scho o l fina ncing with the Mo r­ 
rill Act o f 1 8 6 2 , which g a v e 
ea ch sta te 3 0,000 a cres o f publ­ 
ic la nd fo r ea ch sena to r a nd 
representa tiv e, the mo ney to 
fina nce esta blishment o f a g ri­ 
cultura l a nd mecha nica l co l­ 
leg es.

Walter Perso n an d the Un iv er­ 
sity o f New Hamp shire Bo ard o f Tru stees 
had n amed a fo rmer asso ciate o f Sen . 
Geo rge McGo v ern , D-S.D., as u n iv ersity 
p resid en t. He to o k it o u t o n McGo v ern . 


THERE IS NOTHING u n u su al abo u t 
o n e sen ato r attack in g an o ther. It’s d o n e 
all the time in the Sen ate. Bu t it’s d o n e 
d eco ro u sly . An d , as a matter o f sen ato ri­ 
al co u rtesy , the attack in g sen ato r alway s 
n o tifies the sen ato r bein g attack ed in 
ad v an ce, so the v ictim may be o n the 
flo o r to d efen d himself. 
Co tto n ign o red this fu n d amen tal co u r­ 
tesy . He also ign o red an u n written ru le o f 
the Sen ate that o n e sen ato r n ev er, n ev er 
refers to an o ther d irectly o r by his last 
n ame. It’s alway s, “the d istin gu ished se­ 
n ato r fro m . . .,” o r “the able an d d istin ­ 
gu ished sen io r sen ato r fro m . . .,” o r 
“ my esteemed co lleagu e fro m . . .” 
Bu t listen to Co tto n : 
‘ ‘ S e n a t o r 
McGo v ern is o n e o f a gro u p o f sen ato rs 
who hav e co n stan tly ad d ressed , en co u r­ 
aged o r in cited Washin gto n d emo n stra­ 
to rs, whether they were in v ad in g the 
Pen tago n , marchin g o n the Cap ito l, o r 
bu rn in g d raft card s at the Washin gto n 
Mo n u men t. 
“ It is n o t fo r me to q u estio n the p atrio t­ 
ism o r sin cerity o f Mr. McGo v ern an d his 
asso ciates, bu t whatev er may be their 
mo tiv es, they are, in my o p in io n , an d in 
the o p in io n o f man y o f my asso ciates, 
p ro mo tin g d isrep sect fo r the Co n gress, 
imp ed in g the Presid en t in his effo rts to 
en d the war, an d en co u ragin g o u r en e­ 
mies to refu se to n ego tiate fo r p eace.” 
McGOVERN RESPONDED in k in d . 
Co tto n . McGo v ern said , “is o n e o f tho se

fo o lish war he help ed to fo ster.” 
This may seem a small m atter in a 
wo rld tro u bled by ap o caly p tic p ro blems. 
Bu t if the ap o caly p se will n o t be stay ed 
by ad heren ce to the trad itio n al co u rtesies 
in these abrasiv e times, it might well be 
hasten ed by their aban d o n men t. 


WASHINGTON — There are three as­ 
p ects o f the Su p reme Co u rt d ecisio n o v er­ 
ru lin g Presid en t Nix o n o n scho o l bu sin g 
which d eserv e sp ecial atten tio n : 
1 — Ev ery d ecisio n o f the co u rt bearin g 
o n scho o l d esegregatio n , fro m the histo ­ 
ric v erd ict o f 1954 to the fo u r ru lin gs last 
week , has been u n an imo u s. This co n tin u ­ 
in g u n an imity is go o d ev id en ce that the 
j u s t i c e s are actin g as ju rists, n o t as 
p o litician s. 
2 — The mak e-u p o f the co u rt has 
rad ically chan ged sin ce 1954, bu t the 
p attern o f its d ecisio n s o n scho o l in tegra­ 
tio n remain s the same. The co u rt which 
han d ed d o wn the ru lin gs o n bu sin g an d 
related matters is a creatu re o f n o sin gle 
p resid en t. On ly two o f the ju stices who 
jo in ed in the 1954 d ecisio n are o n the 
co u rt to d ay . Fiv e were ap p o in ted by two 
Rep u blican p resid en ts — Eisen ho wer an d 
Nix o n — an d fo u r by three d ifferen t 
Demo cratic p resid en ts — Ro o sev elt, Ken ­ 
n ed y an d Jo hn so n . 
3 — The majo r ro le which W a r r e n 
Bu rger p lay ed in the latest d ecisio n s 
affirmin g the co n stitu tio n ality o f bu sin g 
an d the right o f the d istrict co u rts to lay 
d o wn d esegregatio n gu id elin es 
sho ws 
that an y chief ju stice who is q u alified fo r 
the jo b will be his o wn man , in d ep en d en t 
o f the p resid en t who cho se him. 
PRESIDENT NIXON n amed Chief Ju s­ 
tice Bu rger an d Ju stice Harry Black mu n 
in p art becau se he believ ed they wo u ld 
be his k in d o f “strict co n stru ctio n ists.” 
They are p ro v in g to be their o wn k in d o f 
“ strict co n stru ctio n ists” by ru lin g that 
reaso n able bu sin g to o v erco me racial d is­ 
crimin atio n is strictly co n stitu tio n al. 
In this v ery imp o rtan t d ecisio n , written 
by Mr. Bu rger himself, it is ev id en t that 
there is a co n sid erable gu lf between the 
thin k in g o f Nix o n an d that o f the chief 
ju stice. 
The latest ru lin g d o es p u t so me limita­ 
tio n s o n the u se o f bu sin g to achiev e 
racial balan ce: It mu stn ’t risk health o r 
sign ifican tly imp air ed u catio n . 


Bu t the co u rt ru led v ery bro ad ly . It 
asserted that the lo wer co u rts mu st hav e 
p o wer to o rd er the bu sin g o f child ren far 
fro m ho me, when n ecessary , an d to au ­ 
tho rize ev en “bizarre” scho o l bo u n d aries 
an d o ther in co n v en ien ces when ev er n eed ­ 
ed to en d state-imp o sed p u blic scho o l 
segregatio n . 


THIS IS A F.AR CRY fro m the co n cep t 
laid d o wn by Presid en t Nix o n in a p o licy 
d o cu men t issu ed abo u t a y ear ago . He 
ad v o cated the “n eighbo rho o d scho o l” as 
so methin g which he wan ted p reserv ed , 
saw bu sin g as d isru p tiv e an d o v erly ex ­ 
p en siv e, an d argu ed again st “au to matic 
assign men t” o f child ren “by so me math­ 
ematical fo rmu la” fo r balan ce. 
The Bu rger d ecisio n o v erru les this 
thin k in g at n early ev ery p o in t. It d o esn t 
call fo r an y p recise mathematical p er­ 
cen tage o f white an d black stu d en ts bu t it 
affirms the d u ty o f the lo wer co u rts to 
assign stu d en ts in a man n er to brin g 
abo u t in tegrated scho o l sy stems. 
It is o n ly fair to mak e it clear that the 
d ifferen ce between Bu rger an d Nix o n 
co n cern s metho d s, n o t o bjectiv es. The 
chief ju stice believ es that bu sin g is a 
n eed ed to o l to en d p ast w r o n g s . The 
p resid en t wan ts to u se o ther d ev ices, 
in clu d in g sp ecial fed eral aid , to imp ro v e 
the q u ality o f ed u catio n d u rin g the p ro ­ 
cess o f d esegregatio n . 


NIXON’S REMARKABLE reco rd o f 
achiev emen t in the who le area o f civ il 
rights an d scho o l in tegratio n has been 
sk imp ily rep o rted in mu ch o f the med ia 
an d is little u n d ersto o d . 
The facts sho w that 15 y ears after the 
histo ric 1954 co u rt d ecisio n o n ly 5.2 p er 
cen t o f Negro p u blic scho o lchild ren in 11 
so u thern states were in d esegregated 
scho o ls an d that n o w, after two an d a 
half y ears o f the Nix o n ad min istratio n ; 
the figu re has risen to mo re than 90 p er 
cen t. 
The real scho o l d esegregatio n p ro blem 
to d ay is in the No rth, n o t in the So u th.

There's No Easy Answer 


To Segregation Of Schools

WASHINGTON - No t lo n g ago I star­ 
tled a circle o f Mississip p i Rep u blican s 
by say in g I was so rry my child ren wen t 
to scho o ls with su ch a tin y p ro p o rtio n o f 
black classmates. They may hav e been 
startled becau se I hav e a n atu ral so u th­ 
ern accen t, which thick en s when I am 
talk in g to an y bo d y fro m Mississip p i. Bu t 
o f co u rse the id ea o f an y white’s wan tin g 
his child ren to go to scho o l with mo re 
black s is startlin g in itself — an d n o t ju st 
to Mississip p ian s. 
As I ex p lain ed it, it is u n n atu ral to 
gro w u p liv in g o n e mile fro m the District 
o f Co lu mbia, where abo u t three-fo u rths o f 
the p o p u latio n an d mo re than 90 p er cen t 
o f the p u blic scho o l en ro llmen t is black , 
witho u t beco min g acq u ain ted with mo re 
than a casu al han d fu l o f black child ren . 
Yet that is what my child ren hav e d o n e. 
On e is in high scho o l, an d the ex ten t o f 
his in v o lv emen t with black s is p lay in g o n 
the same fo o tball team an d han gin g ar­ 
o u n d the same ho t sho p p es. The o ther is 
in ju n io r high, an d her co n tacts are ev en 
fewer. 
At this time in this wo rld , esp ecially 
this p art o f the wo rld , that is u n realistic. 
Yo u n eed n o t be a cru sad er fo r in tegra­ 
tio n to see that that is n o t p rep arin g teen ­ 
agers to liv e in the wo rld as it is. 
THE EASY ANSWER, the o n e imme­ 
d iately v o lu n teered by my Mississip p i 
frien d s, was, “ Why d o n ’t y o u ju st mo v e 
in to the d istrict then , an d they can go to 
a s c ho o l that’s 94 p er cen t black o r 
whatev er the figu re is?” 
Bu t o f co u rse that is n o t realistic either 
— n o mo re realistic fo r the tin y min o rity 
o f white child ren than fo r the majo rity o f 
black s, who are n o t in su ch scho o ls by 
cho ice. 
The fact is that there is n o easy an ­ 
swer. Bu t becau se the so lu tio n is n o t easy 
o r immed iate, an d may n ev er be co m­ 
p lete, is n o reaso n to simp ly n o t try to 
mak e the wo rld o u r child ren gro w u p in 
as mu ch lik e the real wo rld as p o ssible. 
An d that brin gs u s to the S u p r e m e 
Co u rt’s u n an imo u s d ecisio n en d o rsin g 
bu sin g as a mean s o f reachin g racial 
balan ce in scho o ls.

Reed District Eyes 
An Old Revenue Plan 


Reed School District is consi­ 
dering a departure in school 
financing: the use of surplus 
school 
property to generate 
continuing revenue to supple­ 
ment tax funds. 
..The Reed district finds itself 
with two sites b o u g h t for 
schools which have never been 
built, and for which there now 
appears no need. R ather than 
sell the properties, Mark Noble 
of Tiburón, a district resident 
who ran unsuccessfully for the 
school board in April 20 elec­ 
tion, suggested that they be 
used for cluster housing which 
could bring in money to support 
the schools. 
Although there were some ob­ 
jections to his idea, the district 
is looking into it. 


WHEN NOBLE MADE his 
suggestion at an April 6 board 
meeting, he said, “ No one has 
yet been able to find a reason, 
other than tradition, why such 
a program could not be esta­ 
blished.” 
Had he gone far enough back 
in history, he would have found 
that tradition itself is behind 
such a method of school financ­ 
ing. 
In 1641, the town of Boston 
set aside Deer Island, one of 
several islands in Boston Har­ 
bor belonging to the municipali­ 
ty, to help support the Boston 
Latin School, which was the 
first publicly established school 
in the British colonies in Amer­ 
ica. In 1649, it added Long and 
Spectacle Islands to the proper­ 
ties supporting the school, and 
let out under perpetual lease 
500 municipally owned acres 
near Braintree for the same 
purpose. 
Rentals from these proper­ 
ties went far toward supporting 
A m erica’s first public school. 
For instance, an entry in the 
town records for 1644 shows 
Deer I s l a n d was rented for 
three years at seven pounds 


sterling per year, the money to 
go to the school. 
THERE ARE MANY other 
cases in colonial and early Un­ 
ited States history where land 
was set aside for school sup­ 
port. The federal government 
itself undertook this method of 
school financing with the Mor­ 
rill Act of 1 8 6 2 , which gave 
each state 30,000 acres of publ­ 
ic land for each senator and 
representative, the money to 
finance establishment of agri­ 
cultural and mechanical col­ 
leges. The U n i v e r s i t y of 
California 
itself 
is 
such 
a 
“land-grant college.” 
Noble’s idea for Reed School 
District is to set up a founda­ 
tion which would arrange con­ 
struction 
of 
cluster-type 
condominium housing on the 
surplus school sites, with all 
proceeds above expenses going 
to the school district. He be­ 
lieves it could result in expand­ 
ing the school program s while 
lowering taxes. 
One of the Reed district’s two 
surplus sites, the 10-acre Ring 
Point site on Paradise Drive 
east of the Uplands, was bought 
in 1957 out of general tax re­ 
venues. The district could use it 
for housing if it so desired. 
The other, the 13-acre North 
Central site on Hacienda Drive, 
was b o u g h t with state aid 
funds, 
so 
state 
permission 
would have to be obtained to 
put it to non-school use. 
THE 
LEGAL 
PROBLEMS 
would take some solving, no 
doubt. But the idea of putting 
surplus school lands to use to 
provide continuing revenue, in­ 
stead of selling them for a one­ 
time-only gain, should be at­ 
tractive to a district that al­ 
ready finds itself with more 
school plants than its enroll­ 
ment justifies. 
There is much talk about tak­ 
ing some of school support cost 
off the property tax. Here is a 
way to do it.

federal employes can’t be fired. They can 
be, of course, though the red tape in­ 
volved is so great that some agencies 
seldom try to cut their way through it. 


Actually, about 15,000 federal workers 
are fired, in an average year,, out of a 
total 'work force of about three million. 
The figure does not include employes 
whose jobs disappear, for example in the 
closing of a military base. 


Those employes who actually are dis­ 
charged, the commission worries, incur a 
public stigma. Since the public thinks 
that firings are all but impossible, it’s 
likely to believe that a federal worker 
who gets the ax is really a hopeless 
incompetent. 


To counter this problem the commis­ 
sion is considering a two-part approach. 
First, it would provide counseling and 
other help for employes who are doing an 
inadequate job, in the hope of improving 
their performance.

Decorum Slips 
— Even In 
U. S. Senate

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the British 
House of Commons, members jeer and 
cheer and trade insults. 
Fistfights are not uncommon in the 
French Chamber of Deputies. 
The Japanese Diet erupts in a free-for- 
all brawl now and then. 


IN MODERN TIMES, only the United 
States Senate among democratic parlia­ 
mentary bodies has insisted that deco­ 
rum is as important as substance in 
debate. In fact, it’s written into the rules 
and established by precedent. 
But times change, and many fear the 
current penchant for militant and inflam­ 
matory rhetoric in the streets will soon 
be commonplace in the Senate. 
An incident in the Senate recently, 
surprising as it was, reinforced, those 
fears. 
Sen. Norris, Cotton, R-N.H., is a man 
with a short, fuse. Re was hopping mad 
that Gov. Walter Person and the Univer­ 
sity of New Hampshire Board of Trustees 
had named a former associate of Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D., as urn vers ity 
president. He took it out on McGovern. 


THERE IS NOTHING unusual about 
one senator attacking another. It’s done 
all the time in the Senate. But it’s done 
decorously. And, as a matter of senatori­ 
al courtesy, the attacking senator always 
notifies the senator being attacked in 
advance, so the victim may be on the 
floor to defend himself. 
Cotton ignored ttos fundamental cour­ 
tesy. He also ignored an unwritten rule of 
the Senate that one senator never, never 
refers to another directly or by Ms last 
name. It’s always, "the distinguished se­ 
nator from . . 
or "the able and distin­ 
guished seMor senator from . . 
or 
"my esteemed colleague from.. . 
But listen to Cotton: " ‘ S e n a t o r 
McGovern, is one of a group of senators 
who have constantly addressed, encour­ 
aged or incited Washington demonstra­ 
tors, whether they were invading the 
Pentagon,, marcMng on the Capitol, or 
burning draft cards at the Washington 
Monument. 
"It is not for me to question the patriot­ 
ism or sincerity of Mr. McGovern and Ms 
associates, but whatever may be their 
motives, they are, in my opinion, end in 
the opinion of many of my associates, 
promoting disrepsect for the Congress, 
impeding the President in Ms efforts to 
end the war, and encouraging our ene­ 
mies to refuse to negotiate for peace.” 
McGOVERN RESPONDED in kind. 
Cotton, McGovern said, "is one of those 
obsolete, self-styled experts whose patri­ 
otism consists largely of cheering from 
the sidelines while young men die in a 
foolish war he helped to foster.” 
This may seem a small matter in a 
world troubled by apocalyptic problems. 
But if the apocalypse will not be stayed 
by adherence to the traditional courtesies 
in these abrasive times, it might well be 
hastened, by their abandonment 


WASHINGTON — There are three as­ 
pects of the Supreme Court decision over­ 
ruling President Nixon on school busing 
which deserve special attention: 
1 — Every decision of the court bearing 
on school desegregation, from the histo­ 
ric verdict of 1954 to the four rulings last 
week, has been unammous. Ttos continu­ 
ing unammity is good evidence that the 
j u s t i c e s are acting as jurists, not as 
politicians. 
2 — The make-up of the court has 
radically changed since 1954, but the 
pattern of its decisions on school integra­ 
tion remains the same. The court which 
handed down the rulings on busing and 
related matters is a creature of no single 
president. Only two of the justices who 
joined in the 1.954 decision are on the 
court tod„ay. Five were appointed, by two 
Republican presidents — Eisenhower and 
Nixon — and. four by three different 
Democratic presidents — Roosevelt, Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson. 
3 — The major role which W a r r e n 
Burger played in the latest decisions 
affirming the constitutionality of busing 
and the right of the district courts to lay 
down desegregation guidelines shows 
that any cMef justice who is qualified for 
the job will be Ms own man, independent 
of the president who chose Mm. 
PRESIDENT NIXON named CMef Jus­ 
tice Burger and Justice Harry Blackmun 
in part because he believed they would 
be his kind of "strict constructionists.” 
They are proving to be their own kind of 
"strict constructioMsts” by ruling that 
reasonable busing to overcome racial dis­ 
crimination is strictly constitutional. 
In this very important decision, written 
by Mr. Burger himself, it is evident that, 
there is a. considerable gulf between the 
thinking of .Nixon and 'that of the cMef 
justice. 
The latest ruling does put some limita­ 
tions on the use of busing to achieve 
racial balance: It mustn’t risk health or 
significantly impair education. 


But the court ruled very broadly, 
asserted that the lower courts must have 
power to order the busing of cMldren far 
from home, when necessary, and to au­ 
thorize even "bizarre” school boundaries 
and other inconvemences whenever need­ 
ed to end state-imposed public school 
segregation. 


THIS IS A FAR CRY from the concept 
laid down by President Nixon in a policy 
document issued about a year ago. He 
advocated the "neighborhood school” as 
something wMch he wanted preserved, 
saw busing as disruptive and overly ex­ 
pensive, and argued, against “automatic 
assignment" of children "by some math­ 
ematical formula” for balance. 
, ^ 
The Burger decision overrules this 
thinking at nearly every point. It doesn’t 
call for any precise mathematical per­ 
centage of white and black students but it 
affirms the duty of the lower courts to 
assign students in a manner to bring 
about integrated school systems. 
It is only fair to make it dear that the 
difference between Burger and Nixon 
concerns methods, not objectives. The 
chief justice believes that busing is a 
needed tool to end past w r o n g s . The 
president wants to use other devices, 
including special federal aid, to improve 
the quality of education during the pro­ 
cess of desegregation. 
NIXON’S REMARKABLE record of 
achievement in the whole area of civil 
rights and school integration has been 
skimpily reported in much of the media 
and is little understood. 
The facts show that 15 years after the 
historic 1954 court decision only 5.2 per 
cent of Negro public schoolchildren in 11 
southern states were in desegregated 
schools and that now, after two and a, 
half years of the Nixon administration/ 
the figure has risen to more than. 90 per 
cent. 
The real school desegregation problem 
today is in the North, not in the South.

There's No Easy Answer 
To Segregation Of Schools

WASHINGTON — Not long ago I star­ 
tled a circle of Mississippi Republicans 
by saying I was sorry my children went 
to schools with such a tiny proportion of 
black classmates. They may have been 
startled because I have a natural south­ 
ern accent, which thickens when I am 
talking to anybody from Mississippi. But 
of course the idea of any white’s wanting 
his children to go to school with more 
blacks, is startling in. itself — and. not. just 
to Mississippians. 
As I explained it, it. is unnatural, to 
grow up living one mile from, the District, 
of 'Columbia, where about three-fourths of 
the population and more than '90 per cent 
of the public school enrollment is black, 
without becoming acquainted with more 
than a casual handful of black children. 
Yet that is what my children have done. 
One is in high school, and the extent of 
his involvement with blacks is playing on 
the same football team and hanging ar­ 
ound the same hot shoppes. The other is 
in junior Mgh, and her contacts are even 
fewer. 
At ttos time in this world, especially 
this part of the world, that is unrealistic. 
You need not be a crusader for integra­ 
tion to see that that is not preparing teen­ 
agers to live in the world as it is. 
THE EASY ANSWER, the one imme­ 
diately volunteered by my Mississippi 
friends, was, "Why don’t you just move 
into the district then, and they can go to 
., a s c h o o l that’s 94 per cent black or 
whatever the figure is?” 
But of course that is not realistic either 
— no more realistic for the tiny minority 
of white children than for the majority of 
blacks, who are not in such schools by 
choice. 
The fact is that there is no easy an­ 
swer. But because the solution is not easy 
or immediate, and may never be com­ 
plete, is no reason to simply not try to 
make the world our cMldren grow up in 
as much like the real world as possible. 
And that brings us to the S u p r e m e 
Court’s unammous decision endorsing 
busing as a means of reactong racial 
balance in schools. 
THERE ARE MANY steps available to 
school authorities before the last resort of 
busing. Gerrymandering of school dis­ 
tricts, for example (or ungerrymander­ 
ing, in frequent cases), can create a 
realistic racial mix. Such alternatives to 
busing have been there all along and are 
specifically cited in the opirnon just hand­ 
ed down by Chief J u s t i c e Warren E. 
Burger on behalf of a unanimous court.

Burger’s opirnon is directly contrary to 
those stated by Mr. Nixon in Ms school 
desegregation message of 13 months ago, 
in which the President set up and repeat­ 
edly struck down the straw man of "com­ 
pulsory busing.” The difference between 
the President and the ctoef justice is that 
Mr. Nixon consults the public pulse be­ 
fore delivering Ms opinions, and Ms op- 
pointee Burger consults the law instead. 
As a result, busing is no longer a straw- 
mao. threat but a clear and p r e s e n, 11 
court-supported, weapon against the sta­ 
tus quo. 
Certainly Mr. Nixon was right in Ms 
reading of public sentiment when he ex­ 
pressed himself against busing. Popular 
opposition to busing has not vamshed in 
those 13 months. Even people who en­ 
dorse civil rights advances in general 
often regard compulsory busing as arbi­ 
trary; they complain that is is unfair to 
the children who have to be bused while 
others remain in their previous schools, 
and they redouble those complaints if it 
is their own cMldren who have to rise 
earlier and return home later each day. 
Yet the busing decision still does not: 
make that means of desegregation man­ 
datory. It approves busing merely as one 
route that can be used by the lower 
courts. Where good-faith efforts to break 
down artificial school barriers replace 
the rhetoric and foot-dragging that have 
been so widespread up to now, busing 
may never be demanded, or where neces­ 
sary may come on a. limited, scale. 
THE KEY P H R A S E there is good 
faith. 
It has been a rare commodity in the 
years, since that earlier court ruling of 
19,54, Where used bv lawyers, the phrase 
often has 'been as hypocritical as "free­ 
dom of choice” came to be In school 
cases — meaning approximately the op­ 
posite of what was stated. 
Still good faith is there, in its literal 
meaning, among most of the American 
people. Reluctant to come forth, perhaps, 
in the s u b u r b s of the capital or the 
hamlets of Mississippi, both places where 
realistic averaging of the racial mixture 
will make drastic changes. But there 
nevertheless: and now that the threat of 
busing is formalized by the court, it is all 
the more logical for that good faith to be 
exercised toward racial realism. Where 
it remains socially unacceptable, it can 
always be camouflaged by restating that 
increasingly old truth, "It’s the law of 
the land.”

“ Tenure is vital to education! 
Write your legislator!” urged 
the California Teachers Asso­ 
ciation at the top of the first 
page of its April 13 Legislative 
Letter. 
The CTA wants its members 
to write their legislators to op­ 
pose Assembly Bill 293, by As­ 
semblyman 
John 
Stull, 
R- 
Encinitas. Many of them have 
done it, according to the same 
issue of the Legislative Letter, 
which reported: 
“ Never, in the last decade, to 
the knowledge of the CTA Leg­ 
islative Letter’s editor, have so 
many teachers responded so 
faithfully and well to calls for 
help from the governmental re­ 
lations staff on legislative is­ 
sues as they have this year. 
“ CTA advocates Bill Logan 
and Wayne Carothers report 
that letters to legislators from 
teachers on the tenure and 
voucher issues have reached 
deluge proportions. . . ” 
FROM ALL THIS, one might 
think that AB 293 was a bill to 
abolish teacher tenure. Howev­ 
er, it is nothing of the kind. 
It would keep teacher tenure, 
with many safeguards. But it 
would eliminate the provision 
in the present law for superior 
court review of every contested 
t e a c h e r firing. The courts 
would be taken out of the pic­ 
ture entirely. 


Instead, Stull’s bUl provides 
for a hearing by a state hearing 
officer, attended by a panel of 
three professional educators, 
one to be chosen by the school 
board, the second by the teach­ 
er the board wants to dismiss, 
and the third by the first two. 
If the hearing officer and pa­ 
nel agree, their decision is 
binding on the school board. If 
they do not agree, the board 
has the final decision. 
ALSO, AB 293 provides that 
the hearing officer and panel 
may recommend a lesser penal­ 
ty than firing, in the case of a 
“ border-line” teacher. Such a 
teacher could be put back on 
probation for one or two years 
to give him a chance to shape 
up. 
It also provides that a proba­ 
tionary teacher, on completing 
three years in a district, may 
as result of a similar hearing 
be kept on probation one or two 
years longer. And it makes 
“ probationary” mean what it 
says, by g i v i ng the school 
board final decision on dismiss­ 
ing a probationary teacher. 
It retains the same reasons 
for dismissal that are now in 
the law. And to further guard 
against arbitrary school board 
actions, it requires that each 
school district adopt guidelines 
for evaluating teacher perform­ 
ance, make an annual evalua­ 


tion of each t e a c h e r , and 
provide counseling when 
a 
teacher’s performance is unsa­ 
tisfactory — all this before at­ 
tempting dismissal. 


THE ALMOS T-HYS TERICAL 
opposition to this bill by CTA — 
in which it is joined by the 
California Federation of Teach­ 
ers -- is based primarily on the 
elimination of the superior 
court hearing. Says the CTA 
Legislative Letter; 


“ To CTA and some legisla­ 
tors who have spoken out, the 
superior court hearing is the 
only guarantee of fair play that 
an accused teacher has.” 


Why the teachers’ organiza­ 
tion is so anxious to keep the 
superior court hearing in the 
dismissal process may puzzle a 
lot of people. But school boards 
know. They are reluctant to 
move to dismiss even the most 
incompetent teachers, because 
every such case is l i k e l y to 
require at least a year to move 
through court. The school board 
thus must hire another teacher 
and face the possibility that, a 
year or more later, because of 
the decision of a judge in an 
area in which he is no expert, it 
will have to restore the fired 
teacher to his job and pay him 
for the time he didn’t work — 
as well as keeping his replace­ 
ment. 
The CTA, however, must now 
battle against another tenure 
bill as well as Stull’s: SB 697 by 
state Sen.

Angela's Description Of Jail Life 


Angela Y. Davis yesterday 
described her life in Marin 
County Jail as “ a world where 
siler.ce is broken only by the 
clanging of prison doors.” 
The description was included 
in one of five affidavits filed in 
Marin Superior Cout in support 
of a previously filed motion that 
she be released on bail. 
In addition to one by Miss 
Davis, affidavits were filed by 
her former professor, Herbert 
Marcuse; San Francisco minis­ 
ter A. Cecil Williams; Tolbert 
J. Small, an Oakland physician, 
and Robert Hoover, director of 


a small liberal arts college in 
East Palo Alto. 
Miss Davis has been jailed 
since her arrest in New York 
City last Oct. 13. She was held 
at the Women’s House of Deten­ 
tion in New York until she was 
extradited to Marin Dec. 22, 
and she has been housed at the 
Marin County Jail since. 
She is charged, along with 
San 
Quentin inmate Ruchell 
Magee, with murder, kidnap­ 
ping and conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Aug. 7 shoot-out at 
the Marin Hall of Justice in 
which four persons, including a 


superior 
court 
judge, 
were 
killed. 
The two defendants are to 
return to Marin Superior Court 
tomorrow for further proceed­ 
ings on several pre-trial mo­ 
tions, but her bid for bail is not 
among those selected for early 
hearing by Judge A'an A. Lind­ 
say of Alameda County, who 
has been appointed to the case. 
In her affidavit filed yester­

About 50 Washington police 
moved in just before Selective 
Service employees began arriv­ 
ing for work. By 9 a.m., only 
two mothers with infant child­ 
ren were left, huddling from 
th<* rain under blankets and a 
bright green umbrella. 
Washington Police Chief Je r­ 
ry Wilson refused to arrest the 
women because he said they, 
were not interfering with entry 


to the headquarters. Most of 
those a rre ste d w ere charged 
with disorderly conduct and 
blocking an entrance. 
Seventeen were booked on 
charges 
of 
unlawful 
entry. 
These apparently resulted from 
a brief skirm ish outside the 
back 
door 
of 
the 
building 
betw een d em o n strato rs and 
building guards and police. 
The protesters took a differ­ 
ent tact tins morning at the 
Internal Revenue Service Build­ 
ing, which occupies a block 
along C onstitution Avenue at 
11th St. Instead of blocking 
entrances,

the 
doors for arriving employes and 
handed them peace literature. 
A handful of protesters was 
at each entrance to the IRS 
building where more than 5,00C 
persons work. 
There were no incidents, but

Draft Ceiling 
By Senate Panel 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
-A 
Senate committee has voted to 
keep the draft alive for two 
more years —but also to give 
Congress control for the first 
time over the size of the armed 
services and the number of 
draftees. 
Tne draft measure passed by 
the Armed Services Committee 
Tuesday headed for lengthy 
debate on the Senate floor, 
where war critics were expect­ 
ed to try to trim the draft 
authority back to only one more 
year and to make larger cuts in 
the manpower level. 
The committee acted a few 
hours after Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. laird revealed that 
draft calls for the rest of 1971 
would not exceed 10,000 in any 
month —the lowest continuing 
military callup rate 
in six 
years. 
I,aird also said 
the 
United States will spend about 
$8 billion in Vietnam during the 
business year starting July 1, 
about one-third of the peak 
Vietnam expenditure in 1968. 
The draft bill passed by the 
committee would authorize the 
government to spend more than 
$1 billion for pay and benefits 
to meet the Nixon administra­ 
tion goal of an all-volunteer 
Army and a zero draft call. 
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The committee voted that the 
“ end strength” of the armed 
forces should be cut from a 
requested 2.6 million on June 
30, 1972, to 2.5 million. While 
the cut is not big, it would 
establish 
the 
principle 
of 
congressional control over the 
size of the standing Army — 
something that has been under 
the traditional control of the 
executive branch. 
In addition, the committee 
imposed an outside limit of 
150,000 on the number of men 
the President could draft in any 
one 
year—a 
provision 
that 
could be suspended under a 
national emergency. 
The committee knocked out 
of the draft measure, which 
was previously approved by the 
House, a provision that would 
have made conscientious objec­ 
tors serve three, instead of two, 
years 
of 
alternative 
public 
service 
The 
panel 
voted 
instead to give the President 
authority to make such objec­ 
tors eligible for recall duty up 
to six years after they have 
finished their two-year service 
stint. 
The panel also voted to give 
divinity students draft defer­ 
ments . Such students now have 
outright exemptions. A defer­ 
ment would mean they could be 
drafted if their grades are not 
good enough or if they drop out 
of school. 
The legislation also would 
abolish student deferments. 
Unless Congress acts to extend 
the President’s draft authority, 
the draft power will expire 
June 30.

"At the present time, Mrs. 
Hood’s letter continued, "there 
are 42 applicants for leased 
housing in San Anselmo who 
are unable to find suitable liv­ 
ing 
quarters. 
The 
proposed 
project could take care of four 
of those applicants . . . 
"We believe it is the responsi­ 
bility of government to work 
with private enterprise in prov­ 
iding solutions to the critical 
housing needs today." 
‘ ‘ I t ’ s been done in other 
towns," said Phillip Heinecke, 
chairm an of the planning com­ 
mission. "Any new law is apt to 
have some unfairness. It’s part 
of the facts of life." 
Dr. Robert Lee, chairm an of 
the citizens committee on zon­ 
ing and housing, a committee 
appointed by the council, de­ 
fended the planning commis­ 
sion’s action.

wood and concrete over the 
sidewalk and street. 
Souza said the only link be­ 
tween the two b l a s t s at this 
point appears to be the type of 
bomb used. FBI agents are still 
investigating the bank bomb­ 
ing. 
A pipe bomb also did minor 
dam age to the Bank of America 
in Sausalito March 23. 
One student, Sherry New, suf­ 
fered a minor finger cut yester­ 
day, when a w i n d o w in her 
French class across a lightwell 
from the restroom was broken 
by 
the 
explosion. 
Principal 
Raymond J. Bell said a poster 
taped to the window prevented 
glass fragments from spraying 
the room and causing more in­ 
juries. 
Sousa said the d e v i c e ap­ 
peared to have been placed in 
or on a procelain water tank 
above a row of urinals. The 
blast blew a basketball-sized 
hole in the ceiling above the 
tank, cracked a sim ilar tank a 
few feet a w a y , shook loose 
some pipes and blew holes in 
five windows. 
He was unable to say what 
type of explosive was used but 
said the restroom reeked of 
gunpowder smoke when he ar­ 
rived. 
Bell dismissed classes for the 
day to allow Mill Valley police 
to conduct a thorough search of 
the school. No other bomb was 
found. 
A crude drawing on the rest- 
wood wall and the words "M ay 
Day" raised the possibility that 
the high school bombing is con­ 
nected with the Weathermen. 
The "M ay Day” slogan and a 
picture of a bomb — a circle 
with a star in the center and a 
lit fuse — have been painted on 
stores and billboards through­ 
out the Bay Area. Police be­ 
lieve this is a warning that 
W eathermen plan more bomb­ 
ings Saturday. 
Someone — possibly the per­ 
son who set the explosive de­ 
vice — drew the bomb symbol 
and "May Day" in indelible red 
ink below the shattered water 
tank. Bell said the drawing was 
not 
there 
before 
yesterday 
morning. 
A sim ilar drawing appeared 
on the wall of another boy’s 
restroom at the school and in a 
classroom as well. 
Bell said this is the f i r s t 
bombing of the school in his 
experience. 
"W e’ve 
received 
our share of bomb hoax calls, 
but n o t h i n g ever came of 
them ,” he said. No telephone 
bomb threat either before or 
after yesterday’s explosion was 
received at the school, he said. 
The 50-pounds of rubble — 
fragments of the bomb, porce­ 
lain chips, plaster and wood 
lathe — were swept from the 
wet floor by police, sealed in a 
plastic bag and sent to the FBI 
laboratory in Washington for 
analysis. Sousa said he does not 
expect the FBI to investigate 
the bombing itself. 
Bell described the mood on 
campus today as "one of genu­ 
ine concern and growing anger 
that someone would do this and 
put students and staff in jeop­ 
ardy." 
Bell said students discussed 
the bombing during their first 
period class today and have 
been coming forward with in­ 
formation on who may have 
planted the bomb. 
Students on the other hand 
appeared 
relatively 
uncon­ 
cerned on campus today, gath­ 
ering in groups to joke about 
the explosion. One theory was 
that a student set the bomb 
because 
he 
was 
disgruntled 
about his grades. School offi­ 
cials said the absentee rate was 
about normal today at around 4 
per cent. 


Ripon Sees 
Mailliard 
Losing Out 


I-J Special Report 
LOS ANGELES - One of Ma­ 
rin’s two congressmen, Rep. 
William S. Mailliard, R-Sixth 
District will be redistricted this 
year into political oblivion, the 
Ripon Society predicted today. 
But, contrary to other pub­ 
lished speculation, Sen. Peter 
H. Behr, R-San Rafael, will 
survive the redistricting by the 
Democratic-controlled Legisla­ 
ture, according to the society, a 
nationwide liberal Republican 
group. 
Others have speculated that 
Mailliard’s district, now a com­ 
bination of parts of Marin and 
San Francisco, would change 
little. But the society’s analysis 
concluded that Marin would be 
returned to the district of Rep. 
Don H. Clausen R-First Dis­ 
trict, with Mailliard’s district 
shifting into the heavily-Demo- 
cratic portions of northern San 
Mateo County. 
This would cut Republican 
registration in Mailliard’s dis­ 
trict from 39.7 to 31.7 per cent, 
enhancing the prospect of his 
defeat by one of the four San 
Francisco Democratic assem­ 
blymen who will lose his dis­ 
trict to Southern California. 
Behr, according to previous 
theories, would face a reelec­ 
tion fight next year because 
Marin would be added to a San 
Francisco senatorial district. 
But the Ripon Society predicted 
instead that the San Francisco 
district would be extended into 
San Mateo County, while Behr 
would pick up Sonoma to re­ 
place Solano county. 
The Seventh Assembly Dis­ 
trict, now consisting of Marin 
and Southern Sonoma, would 
include less of Sonoma after 
apportionment, according to the 
society. 
Humboldt County would be 
eliminated from the Second As­ 
sembly District, which covers 
the rest of Sonoma, thus mak­ 
ing the district Democratic and 
eliminating the home county of 
its 
present 
assemblyman, 
Frank P. Belotti, R-Eureka, ac­ 
cording to the society. 
The analysis was done by 
Mike Halliwell, assistant sociol­ 
ogy 
professor 
at 
California 
State College, Long Beach, and 
president of the Los Angeles 
chapter of the society. 
The only hope of "outflank­ 
ing” Democrats in the reappor­ 
tionment battle in Sacramento, 
the society said, would be for 
the GOP to align with blacks 
and Mexican-Americans "who 
would be deprived of fair repre­ 
sentation by the Democratic 
gerrym ander."

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State 'Safe' 
From Polio 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
— 
While polio epidemics may be 
possible in some big city slums 
in the nation, California is not 
endangered 
by the crippling 
disease, a state health official 
said today. 
Dr. Jam es Chinn, chief of the 
Departm ent of Public Health’s 
Bureau of Communicable Dis­ 
ease Control, said, "We haven’t 
had cases of polio traceable to 
acquisition within California for 
several years.” 
He said the ‘ ‘ o n e or two” 
cases reported each year re­ 
cently were traced to contacts 
outside the state. 
California law since th early 
1960s has required children to 
be immunized before they enter 
school, he said.

Ceylon Is 
No Paradise 
These Days 


COLOMBO, Ceylon ( U P I ) - 
Ceylon looks like a tropical 
paradise where monkeys swing 
through the rain forests and 
tuskless elephants .bathe in the 
rivers. Orchids spring from the 
ground and sapphires, moon­ 
stones and rubies abound. 
But it is no paradise. It is an 
island nation in deep trouble. 
Despite 
the 
lavishness 
of 
nature, Ceylon has a fumbling, 
technically bankrupt economy. 
There is widespread unemploy­ 
ment, deepseated labor unrest 
and a m ilitant student move­ 
m ent m ore ra d ic a l than the 
leftist 
Trotskyite-Communist 
government of Prem ier Sirima- 
vo Bandaranaike. 
Ceylon is caught up now in an 
insurgency 
by 
those 
sam e 
radical 
students 
and 
other 
youths determined to overthrow 
the government of Mrs. Banda­ 
ranaike and replace it with a 
radical-socialist 
government 
run by young men at least as 
radical as the Red Guards of 
Mao Tse-tung’s Cultural Revo­ 
lution. 
How it will end rem ains to be 
seen but it is feared that the 
revolution launched by the self- 
styled 
P eople’s 
L iberation 
Front (PLF) in Ceylon on the 
night of April 4 is likely to be a 
running sore in the poverty 
stricken land for many months 
to come. 
Ceylon has had troubles since 
it became independent from 
Britain in 1948. There has been 
labor 
strife, 
student 
unrest, 
troubles between the predomin­ 
antly Sinhalese natives and the 
Tamils who im m igrated from 
southern India, and between the 
government and the Buddhists 
who 
maintain 
one 
of 
Bud­ 
dhism ’s most sacred shrines in 
Kandy, 
the 
Temple 
of 
the 
Tooth. 
A period of disorders culmin­ 
ated in 1959 with the assassina­ 
tion of Prim e Minister S. W. R. 
I). Bandaranaike. Iri 1960 his 
widow, 
was 
elected 
prime 
m inister. Ceylon turned increa­ 
singly away from the West and 
toward the Communist camp. 
The nation was swept with 
student 
and 
labor 
unrest 
because of widespread unem­ 
ployment and 
in 
1970 
Mrs. 
Bandaranaike unseated Prim ier 
Dudley 
Sesnanayake 
in 
a 
general election dominated by 
leftist factions. In her speech 
accepting the prem iership she 
announced the establishment of 
relations 
with 
North 
Korea, 
North Vietnam, E ast Germany, 
recognized the Viet Cong and 
broke off with Israel. 
This was not leftist enough 
for the dissident youth, estim at­ 
ed anywhere between 14,000 and 
80,000 and the insurgency began 
a month ago when the People’s 
Liberation 
Front raided 
the 
U.S. embassy, a colonial type 
building close to the parliam ent 
on the edge of the Indian Ocean 
on Galle Street. 
A few rebels, all in their 
teens or early twenties, climbed 
the high white wall surrounding 
the building and threw fire 
bombs. Two em bassy cars were 
destroyed 
and 
when 
police 
intervened an inspector was 
stabbed in the back and died. 
The insurrection was born. 
Mrs. 
Bandaranaike 
struck 
back by giving the arm y the 
right of arrest. Within a few 
days 
450 
youths 
had 
been 
imprisoned without trial, and 
they are still being held as 
active supporters of the PLF. 
The propaganda did 
not 
cease, and within a week the 
prem ier declared a sta te of 
em ergency. 


Police swooped on the univer­ 
sity in Colombo and found 3,000 
handmade bombs, gelignite and 
dynam ite. 
One 
hall 
of 
a 
residence at the university had 
its roof blown off when students 
making 
bombs 
accidentally 
exploded one. 


On the night of April 4-5 the 
first police post was hit at 
Welawaya and the first police 
casualties were suffered. The 
following night 30 police posts 
were attacked in widely scat­ 
tered parts of the country and 
police slain. 


The 
rebels 
became 
more 
daring as they captured auto­ 
m atic weapons and ammunition 
when 
before they had 
only 
swords and shotguns. 
There 
were rum ors, never confirmed, 
that North Korea or Communist 
China was supplying arm s to 
them. 


The rebels have shown they 
are well trained 
and 
it 
is 
thought th at in th eir jungle 
cam ps their leaders run highly 
efficient small arm s school. 


The arm ed forces outnumber 
the insurgents but at first they 
were 
ill 
equipped. 
However 
Mrs. Bandaranaike shuffled off 
her role of a noncommitted 
nation and began bringing in 
supplied from India and other 
Commonwealth nations — and 
helicopters form

Bennett Pleads Innocent To 
Charge; Plans Counter Suits

William Morgan Bennett of 
Kentfield, member of the state 
Board of Equalization, pleaded 
innocent yesterday to charges 
of drunken driving, and leveled 
charges of his own of brutality 
and misconduct by a Sausalito 
policeman. 
Bennett charged that he was 
struck in the mouth by Sausali­ 
to officer Blake Hoffman and 
that his face was s m a s h e d 
against a screen in a police car 
as H o f f m a n three times 
.slammed on the brakes of the 
car while driving Bennett to the 
Marin County Jail for booking. 
Bennett was arrested early 
Sunday in the parking lot of 
Valhalla Inn, after Hoffman re­ 
ported seeing him driving er­ 
ratically and with the bright 
lights shining on what Sausalito 
police said was an official state 
car. 
Bennett yesterday pleaded in­ 
nocent before Judge Peter Al­ 
len Smith of Marin Municipal 
Court to charges of driving un­ 
der the influence of liquor anc 
driving under the combined in­ 
fluence of drugs and liquor. 
Smith set trial for June 14. 
Outside the courtroom, Ben 
nett was surrounded by his 
wife, three of his four children 
and two attorneys. One of the 
attorneys, Philip S. Ryan, said 
Bennett had had two cocktails 
and a glass of wine at a San 
Francisco restaurant four hours 
before the arrest. 
Ryan said Bennett was not 
drunk and accused Hoffman of 
acting “irrationally, illegally 
and improperly.” 
Bennett’s other attorney, Wil­ 
liam 0. Weissich, said Bennett 
intends to file suit against Hoff­ 
man and the City of Sausalito, 
• charging police brutality, false 
arrest and assault and battery 
Bennett said that Hoffman, 
driving from the site of the 
arrest to the jail, stopped near 
Zack’s restaurant in Sausalito, 
got out of the car, opened the 
door to the back seat, where 
Bennett was, and struck him in 
the mouth. 
Once on Highway 101, Ben­ 
nett said Hoffman drove at 
speeds up to 90 miles an hour,

death,”

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A Substitute For 
Killing Oak Moth 


A bacillus spore, which lives 
on and k i l l s oak leaf moth, 
might be an effective substitute 
for insecticide in combating 
tent caterpillars that over-run 
oak trees in Marin. 
There is a good possibility 
that the bacillus will work, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Dudley Pinnock, 
assistant insect pathologist in 
the 
agricultural 
experiment 
station at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Donald L. Brittsan, Marin 


County farm adviser, contacted 
Dr. Pinnock because of reports 
that the bacillus is more natur­ 
al and less harmful than toxic 
insecticides such as Malthion 
and Sevin that are now used in 
Marin County. 
Dr. 
Pinnock identified the 
new agent as bacillus thurin- 
giensis, a bacteria that lives on 
certain caterpillars and kills 
them but does not harm benefi­ 
cial insects, birds or animals. 
He said insecticides can wipe 


out other insects and can be 


toxic to animals. 
“ We’ve been using this bacil­ 
lus on California oak worm or 
moth for years, and it does a 
good job,’’ said Dr. Pinnock. He 
said he has not tried the bacil­ 
lus on tent caterpillars but sees 
no reason why it would not be 
just as effective. 


He cannot test it on tent ca­ 
terpillars this year because it is 
too late in the season, and the 
cage caterpillars have left the 
trees and are crawling on the 
ground and on homes. 


Dr. Pinnock said the bacillus 
is being used successfully in the 
East Bay Regional Park. City 
of Berkeley, California Division 
of Highways, and on the Berke­ 


ley campus of University of 
California. 
Brittsan said the substitution 
of

for 
insecticides 
“ sounds like a good idea if ef­ 
fective because the more we 
can use natural things the bet­ 
ter off we are.”

Marin City Residents Charge Police Patrol Lag 


Police protection in Marin 
City, supplied by the Marin 
County Sheriff’s Department, is 
inadequate and cannot cope 
with crime in the community, a 
group of residents charged last 
night. 


The accusations were disput­ 
ed by sheriff’s deputies, who 
said residents themselves were 
largely to blame if service is 
poor. 


The charges and rebuttals 
came at a special meeting of 
the 
Marin City 
Community 
Services District board to dis­ 
cuss 
police-community 
rela­ 
tions. 
The residents, led by Thelma 
M c K i n n e y , of 30 Pacheco 
Street, complained of a growing 
number of incidents — many 
involving guns —which they 
said point to the need for more 
frequent patrols of Marin City. 
Recent incidents mentioned 
included sniping, brandishing 
weapons and burglaries as well 
as less serious offenses such as 
pilfering 
gasoline, 
stripping 
cars and vandalism. 
Mrs. McKinney charged dep­ 
uties with making infrequent 
patrols of Marin City, with not 
responding to calls for several 
hours and with behaving rudely 
when they do respond. 
. Another resident said he once 
heard a burglar alarm ringing 
for 70 minutes before deputies 
arrived. 
Sgt. Robert Godina of the Ma­ 
rin City Sheriff’s substation re­ 
sponded that the office at times 
is understaffed in order to pro­ 
vide more patrols on weekends. 
“That’s a legitimate complaint 
and you should take it to (Sher­ 
iff Louis P.) Mountanos,” he 
said. 


Deputy Bill J. Dews defended 
the sheriff’s offices, saying, 
“We’re only as good as you in 
the c o m m u n i t y make us. 
Y o u ’ r e our eyes and ears. I 
can’t come camp on your door­ 
step until you need me. When 
you see s o m e t h i n g illegal 
you’ve got tc call us.” 
Dews compared the attitude 
of citizens in Marin City to that 
of Tamaipais Valley residents, 
where sheriff’s deputies also 
patrol. 
“People will call us from 
Tam Valley and say, ‘There’s 
someone breaking into a house 
next door.

G.M.Low Bidder On Commute Fleet 


General Motors Corp., beat­ 
ing its only competition by a 
slim $122,006, yesterday bid $5,- 
833,550 to sell 132 buses to the 
Golden Gate Bridge District by 
the end of this year. 
Flexible Bus Co., the only 
other bidder, offered the fleet 
for $5,955,556. 
Flexible, an Ohio-based com­ 
pany, also bid $1,118,520 to de­ 
velop 
20 
additional 
buses 
powered by smogless diesels 
fueled with liquid natural gas. 
District officials, however, 
differed on whether they would 
recommend acceptance of the 
separate bid by Flexible. Gen­ 
eral Motors did not bid on the 
option 
for 
smogless 
power 
plants. The district board has 
yet to act on the bids. 
The 
district’s 
bus 
transit 
manager, Donald White, had 
estimated the cost of the buses, 
with some spare parts, would 
average $45,000. He was over 
the actual average by less than 
$900, but noted he originally 
had expected to seek more 
spare parts. 
In addition to the 132 new 
buses, the district also plans to 


lease 20 buses built since 1964 
from Greyhound Lines-West. 
The fleet, to serve midday 
intracounty traffic as well as 
commuters, is expected to re­ 
quire an annual subsidy of $1 
million, including the cost of 
depreciation. 
Luehring doubted the staffs 
analysis of the bids would be 
completed in time for Friday’s 
regular board meeting, but said 
the analysis would be done “ as 
soon as possible.” 
The district’s board of di­ 
rectors has agreed to pay cash 
for the f u l l cost of the bus 
system, but has an application 
pending for a federal grant for 
two-thirds of the cost. 
Both bidders acknowledged 
that their buses exceeded by 
some 600 pounds the state’s 
maximum allowance of 20,500 
pounds for rear axles, but 
White said the same buses have 
been approved by the state for 
service elsewhere. 
The 132 new b u s e s are to 
include 112 suburban types and 
20 transit types. Suburban bus­ 
es are more posh, with more 
comfortable seats and all pas­ 


sengers facing forward. Seats 
are elevated on raised flooring 
on each side of the aisle.

Three Types 
Of Onions; 
Best Uses 


Do you like your onions raw 
or cooked, or both ways? Know­ 
ing which type of onion to use 
for cooking or eating raw can 
be a problem. According to the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture’s 
Consumer 
and 
Marketing Service, there are 
three types of onions. 


Globe onions — are the most 
common and are considered 
primarily for cooking. Most 
varieties of globe onions have 
y e l l o w skins, but some are 
white and a few have red or 
brown skins. They are round to 
oval shaped and have a rather 
pungent flavor. Most fall into 
the m e d i u m size range, but 
some s m a l l e r onions are 
packed and sold separately. 


Granex-Grano onions — have 
a mild flavor and are consi­ 
dered ideal for slicing and eat­ 
ing raw. They are m o s t l y 
yellow skinned, but may also be 
white. The shape tends to be 
less round and less symmetri­ 
cal than the globes, ranging 
from somewhat flattened to top­ 
shaped. The size range is med­ 
ium to large. 


Spanish onions — resemble 
globe onions in shape, but they 
are generally 
much larger. 
Most varieties are yellow, but 
some are white-skinned. They 
are mild in flavor, often called 
“sweet 
Spanish.” They are 
ideal for slicing or for salads. 
Sometimes medium sizes are 
packed separately from large 
ones. 
Whatever variety you choose, 
look for hard or firm omons 
which are dry and have small 
necks. They should be covered 
with papery outer scales and 
reasonably free from green 
sunburn spots and other blem­ 
ishes. Avoid onions with wet or 
very soft necks, which usually 
are immature or affected by 
decay. Also avoid onions with 
thick, hollow, woody centers in 
the neck or with fresh sprouts. 
At home store onions at room 
temperature or slightly cooler 
(60 d e g r e e s is best). Put in 
loosely woven or open meshed 
containers with good circulation 
of air. Onions sprout or decay if 
temperature or humidity is 
high, but will keep s e v e r a l 
months in a cool, dry place.

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Swedish Girl Amused By Dating

The American custom of dat­ 
ing was one of the things Kaisa 
Noren has had to adjust to dur­ 
ing her year at San Rafael High 
School on the American Field 
Service scholarship program. 
In Sweden, where 17-year-old 
Kaisa has already completed 
one year of college she said, 
“ You have many, many boy 
f r i e n d s . They are friends 
whether they are boys or girls. 
I can call boys up and ask them 
if they want to see a show — 
just like girls.” 
She also pays her own way 
most of the time in Sweden, and 
if not, she is just as likely to 
foot the bill as the boy. The 
practice of boys holding doors 
open for girls is amusing to 
Kaisa who thinks the boys get 
in the way more than help. 
“ THATS ANOTHER thing,” 
she laughed. “ They go in front 
of you and sort of get in your 
way — it’s kind of awkward.” ^ 
‘ ‘ Yo u feel more equal in 
Sweden. You pay for yourself — 
you do your own thing more. 
We don’t have any kind of dat­ 
ing system at all.” said blonde 
freckle-faced Kaisa. 
Teen-agers in Sweden enjoy 
more independence than their 
American 
counterparts, 
she 
said, noting that some Ameri­ 
can families allow children 
more f r e e d o m than others. 


Kaisa has already spent one 
summer in England on her 
own. ‘‘Like most S w e d i s h 
youngsters do,” and another 
month alone in France, ‘‘to 
practice my French.” 
It’s really quite common for 
Swedish youngsters to take off 
alone for the summer to travel 
in Europe — often hitchhiking 
— she said, adding it’s much 
safer there. They may be using 
the money the Swedish govern­ 
ment pays them for attending 
high school. She says students 
get the equivalent of a few 
hundred dollars upon gradua­ 
tion. 


AFTER HIGH school about 
98 per cent go on to continua­ 
tion school, trade school or to a 
university. After a year or two 
a student who does well in con­ 
tinuation school may then enter 
a university. Students not only 
get free books and tuition, they 
are paid to attend. 
Despite the fact that almost 
everybody gets an education in 
Sweden, Kaisa said there is no 
unemployment problem such as 
in the United States. 
Kaisa took science courses in 
Sweden and thinks she may stu­ 
dy medicine like her older sis­ 
ter. ‘‘About 30 to 35 per cent of 
doctors are women in Sweden 
and I think there will be more. 
There are about 40 per cent 


studying sciences now,” she 
said. 


“ You don’t notice any prejud­ 
ice in Sweden. It’s not at all 
uncommon that the woman 
brings in the most money into 
the household,” she said. Kaisa 
believes “ it’s up to them (every 
woman) what they do. Ever­ 
yone has to decide for himself. 
I'm totally for that.” 
“ HERE IT seems you get out 
of high school and get married” 
compared to Sweden where 
“ you marry around 25 maybe. 
It’s not a big deal if you do or 
don’t. Even girls in high school 
are married here — I was so 
surprised. I wanted to see the 
United States and travel,” said 
Kaisa adding that she “didn't 
want to get locked in.” 
She said she was also sur­ 
prised to find that high school 
girls weren’t for women’s libe­ 
ration. From what she'd heard 
of the movement she expected 
all the people her age to be 
more independent. 
Other than that her precon­ 
ceived notions of the United 
States were fairly accurate ex­ 
cept for the smog. “ I didn’t 
think it should be so smoggy. 
When I came off the plane in 
New York I couldn’t see the sky 
and it wasn’t a cloudy day.” 
Kaisa likes hiking in Lucas 
Valley, where she lives with 


Mr. and Mrs. Homer E. Mar- 
ston Jr., but misses the wild 
forests of Sweden where one 
can hike and “ really get away 
from everything. You can still 
hear the noise, she said about 
hiking in the hills of Marin. 
THE NATIONAL sport of 
Sweden makes use of the fo­ 
rests. “ It’s like cross country 
running with no trail,” Kaisa 
says. Each person is armed 
with a compass and a map and 
the winner finds his way to a 
certain location first. “ It’s real­ 
ly fun. some people always get 
lost and you have to go looking 
for them.” Soccer and ice hock­ 
ey — she likes to play both — 
are also big sports in her coun­ 
try. Youngsters participate in 
competition between clubs and 
cities rather than by schools, 
she said. 
The business of school spirit 
was a new experience, “ You 
say more bad things about your 
school, than good in Sweden,” 
she said. 
Kaisa’s mother is a ballet 
teacher in Linköping: where the 
family lives. Her father works 
for an aircraft company. Al­ 
though she takes dance classes 
from her mother, she has no 
desire to dance as a performer 
as her mother did before mar­ 
riage. 
Child care centers on “ almost 
every corner” make it possible 


for more women to work out­ 
side the home. Kaisa’s sister 
and her husband are each on a 
half-day schedule so they can 
share child-rearing duties, as 
do an increasing number of 
Swedish couples, Kaisa said. 
SWEDISH CHILD centers are 
like American nursery schools 
except that besides the private­ 
ly o wn e d ones some are for 
children of residents of a cer­ 
tain apartment complex, some 
are taid for by city, state or 
federal taxes and others are put 
up by a neighborhood. 
During 
the 
fall 
semester 
Kaisa lived with the Raymond 
Jeffs in San Rafael. She finds 
her high school classes easy 
and with a background of seven 
years of English, she speaks 
with only the slightest accent. 


Kaisa enjoyed a camping trip 
with other San R a f a e l High 
School students to Death Valley 
over Easter vacation, not only 
for the camping-out but be­ 
cause she got to know some of 
the students well. 


“ When you get to know them 
there is really not that much 
difference” 
between 
Swedes 
and Americans, she feels. Al­ 
though on the surface Ameri­ 
cans “ tend to play a role, try to 
keep up a face,” she thinks it is 
a way of “ hiding yourself, kind 
of protecting yourself.” 


SWEDISH EXCHANGE student 
Kaisa Noren, who is spending the 
year at San Rafael High School, 
feels young Americans are very 
much like young Swedes — when 
you get to know them. “Ameri- 


iH 
caus tend to play roles,’’she said, 
“to* keep up a face.” She will tour 
the U n i t e d States with other 
An.\erican Field Service students 
afU?r the school term and return 
to J Sweden in July.

can buy nightshirts. 
—Make 
horizontal* button­ 
holes on dresses and bd tuses for 
firmer closing. 
—Sell spices

smaller 
containers. Ther*> are so many 
you seldom use and tthey get 
stale on the shelf. 
—Manufacture bed sheets 
with top and bottom wi dths the 
same. Being able to rel/erse the 


sheets should make for longer 
wear. 
—Use less salt in canned 
vegetables 
and 
vegetable 
juices. It is a simple matter to 
add salt if wanted at home. But 
there are low sodium dieters 
and many regular eaters who 
don’t like the over-salted taste. 
—Package bacon so you can 
see all of it, not just the lean 
parts.

DURING THE legal proceed­ 
ings, thei USDA made no at­ 
tempt to^cfispute the facts about 
what ingredients are allowed in 
the products at issue.

Howevcjr; the USDA did dis­ 
pute the flight of the Federation 
to sue on; a m atter considered 
by the USfc>A to be solely at its 
own discretion. Judge Parker 
decided tfrat the Federation had 
such a $ g h t because it had 
members who might be “in­ 
jured” by' the prevailing label­ 
ing practice. 
He cited a section of the law 
saying:

IN SUBMITTING its case, 
the federation included copies 
of labels from “all meat” and

monosodium 
gluta­ 
mate, hickory smoke flavoring, 
sodium erythorbate, sodium ni­ 
trite and sodium nitrate. 
Ingredients are usually print­ 
ed in small type next to the 
Federal inspection seal saying 
the product has been “inspect­ 
ed and passed” by USDA. 
The hot dog decision is the 
latest bone of contention in at­ 
tempts to get more truthful la­ 
beling of food products. It took 
the Supreme Court to rule that 
chicken soup should contain at 
least 2 per cent chicken. 
And it took the S u p r e m e 
Court to decide another sticky 
issue, that peanut butter should 
contain at least 90 per cent 
peanuts.

Waring On 


Two Types 
Of Pottery 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
yesterday issued a warning in 
11 western states against using 
two patterns of pottery sold by 
Holt Howard Associates of San 
Rafael because of potentially 
dangerous lead content. 
The cups and saucers, im­ 
ported from Italy, were sold by 
the company between February 
1968 and October 1969. 
A spokesman for the firm 
said today that the company 
had “ worked for eight months” 
to recall the dangerous pottery. 
“ Prolonged use of this pot­ 
tery could cause severe illness 
or death,” the FDA warning 
said. It said lead levels in the 
pottery ranged from 580 to 1,200 
parts per million in cups and 
up to 3,900 parts per million in 
saucers. 
The FDA limits leached lead 
in pottery to seven parts per 
million. 
The same firm had earlier 
imported some mugs which 
also were declared by county 
officials to contain dangerous 
amounts of lead. 
New Holt Howard pottery, of­ 
ten marked “ H H Italy,” has 
been tested and found suitable 
for distribution, the FDA said. 
The dangerous patterns were 
described as No. 7604 cups 
which have a cream colored 
background with small bright 
blue dots and a green rim, a 
green band and an aqua colored 
leaf pattern, and No. 2838 jum­ 
bo cup and saucer set which 
has a cream background and 
green rim and leaf pattern and 
clusters of green grapes.

It will provide planning for 
care, facilitate patients move 
from the hospital, decrease the 
amount of time patients spend 
in the hospital and assist physi­ 
cians in providing for the needs 
of patients. 
“ The continuity of care pro­ 
gram will fill a substantial need 
in our community,” Bolinger 
said. “Hospital staffers provid­ 
ing acute hospital care must, of 
necessity, focus on short-term 
goals in crisis situations.

ART REVIEW 


Photography Has 
Surrealist Feel

The photography of Jerry 
Uelsmann is almost a surrealist 
art 
form 
approaching 
the 
dream world of Salvador Dali. 
In 1967 and 1969 Uelsmann 
received the Guggenheim Fel­ 
lowship in Photography. His 
pictures have been reproduced 
in magazines and books from 
the most esoteric to “ Life” and 
“ Newsweek.” 
Although, 
he 
teaches today at the University 
of Florida, his one man exhibi­ 
tions still travel through most 
of the colleges in the United 
States. 
Looking at his 40 photographs 
on display now in the gallery at 
.College of Marin, a painter or 
sculptor might dismiss many of 
the Uelsmann effects as a mon­ 
tage technique. Incredibly, it is 
not. All the dramatic unreal 
reversals, all the startling im­ 
ages are created within his own 
medium. 
He remains a purist within 
his darkroom. From long hours 
of printing and reprinting with 
complicated processes, some­ 
times using many negatives, he 
achieves one picture. 
In many of his dream-sequ- 
ences, it seems that he has used 


a sponge, ink, or even paint to 
achieve a particular effect. 
However, in his facility with his 
medium, he can achieve almost 
any effect staying within the 
confines of his paper, scissors, 
and enlarger. 
Unlike Ansel Adams, who stu­ 
dies his subject and sets his 
shot up far in advance with just 
the correct exposure, definition, 
and design, Uelsmann is a 
“ post-visualist” photographer. 
Although he knows equally well 
what is going to happen, his 
greatest creativity is within the 
darkroom after the shutter has 
snapped. 
In his pictures he has huge 
trees growing out of the tips of 
a thicket. He has rocks forming 
out of the tops of trees. He has 
stones creating symbols and 
shapes. In one picture he has a 
bush with exposed roots float­ 
ing upright in the air over a 
horizon of mountains. Another, 
has a huge eye in a toilet.

New Pact 
For Creek 
Flood Work

The Army Corps of Engineers 
announced yesterday it has 
awarded a new contract for 
completion of Phase 3 of the 
Corte Madera Creek flood con­ 
trol project. 
Eugene Huggins, public af­ 
fairs officers for the corps in 
San Francisco, said the Army 
has contracted with the Elmer 
J. Freethy Co. of El Cerrito for 
the remaining work. 
The original contractor, J B 
and C Co. of Scottsdale, Ariz., 
pulled out of the project Friday, 
claiming financial difficulties. 
Work was already more than a 
week behind schedule at the 
time of the pullout. 
STORMY ROUND 
The Arizona firm’s first year 
in 1970 was ma r k e d by a 
stormy relationship with the 
Army over operational proce­ 
dures. A one-day shut down of 
the project — called by the 
contractor — highlighted the 
dispute. 
J B and C completed the first 
stage of Phase 3 in November 
about two weeks behind sched­ 
ule. During the 1970 construc­ 
tion season they constructed a 
concrete channel from the Col­ 
lege Avenue Bridge upstream 
to a point 600 feet below the 
Laurel Avenue Bridge. 
Bridge. 
This year’s stage, now in the 
hands of Freethy Co., will see 
the reinforced concrete channel 
moved up to a point 200 feet 
downstream from the Ross post 
office. 
FINAL COSTS 
Freethy will be paid about 
$490,000 for the second and final 
stage of Phase 3 due for com­ 
pletion in October, Huggins 
said. 
Freethy Co. is no newcomer 
to the Corte M a d e r a Creek 
scene. In 1968 it was awarded a 
$2,513,508 contract to build 4,000 
feet of earth channel and 2,000 
feet of concrete channel up to 
the College Avenue Bridge. 
It is also the firm whi c h 
channeled Tamalpais Creek in 
1969 after a swirling controver­ 
sy ended with the arrest of 38 
conservationists who attempted 
to block the project. 
President of the firm, Elmer 
J. Freethy, said yesterday his 
men are already at the site 
preparing for the new construc­ 
tion season. 
“ TIME IS SHORT” 
“ To be perfectly frank with 
you,” he said, “ time is short. 
We have to begin moving on 
this thing right away.” 
While the deadline for com­ 
pletion is October, Freethy said 
he plans to complete the project 
by the middle of September at 
the latest. 
“ You know what the weather 
is like up there,” he said. “We 
can’t go by calendar days . „ . 
We have to go by seasons.”

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Capitalistic Look At Nation's Ills

A vocally antiwar banker 
with a Prince Valiant haircut, 
an educator whose specialty is 
peacetime use of money and a 
soft-spoken physician who won­ 
dered whether America could 
adjust to a society free of war 
and degradation made up a va­ 
ried peace alliance last night at 
a Sonoma State College forum. 
The three, together with a 
Cotati businessman, appeared 
before a largely student audi­ 
ence in Fred Warren Memorial 
Auditorium 
to 
describe 
a 
professional man’s view of a 
“ peaceful alternative to war.” 
The program was part of a two- 
week-long college Peace Festi­ 
val that got under way yester­ 
day. 
Other festival activities yes­ 
terday included folk music, 
prayers, a lecture on population 
growth and a discussion of so- 
called political prisoners. On to­ 
day’s schedule is a program on 
nonviolence and an 8:30 p.m 
folk concert in Ives Hall. 
Last night’s panelists, who 
expressed divergent outlooks, 
met scattered hostility and sus- 


picion, largely from radical stu­ 
dents who saw no remedy for 
the nation’s ills through capital­ 
ism. 
Many 
comments 
seemed 
aimed at the so-called rebel 
banker, Fortney Stark, presi­ 
dent of Security National Bank 
of Walnut Creek. Stark, billed 
as the evening’s main attrac­ 
tion, gained nationwide atten­ 
tion recently when he placed a 
huge peace symbol on his new 
East Bay bank building, declar­ 
ing he wouldn’t take it down 
until the war ended. 
Stark dresses mod, wears his 
hair collar-length in back. De­ 
spite criticism which sprang 
from the crowd, he clung to an 
endorsement of free enterprise, 
although in one instance he fo­ 
resaw changes in property laws 
to halt property speculation. 
At one p o i n t , Stark chal­ 
lenged the student critics in the 
audience. 
“ You spend $150 to $200 a 
year on such things as ciga­ 
rettes, Cokes, SCOPE . . . on 
real or imaginary things that 
bother you,” he said in a fath­ 
erly tone. “ Not many of you 


give to the Free Angela Fund 
or the Peace Coalition thing.” 
“ How much have you given 
to Angela Davis? a student in­ 
quired as he attacked capital­ 
ism’s shortcomings. “ Students 
give what they can.” 
The educator, Sonoma State 
economics professor Richard 
M. Bell, feared that if present 
trends continue, a swelling so­ 
cial conscience could collide 
with 
an 
unyielding 
“ power 
structure,” and overthrow of 
the government might result. 
“ Indestructible force meets 
i m m o v a b l e object,” Bell 
summed up. 
The nation's first priority 
should be dismantling of wea­ 
ponry, said Bell, who is con­ 
ducting doctoral research on 
the economics of peace and 
war, and he explained he didn’t 
believe that massive govern­ 
ment spending, including that 
for the military, was good for 
the economy. 
He espoused, instead, a con­ 
trolled speed-up in the coun­ 
try’s growth rate once peace 
were achieved, although noting 
the expansion would have to be 


controlled by restrictions on 
savings and profit. 
A student challenged Bell’s 
modified free enterprise plan as 
piling “ encumbrances upon en­ 
cumbrances.” Stark said, how­ 
ever, he was “ more afraid of a 
police-type state” under a sys­ 
tem that eliminates private 
ownership. 
Dr. Brad Lundborg of Santa 
Rosa, a member of the Sonoma 
State Advisory Board and of 
Sonoma environmental groups, 
held a cautious outlook, believ­ 
ing social and political change 
could be achieved only through 
a “ nonconfrontation approach.” 
But he wondered whether the 
U.S., since it has “ never lived 
in peace,” a reference also to 
harming of the environment, 
has the “ faintest idea how to go 
about living in such a society.” 
Lundborg’s 
father, 
Louis, 
board chairman emeritus of the 
Bank of America, also was to 
have appeared as a panelist, 
but had an educational televi­ 
sion engagement in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The fourth panelist, Stephen 
Jones, m a n a g e r of the Ex- 


c h a n g e Bank in Cotati and 
president of that city’s chamber 
of commerce, said one method 
to prevent war is with “ mas­ 
sive effort to reduce the world’s 
population.” 


Postal Rate 
Hearing Set 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Postal Rate Commission has 
set May 17 for the s t a r t of 
hearings on the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice’s request for $1.45 billion a 
year in higher rates. 
The service, which already 
has printed billions of new 
stamps, contends the 1970 Pos­ 
tal Reorganization Act permits 
it to temporarily raise rates by 
one-third within 100 days of its 
request if the commission has 
not acted —and it plans to do so 
on May 16. 
First-class mail would be 
raised from 6 to 8 cents, air­ 
mail from 10 to 11, and other 
classes by one-third. The ser­ 
vice also intends to raise se­ 
cond class mail by 142 per cent 
over a five-year period.

RAP SESSION 
Orr Reflects On His 
Youth, Problems Then 


By SANDRA YOUNG 
(Third in a series of 24 raps) 
With memories of his own 
youth in his mind’s eye, Fair­ 
fax Police Chief James R. Orr 
finds himself looking with some 
envy and some distaste across 
the chasm he finds between the 
generations. 
Recently, the I-J “ rapped” 
with Orr about youth today, its 
attitudes and problems. 
He feels that today’s young 
people have a lot t o o f f e r : 
-“ They’re interested in the envi­ 
ronment, government, world af­ 
fairs. They’re educated. They 
have far more to offer than I 
can, say I did at that age.” 
Orr, 42, can recall peddling 
papers at the age of 10 on the 
streets of San Francisco to earn 
money and feels he learned 
more from “ struggling to get 
it” than today’s youth who are 
growing up with “ everything 
handed to them.” 
While Orr e n v i e s the in­ 
creased availability of educa­ 
tion today, he questions the 
direction in which he sees it 
leading some young people. 
“ Youth nowadays are far 
more educated, far more inqui­ 
sitive and far more concerned 
with what’s going on.” he said. 
“ But I can’t say they take the 
intelligence they have and di­ 
rect it the right way. A lot of 
them aren’t directing it any­ 
where.” 
The police chief feels today’s 
youth show a greater conscious­ 
ness of and participation in city 
government. 
“ In my day, I didn’t even 
know there was such a thing as 
a board of supervisors. I didn’t 
e v e n know the name of the 
mayor of the city,” declared 
the police chief. 


A question about the so-called 
new morality caused Orr to 
scratch his head. 


“ They’re doing things today 
in the open that I plotted to do 
in secret and then w o r r i e d 


a b ou t for two weeks after­ 
ward,” he said, laughing. 
“ I guess they’re still doing 
the same things — they’re just 
uninhibited 
about 
it. 
They 
aren’t stuck with the guilt han­ 
gups we were,” Orr said. 
Orr, who served as a Marine 
during World War II and has 
two daughters, is sympathetic 
to the way young people feel 
about the Vietnam War, and 
especially to the feelings of 
young men facing the draft. 
“ Kids today have plenty of 
gripes against the Establish­ 
ment. They’re growing up in a 
world that’s moving too fast for 
all of us,” Orr commented. 
“ Young fellows nowadays don’t 
know if they’ll be able to finish 
their education or not.” 
But Orr — a police chief for 
10 years, who says he became a 
policeman as a challenge “ to 
see if I had the right material” 
— has little sympathy for revo­ 
lutionaries or “ long-haired hip­ 
pies that call me ‘pig.’” 


“ I don’t see any need for long 
hair. I’m not talking about mod 
length, it’s the shoulder length 
hair that gets me. It’s not an 
expression of individuality any­ 
more — there are too many of 
them,” Orr remarked. 


Asked if he would wear his 
hair long if he were a youth 
today, Orr answered, “ No, I 
wouldn’t. But then, I didn’t 
wear my hair in a crew cut 
when it was popular either.” 


Much of the discontent evi­ 
dent in today’s youths is caused 
by the problems they see ar­ 
ound them, Orr said. He thinks, 
however, that there are other 
ways to effect changes than 
through violent means. 


“ Blowing up a chemical plant 
doesn’t stop the war in Viet­ 
nam,” the police chief said. 
“ Tearing 
down 
educational 
buildings, destroying millions 
of dollars of property just to 
say, ‘We don’t like it and if you

don’t change it, we’ll level it,’ 
will never work.” 
Orr said the recent election in 
Berkeley is evidence of a new 
kind of revolution “ through the 
vote.” 
The v e r b a l attack some 
young people make upon police­ 
man, calling them “ pig” or 
shouting “ oink, oink” as the 
patrol car rolls down the street, 
is 
“ shameful” according to 
Orr. 
“ Why, I never would have 
dreamed of saying something 
like that to a policeman in San 
Francisco when I was a kid,” 
he said. “ They know they can 
get away with it now. that’s 
why they do it. If they had been 
spanked more when they were 
kids, maybe they would have 
learned some respect.”

A bike provided some of my fondest child­ 
hood memories. It was fun to ride, a good 
way to exercise and definitely beat walking to 
school or to the park. In those days, there was 
less traffic, and we were exposed to fewer tm^. 
hazards. Today city youngsters are forbidden 
to ride bikes on many streets. Even older 
boys and girls must know and follow the rules 
of the road to survive a trip of any distance. 
Some falls are inevitable and it is surprising 
that injuries are not more common. Minor 
cuts and lacerations should be 
washed thoroughly with soap 
and water and covered with a 
clean dressing. Be sure to re­ 
move all pieces of dirt, gravel, 
and cinders. 
MANY 
ACCIDENTS 
occur 
when the cyclist tries to show 
off or is not paying attention to 
the job at hand. 1 rem ember 
crashing into a 
parked car 
when turning my head to wave 
at a g i r l . Mark, one of my 
grandsons, did the same and he 
ended up with a serious frac­ 
ture of his right elbow. 
NOW AND THEN a c h i 1 d 
puts his foot through the mov­ 
ing wheel and the spokes prod­ 
uce an extensive laceration. 
The bike usually tips over and 
the rider has a nasty fall. 
AN ENGIJSH surgeon re­ 
cently reported several cases of 
handlebar injuries. (Four in­ 
volved boys.) While riding, the 
child turned suddenly to avoid 
a hazard, lost balance and fell 
forward on to the handleoars. 
In each case, the handlebar 
grip went into the groin and 
caused severe tears or bruises.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Nixon administration, contend­ 
ing it would not be feasible to 
ban all ocean dumping at once 
today asked Congress instead 
sim ply 
to 
authorize 
s tric t 
controls 
on 
what 
m ay 
be 
thrown away at sea. 
William I). Ruckelshaus, ad­ 
m inistrator of the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA ), 
told a Senate subcommittee the 
administration wants 
to 
see 
“ the creation of the farthest 
reaching and strongest authori­ 
ty that law and technology will 
allow” to control the dumping 
of wastes in the nation's coastal 
waters. 
But 
RuckelshaUH, said 
the 
EPA does not favor sev eral 
bills now pending before the 
Senate Oceans and Atmosphere 
subcom m ittee to prohibit all 
ocean dumping. 
“It. would not be feasible to 
ban 
all 
ocean 
dumping 
at 
once,” 
Ruckelshaus 
said 
in 
testimony 
prepared 
for 
the 
subcommittee. “ In some instan­ 
ces, waste dispo;;jl 
methods 
which are less damaging to the 


environment than ocean dump­ 
ing are not immediately avail­ 
able . . . 
“This approach has a certain 
appeal when you look at it out 
of its full context. But the 
problem 
of 
ocean 
dumping 
must be examined in the broad 
context 
of 
the 
staggering 
problems 
of 
waste 
disposal 
experienced by many communi­ 
ties.” 
He said m any communities 
that now dump at sea simply 
could 
not 
convert 
to 
land 
disposal immediately. And, he 
said, not all m aterials dumped 
into coastal waters are harm ­ 
ful. 


“Some . . . may actually be; 
beneficial, 
for 
example 
the 
sinking of car bodies or other 
sim ilar m aterials to serve as 
shelters for fish,” Ruckelshaus 
said. 


He urged enactm ent of the

Hatfield: Return 
Republic To People 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -S e n . 
Mark O. Hatfield, R-Ore., says 
the 
Constitution 
should 
be 
amended so that House mem­ 
bers would be limited to six 
consecutive 
two-year 
terms, 
and senators to two consecutive 
six-year term s at any given 
time. 
Hatfield plans to propose a 
constitutional 
amendment 
to 
that effect Thursday. Under his 
proposal, any lawmaker who 
has s e r v e d the full 12 years 
would be eligible to try tor re- 
election after a two-year fur- 
tough. 


Tommy's parents sued Mrs. 
Oakley, contending

should have put up a fence or 
otherwise warned Tommy of the 
danger. They claimed that she 
was keeping an “attractive” 
nuisance. 


The court held 
that Mrs. 
Oakley was not liable. It said 
that the tree was a natural part 
of the land, not an artificial 
structure, and that youngsters 
should know the dangers of high 
places. Further, the court said 
that an 8-year-old should know 
that branches might break. 
An “attractive” nuisance may 
result in a property owner being 
held 
liable 
to 
trespassing 
children, but certain tests must 
be m et: 


The place m ust be one where 
children are likely to trespass, 
resulting in an im plied in­ 
vitation. A property owner is 
under no obligation to take 
precautions, however, if he does 
not have reason to believe that 
children will trespass. 
The condition must involve a 
recognizable risk of harm, such 
as a special danger w hich 
children cannot comprehend. 
The usual dangers, such as fire, 
water, 
and 
height, 
are 
un­ 
derstood by most children. 
The child must not discover 
the dangerous condition, or must 
lie unable to appreciate the risk. 
This depends upon the m aturity 
of the child. A child of ten, for 
exam ple, 
should 
know 
the 
dangers of jumping over a pile of 
burning leaves, where a four- 
year-old may not. Each case 
turns on the age of the child, as 
well as on the special nature of 
the risk. 
In applying these tests, the 
courts will balance the utility of 
m aintaining 
the 
condition 
against the risk to children. But 
the more dangerous the con­ 
dition of the pro p erty , the 
greater are the property owner’s 
r e s p o n s i b i l i t i e s .

'Massacre'

Report Told

as an infantryman in Vietnam 
he saw members of his squad 
kill 30 Vietnamese women and 
children at a village in Quang 
JN'gai province in April, 1969.

Paul, Minn., told the informal 
House group conducting

hearings he could identify four 
or five men responsible for 
‘‘shooting women and kids.” 
Notley, now a University of 
Minnesota journalism student,

lieutenant colonel but that no 
punitive action was taken.

members of the 1st Squad, 
Reconnaisance Platoon, E Com­ 
pany, 1st Battalion, 21st Infan- 
tr\ Brigade, Americal Division. 
In what Notley said was his 
first public disclosure of the 
incident, he said the squad 
indiscriminately opened fire on 
the villagers.

Guerrillas

SINGAPORE — Politics in 
Malaysia which now look to be 
run so firmly on communal 
lines, may lose their hard edge 
because of Communist guerrilla 
long-range strategy. 
The change is noticeable be­ 
cause Malays, all of whom are 
Moslems, are worried about 
Malayan Chinese Communist 
influence upon the separatist 
rebellion being waged in far 
southern Thailand by Moslems 
of Malay racial origin. 
These Malays in four south­ 
ern provinces want to break 
away from domination by far- 
distant Bangkok (850 miles) and 
join racially and religiously- 
akin Malaysia, or else set up 
their own independent Moslem 
“ Republic of Patani.” 
“ Patani” was the name of 
the ancient 
Malay sultanate 
which covered the area of the 
present Thai provinces of Song- 
khla, Patani, Narathiwat and 
Yaia. 
Most Malaysian Malays are. 
of course, thoroughly in sympa­ 
thy with the P a t a n i armed 
struggle. They think the British 
should have taken the provinces 
away from the Thais when they 
had their chance - - at the end 
of World War II. 
The Thais, as allies of the 
Japanese, had. after all, an­ 
nexed four other Malay states 
during the war, with Japanese 
encouragement 
No Malay state is more tho­ 
roughly (and some say actively) 
sympathetic towards the Patani 
rebels than the northeastern 
state of Kelantan. the only one 
m Malaysia governed by the 
Pan-Malay Islamic Party. 
The PMIP would like to see 
all government in west Malay­ 
sia controlled by Malays, with 
the immigrant races, Chinese 
and Indians, aware of their 
•“guest status ”. 
But a PMIP senator from Ke­ 
lantan got up in Federal Parlia­ 
ment recently to break the pat­ 
tern. 
Sen. Amaluddin Bin Darus 
said he feared that “we shall be 
forced to confront not only 
1 Communists from other races, 
-ut also Communists of the Ma­ 
la} race. ’ 
“It’s very dangerous,” he 
added during a speech of al­ 
most two hours on these and 
other defense and security con­ 
siderations. 
The senator said that he did 
not want to comment on the 
. etions of the rebels, but "we 
will be in a state of danger 
Whenever the rebels who want 
to set up a Republic of Patani 
succeed m being armed by the 
< ’ommumsts.' 
He claimed that the separa­ 
tists had not received help from 
anyone yet, but he believed that 
they would take aid from any­ 
where, including the (Malayan 
Chese) Communists who alsc 
operate on the border, if the 
circumstances forced them to. 
And, echoing the official atti- 
ude of the Kelantan State Gov 
ernment, Senator Amaluddir. 
said that Malaysia could not 
aid the Malay struggle in the 
north, as it had to protect good 
relations with Thailand. 


GM Vs. Nader: Microfilm Saga

Motors Corp. paid $20,000 to 
regain 19 boxes of microfilmed 
complaint 
letters 
about

Corvair and other Chevrolet 
products to keep them from 
falling 
into 
Ralph 
Nader’s 
hands, a salvage dealer said 
today. 
The microfilmed letters from 
the years 1964 and 1965 had 
vanished from the Chevrolet 
Customer 
Relations 
Depart­ 
ment sometime after 1965 and 
turned up in a warehouse in 
downtown 
Detroit 
that 
was 
purchased 
by two suburban 
Wyandotte men new to the 
salvage business. 
The years involved were the 
height of Nader’s campaign 
against safety defects in the 
Corvair, which has since gone 
out of production. 
Scrap dealers Kenneth 
A. 


Simpson, 31, and Floyd 
E. 
Avery, 
44, 
discovered 
the 
cardboard 
boxes 
m arked 
“ GM,” among surplus goods 
they purchased from a Detroit 
electronic concern in March. 
They moved the salvage, which 
cost 
them 
$7,500, 
to 
their 
warehouse in Wyandotte, not 
knowing of the value of the 
film. 
“We just had them sitting on 
the floor in the warehouse and 
a customer came in and bought 
some of the films,” Simpson 
said. “Then he called back and 
said he wanted to buy them all. 
We got suspicious because we 
couldn’t figure out why he 
wanted all of it.” Simpson said 
he did not get the man’s name 
and has not heard from him 
since. 
Simpson said a woman then

Sen. Jackson Rises

never makes a move without 
legal sanction” but called for a 
congressional watchdog com­ 
mittee to monitor its activities. 
Jackson was here for a series 
of speaking engagements as

status as 
“an

non­ 
candidate” for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
Jackson gave his appraisal of 
the current controversy over 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
activities during a news confer­ 
ence on mass demonstrations 
and efforts to protect national 
security. 
“The best way to deal with 
internal security is to rely on 
the professionalism of the 
FBI,” Jackson said. “I think 
the FBI has a responsibility to 
keep track of the extremists in 
our society. My definition of an 
extrem ist is one who would 
take the law into his own hands 
—the 
Ku 
Klux 
Klan, 
the 
Minutemen, 
the 
Weathermen 
and others of the fringe left 
groups.” 
He suggested, however, that 
in view of recent criticism of 
the FBI a joint House-Senate 
committee be formed to hear 
charges about the organization. 
He said the committee could 
function 
permanently 
as 
a 
congressional monitor of FBI 
activities 
much as 
a 
joint 
congressional committee serves 
as watchdog on the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
Jackson 
serves on that committee.

Painting Your Boat? 
Here Are Some Tips 


I find quite a few boaters still have to paint 
every spring to get (or keep) their wooden boats 
m condition. Then, too, I find a lot more people 
painting fiber glass and aluminum boats lately,, 
despite the fact they aren’t supposed to need 
painting. This may be for several reasons. For 
example, the finish may be rough, coarse or 
pitted from age and use. The owners may 
a 
new color (most of the older fiber glass boats 
came in any color as long as it was white), or the 
boat may have been repaired or patched and the 
new and the old must be matched. 
Aluminum boats that are get- 
< 
ting on in years also may need 
painting even if only to put 
some of the new non-skid paint 
on the inside. This non-slip fin­ 
ish saves a lot of skinned knees 
and shins, and it’s a must for 
the angler who often gets a lot 
of w ater in his boat from lines 
and tackel. 
But whatever the reason to 
p a i n t a boat there are still 
many 
areas 
of 
uncertainty 
about it, as shown by some of 
the questions the readers ask: 
• 
Q. 
I want to p a i n t my 
trailer boat the same color as 
the car. Can I use the same 
paint? 
A. Yes, but it will probably 
come off in flakes after two or 
three weeks. Get the proper 
paint for whatever kind of boat 
you have. It’s possible to match 
the color. Car enamels are in­ 
tended for primed metal. On 
boats, generally, they are not 
so good. 
Q. I’ve got epoxy paint for 
my fiber glass boat, but the 
directions don’t say how to 
prepare the surface. 
A. A fiber glass-plastic boat 
should be clean (wash with de­ 
tergent), and roughened with 
fine sandpaper to give the new 
paint something to grip and 
bond to. Sand it enough to take 
off all the g l o s s , then wipe 
down with lacquer thinners. 


Q. Why doesn't an aluminum 
boat need paint? 
A. It doesn’t need it for pro­ 
tection, because the surface of 
the metal oxidizes to form a 
- very thin, tough film which pro­ 
tects the rest of the metal be­ 
neath. But the film is a dull 
gray. If you see the bright alu­ 
minum, it’s either very new or 
lacquered. 


Q. Should I use steel wool 
on metal fittings? 
A. I see many people using

Q. Anything to know 4 bout 
painting a plywood boat? 
A. This above all! Sea 1 the 
wood thoroughly with thé very 
best sealer, prim er and joaint. 
Plywood should not get wet, 
because it can’t swell lip or 
expand like other woodsy This 
is because the grain of th e plies 
lie in several directions. If they 
expand they tend to te£.r the 
m aterial apart. 


Q. What’s “spar” varN ish? 
A. Spar varnish is “king on 
oil” as the painters say. flt’s got 
more oil, less resin in its ] make­ 
up than varnishes designed for 
interior work. This mea ns it 
dries with a more résilié^ t sur­ 
face or “skin” and w ithstands 
sun and weather better. 
1 
Q. I took old paint off. with 
paint remover. The new paint 
didn’t stick. Should I .have 
used a blow torch? 
t 
A. Some paint removers have 
waxes in them to retard e vapo- 
ration of the solvents. Afti jr the 
old paint has been taken ( iff the 
surface should be wiped down 
with thinners or m inera’1 sol­ 
vent such as varsol or na phtha 
(be very careful, it’s in flam m a­ 
ble) or washed with dete rgent 
and w ater to remove the w ax. 


Q. What’s a tack rag? 
A. It’s the handiest gad get a 
fine painter can have. It picks 
up dust and grit that miglt t m ar 
the finish. It’s made by wi otting 
a big hunk of cheesecloth then 
sprinkling 
with 
droplets 
of 
thinned 
varnish. 
Knead 
the 
cloth a little and you’ll b e^in to 
feel the tackiness.

LOS A N G E L E S (BW ) — 
Union wage demands in 1971 
will undoubtedly lead to some 
major strikes and costly settle­ 
ments such as occurred in 1970, 
a hanking economist predicts. 


When 1971 is over, pay in­ 
creases to labor will probably 
be in line with the high adv­ 
ances of last year, unless spe­ 
cific wage and price ceilings 
are 
imposed 
by the govern­ 
ment. 
This is the view of Dr. Ray 
Jallow , chief economist for Un­ 
ited California Bank and a con­ 
tributing editor to California 
Business, financial and busi­ 
ness newsweekly of the West. 
In an article in this week's edi­ 
tion. he continues: 
‘While such expensive wage 
agreements can fuel inflation, 
economic planners hope that 
1971 will have sizable gains in 
productivity, which could help 
to avert significant price rises. 
“ Productivity — or output 
per man-hour — can spurt dra­ 
matically after a recession as it 
has done in the past. However, 
an objective view of productivi­ 
ty in 1971 suggests only a mod­ 
est gain and thus only a slight 
dampering 
of 
inflationary 
trends, and a continuing need 
for government restraint of in­ 
flationary 
wage-price 
move­ 
ments. 
“ The influence of labor costs 
on 
inflation is obvious since 
such costs play a large role in 
determining the price of most 
items. This influence was stat­ 
ed 
quite specifically 
by the 
Council of Economic Advisers 
in its second “ inflation alert.” 
“ One of the best-established 
facts about the American econ­ 
omy is the long-run tendency 
for prices on the average to rise 
at about the same rate as unit

labor costs on the average. Put 
another way, apart from tem­ 
porary aberrations the general 
price level tends to rise by the 
excess of wage increase over 
productivity increases. 
“ It is this gap between in­ 
creases in wages and produc­ 
tivity which fuels inflation, as 
well as being a source of labor- 
management strife. 
“ The wage increase-produc- 
tivity gap was absent in the 
recovery year following each of 
the four prior recessions of 
1948. 1954, 1958 and 1961, since 
unit labor costs actually dec­ 
lined in these periods. Produc­ 
tivity grew at the s i z a b l e 
annual rate of 6.2 per cent dur­ 
ing the year following the 1960- 
61 recession, and 5.4 per cent 
during the year following the 
1965 recession, both rates being 
in excess of compensation in­ 
crease grants. Should we ex­ 
pect to do as well in 19 7 1? 
Probably not. 
“ The dismal picture of prod­ 
uctivity in recent years can be 
compared with the first half of 
the Sixties. Man-hours worked 
in the p r i v a t e economy in­ 
creased about 5 per cent from 
1960 to 1965, while output rose 
28 per cent for a productivity 
gain of 20 per cent. During 1965- 
1970 
the 
man-hours 
worked 
were similar, but out-put rose 
only 17 per cent, and the prod­ 
uctivity gain barely reached 11 
per cent. At the same time, pay 
per man-hour moved up 40 per 
cent between 1965 and 1970 as 
compared with a 23 per cent 
gain between 1960 and 1965. 
“ Since the economy has just 
begun to enter its recovery per­ 
iod we should expect productiv­ 
ity to rise significantly in the 
near future, and thus smaller, 
more favorable figures should 
show up for unit labor costs in 
1971. 
The 1970 recession has had a 
beneficial aspect in that much 
of the fat has been cut out of 
operations. Cost-cutting mea­ 
sures during the year have eli­ 
minated excess workers, 
as 
well as obsolete equipment and 
practices. Consequently, output 
can now go forward from a low 
cost base.

Reed District Eyes 
An Old Revenue Plan 


Reed School District is consi­ 
dering a departure in school 
financing: the use of surplus 
school 
property to generate 
continuing revenue to supple­ 
ment tax funds. 
..The Reed district finds itself 
with two sites b o u g h t for 
schools which have never been 
built, and for which there now 
appears no need. Rather than 
sell the properties, Mark Noble 
of Tiburon, a district resident 
who ran unsuccessfully for the 
school board in April 20 elec­ 
tion, suggested that they be 
used for cluster housing which 
could bring in money to support 
the schools. 
Although there were some ob­ 
jections to his idea, the district 
is looking into it. 


WHEN NOBLE MADE his 
suggestion at an April 6 board 
meeting, he said, “No one has 
yet been able to find a reason, 
other than tradition, why such 
a program could not be esta­ 
blished.” 
Had he gone far enough back 
in history, he would have found 
that tradition itself is behind 
such a method of school financ­ 
ing. 
In 1641, the town of Boston 
set aside Deer island, one of 
several islands in Boston Har­ 
bor belonging to the municipali­ 
ty, to help support the Boston 
Latin School, which was the 
first publicly established school 
jn the British colonies in Amer­ 
ica. In 1649, it added Long and 
Spectacle Islands to the proper­ 
ties supporting the school, and 
let out under perpetual lease 
500 municipally owned acres 
near Braintree for the same 
purpose. 
Rentals from these proper­ 
ties went far toward supporting 
America’s first public school. 
For instance, an entry in the 
town records for 1644 shows 
Deer I s l a n d was rented for 
three years at seven pounds 


sterling per year, the money to 
go to the school. 
THERE ARE MANY other 
cases in colonial and early Un­ 
ited States history where land 
was set aside for school sup­ 
port. The federal government 
itself undertook this method of 
school financing with the Mor­ 
rill Act of 1 8 6 2 , which gave 
each state 30,000 acres of publ­ 
ic land for each senator and 
representative, the money to 
finance establishment of agri­ 
cultural and mechanical col­ 
leges. The U n i v e r s i t y of 
California 
itself 
is 
such 
a 
“land-grant college.” 
Noble’s idea for Reed School 
District is to set up a founda­ 
tion which would arrange con­ 
struction 
of 
cluster-type 
condominium housing on the 
surplus school sites, with all 
proceeds above expenses going 
to the school district. He be­ 
lieves it could result in expand­ 
ing the school programs while 
lowering taxes. 
One of the Reed district’s two 
surplus sites, the 10-acre Ring 
Point site on Paradise Drive 
east of the Uplands, was bought 
in 1957 out of general tax re­ 
venues. The district could use it 
for housing if it so desired. 
The other, the 13-acre North 
Central site on Hacienda Drive, 
was b o u g h t with state aid 
funds, 
so 
state 
permission 
would have to be obtained to 
put it to non-school use. 
THE 
LEGAL 
PROBLEMS 
would take some solving, no 
doubt. But the idea of putting 
surplus school lands to use to 
provide continuing revenue, in­ 
stead of selling them for a one­ 
time-only gain, should be at­ 
tractive to a district that al­ 
ready finds itself with more 
school plants than its enroll­ 
ment justifies. 
There is much talk about tak­ 
ing some of school support cost 
off the property tax. Here is a 
way to do it.

federal employes can’t be fired. They can 
be, of course, though the red tape in­ 
volved is so great that some agencies 
seldom try to cut their way through it. 


Actually, about 15,000 federal workers 
are fired in an average year, out of a 
total work force of about three million. 
The figure does not include employes 
whose jobs disappear, for example in the 
closing of a military base. 


Those employes who actually are dis­ 
charged, the commission worries, incur a 
public stigma. Since the public thinks 
that firings are all but impossible, it’s 
likely to believe that a federal worker 
who gets the ax is really a hopeless 
incompetent. 


To counter this problem the commis­ 
sion is considering a two-part approach. 
First, it would provide counseling and 
other help for employes who are doing an 
inadequate job, in the hope of improving 
their performance. If they don’t shape 
up, the commission plan would make it 
simpler to fire them. 


Perhaps this would help dispel that 
“old myth.” More important, it seems to 
us, it just might help to promote a more 
efficient federal work force.

Washington Window 


Decorum Slips 
— Even In 


U. S. Senate 


By ROY McGHEE 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the British 
House of Commons, members jeer and 
cheer and trade insults. 
Fistfights are not uncommon in the 
French Chamber of Deputies. 
The Japanese Diet erupts in a free-for- 
all brawl now and then. 


IN MODERN TIMES, only the United 
States Senate among democratic parlia­ 
mentary bodies has insisted that deco­ 
rum is as important as substance in 
debate. In fact, it’s written into the rules 
and established by precedent. 
But times change, and many fear the 
current penchant for militant and inflam­ 
matory rhetoric in the streets will soon 
be commonplace in the Senate. 
An incident in the Senate recently, 
surprising as it was, reinforced those 
fears. 
Sen. Norris Cotton, R-N.H., is a man 
with a short fuse. Hfe was hopping mad 
that Gov. Walter Person and the Univer­ 
sity of New Hampshire Board of Trustees 
had named a former associate of Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D., as university 
president. He took it out on McGovern. 


THERE IS NOTHING unusual about 
one senator attacking another. It’s done 
all the time in the Senate. But it’s done 
decorously. And, as a matter of senatori­ 
al courtesy, the attacking senator always 
notifies the senator being attacked in 
advance, so the victim may be on the 
floor to defend himself. 
Cotton ignored this fundamental cour­ 
tesy. He also ignored an unwritten rule of 
the Senate that one senator never, never 
refers to another directly or by his last 
name. It’s always, “the distinguished se­ 
nator from . . .,” or “the able and distin­ 
guished senior senator from . . .,” or 
“ my esteemed colleague from . . .” 
But listen to Cotton: ‘ ‘ S e n a t o r 
McGovern is one of a group of senators 
who have constantly addressed, encour­ 
aged or incited Washington demonstra­ 
tors, whether they were invading the 
Pentagon, marching on the Capitol, or 
burning draft cards at the Washington 
Monument. 
“It is not for me to question the patriot­ 
ism or sincerity of Mr. McGovern and his 
associates, but whatever may be their 
motives, they are, in my opinion, and in 
the opinion of many of my associates, 
promoting disrepsect for the Congress, 
impeding the President in his efforts to 
end the war, and encouraging our ene­ 
mies to refuse to negotiate for peace.” 
McGOVERN RESPONDED in kind. 
Cotton, McGovern said, “is one of those 
obsolete, self-styled experts whose patri­ 
otism consists largely of cheering from 
the sidelines while young men die in a 
foolish war he helped to foster.” 
This may seem a small matter in a 
world troubled by apocalyptic problems. 
But if the apocalypse will not be stayed 
by adherence to the traditional courtesies 
in these abrasive times, it might well be 
hastened by their abandonment. 


WASHINGTON — There are three as­ 
pects of the Supreme Court decision over­ 
ruling President Nixon on school busing 
which deserve special attention: 
1 _ Every decision of the court bearing 
on school desegregation, from the histo­ 
ric verdict of 1954 to the four rulings last 
week, has been unanimous. This continu­ 
ing unanimity is good evidence that the 
j u s t i c e s are acting as jurists, not as 
politicians. 
2 — The make-up of the court has 
radically changed since 1954, but the 
pattern of its decisions on school integra­ 
tion remains the same. The court which 
handed down the rulings on busing and 
related matters is a creature of no single 
president. Only two of the justices who 
joined in the 1954 decision are on the 
court today. Five were appointed by two 
Republican presidents — Eisenhower and 
Nixon — and four by three different 
Democratic presidents — Roosevelt, Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson. 
3 — The major role which W a r r e n 
Burger played in the latest decisions 
affirming the constitutionality of busing 
and the right of the district courts to lay 
down desegregation guidelines shows 
that any chief justice who is qualified for 
the job will be his own man, independent 
of the president who chose him. 
PRESIDENT NIXON named Chief Jus­ 
tice Burger and Justice Harry Blackmun 
in part because he believed they would 
be his kind of “strict constructionists.” 
They are proving to be their own kind of 
“ strict constructionists” by ruling that 
reasonable busing to overcome racial dis­ 
crimination is strictly constitutional. 
In this very important decision, written 
by Mr. Burger himself, it is evident that 
there is a considerable gulf between the 
thinking of Nixon and that of the chief 
justice. 
The latest ruling does put some limita­ 
tions on the use of busing to achieve 
racial balance: It mustn’t risk health or 
significantly impair education. 


But the court ruled very broadly. It 
asserted that the lower courts must have 
power to order the busing of children far 
from home, when necessary, and to au­ 
thorize even “bizarre” school boundaries 
and other inconveniences whenever need­ 
ed to end state-imposed public school 
segregation. 


THIS IS A FAR CRY from the concept 
laid down by President Nixon in a policy 
document issued about a year ago. He 
advocated the “neighborhood school” as 
something which he wanted preserved, 
saw busing as disruptive and overly ex­ 
pensive, and argued against “automatic 
assignment” of children “by some math­ 
ematical form ula” for balance. 
The Burger decision overrules this 
thinking at nearly every point. It doesn’t 
call for any precise mathematical per­ 
centage of white and black students but it 
affirms the duty of the lower courts to 
assign students in a manner to bring 
about integrated school systems. 
It is only fair to make it clear that the 
difference between Burger and Nixon 
concerns methods, not objectives. The 
chief justice believes that busing is a 
needed tool to end past w r o n g s . The 
president wants to use other devices, 
including special federal aid, to improve 
the quality of education during the pro­ 
cess of desegregation. 


NIXON’S REMARKABLE record of 
achievement in the whole area of civil 
rights and school integration has been 
skimpily reported in much of the media 
and is little understood. 
The facts show that 15 years after the 
historic 1954 court decision only 5.2 per 
cent of Negro public schoolchildren in 11 
southern states were in desegregated 
schools and that now, after two and a 
half years of the Nixon administration,- 
the figure has risen to more than 90 per 
cent. 
The real school desegregation problem 
today is in the North, not in the South.

There's No Easy Answer 
To Segregation Of Schools

WASHINGTON — Not long ago I star­ 
tled a circle of Mississippi Republicans 
by saying I was sorry my children went 
to schools with such a tiny proportion of 
black classmates. They may have been 
startled because I have a natural south­ 
ern accent, which thickens when I am 
talking to anybody from Mississippi. But 
of course the idea of any white’s wanting 
his children to go to school with more 
blacks is startling in itself — and not just 
to Mississippians. 
As I explained it, it is unnatural to 
grow up living one mile from the District 
of Columbia, where about three-fourths of 
the population and more than 90 per cent 
of the public school enrollment is black, 
without becoming acquainted with more 
than a casual handful of black children. 
Yet that is what my children have done. 
One is in high school, and the extent of 
his involvement with blacks is playing on 
the same football team and hanging ar­ 
ound the same hot shoppes. The other is 
in junior high, and her contacts are even 
fewer. 
At this time in this world, especially 
this part of the world, that is unrealistic. 
You need not be a crusader for integra­ 
tion to see that that is not preparing teen­ 
agers to live in the world as it is. 
THE EASY ANSWER, the one imme­ 
diately volunteered by my Mississippi 
friends, was, “Why don’t you just move 
into the district then, and they can go to 
a s c h o o l that’s 94 per cent black or 
whatever the figure is?” 
But of course that is not realistic either 
— no more realistic for the tiny minority 
of white children than for the majority of 
blacks, who are not in such schools by 
choice. 
The fact is that there is no easy an­ 
swer. But because the solution is not easy 
or immediate, and may never be com­ 
plete, is no reason to simply not try to 
make the world our children grow up in 
as much like the real world as possible. 
And that brings us to the S u p r e m e 
Court’s unanimous decision endorsing 
busing as a means of reaching racial 
balance in schools. 
THERE ARE MANY steps available to 
school authorities before the last resort of 
busing. Gerrymandering of school dis­ 
tricts, for example (or ungerrymander­ 
ing, in frequent cases), can create a 
realistic racial mix. Such alternatives to 
busing have been there all along and are 
specifically cited in the opinion just hand­ 
ed down by Chief J u s t i c e Warren E. 
Burger on behalf of a unanimous court.

Burger’s opinion is directly contrary to 
those stated by Mr. Nixon in his school 
desegregation message of 13 months ago, 
in which the President set up and repeat­ 
edly struck down the straw man of “com­ 
pulsory busing.” The difference between 
the President and the chief justice is that 
Mr. Nixon consults the public pulse be­ 
fore delivering his opinions, and his op- 
pointee Burger consults the law instead. 
As a result, busing is no longer a straw- 
man threat but a clear and p r e s e n t , 
court-supported weapon against the sta­ 
tus quo. 
Certainly Mr. Nixon was right in his 
reading of public sentiment when he ex­ 
pressed himself against busing. Popular 
opposition to busing has not vanished in 
those 13 months. Even people who en­ 
dorse civil rights advances in general 
often regard compulsory busing as arbi­ 
trary; they complain that is is unfair to 
the children who have to be bused while 
others remain in their previous schools, 
and they redouble those complaints if it 
is their own children who have to rise 
earlier and return home later each day. 
Yet the busing decision still does not: 
make that means of desegregation man­ 
datory. It approves busing merely as one 
route that can be used by the lower 
courts. Where good-faith efforts to break 
down artificial school barriers replace 
the rhetoric and foot-dragging that have 
been so widespread up to now, busing 
may never be demanded, or where neces­ 
sary may come on a limited scale. 
THE KEY P H R A S E there is good 
faith. 
It has been a rare commodity in the 
years since that earlier court ruling of 
1954. Where used bv lawyers, the phrase 
often has been as hypocritical as “free­ 
dom of choice” came to be in school 
cases — meaning approximately the op­ 
posite of what was stated. 
Still good faith is there, in its literal 
meaning, among most of the American 
people. Reluctant to come forth, perhaps, 
in the s u b u r b s of the capital or the 
hamlets of Mississippi, both places where 
realistic averaging of the racial mixture 
will make drastic changes. But there 
nevertheless: and now that the threat of 
busing is formalized by the court, it is all 
the more logical for that good faith to be 
exercised toward racial realism. Where 
it remains socially unacceptable, it can 
always be camouflaged by restating that 
increasingly old truth, “It’s the law of 
the land.”

CTA Sees Non-Existent 
Threat In Tenure Bill

“Tenure is vital to education! 
Write your legislator!” urged 
the California Teachers Asso­ 
ciation at the top of the first 
page of its April 13 Legislative 
Letter. 
The CTA wants its members 
to write their legislators to op­ 
pose Assembly Bill 293, by As­ 
semblyman 
John 
Stull, 
R- 
Encinitas. Many of them have 
done it, according to the same 
issue of the Legislative Letter, 
which reported: 
“ Never, in the last decade, to 
the knowledge of the CTA Leg­ 
islative Letter’s editor, have so 
many teachers responded so 
faithfully and well to calls for 
help from the governmental re­ 
lations staff on legislative is­ 
sues as they have this year. 
“ CTA advocates BUI Logan 
and Wayne Carothers report 
that letters to legislators from 
teachers on the tenure and 
voucher issues have reached 
deluge proportions. . . ” 
FROM ALL THIS, one might 
think that AB 293 was a biU to 
abolish teacher tenure. Howev­ 
er, it is nothing of the kind. 
It would keep teacher tenure, 
with many safeguards. But it 
would eliminate the provision 
in the present law for superior 
court review of every contested 
t e a c h e r firing. The courts 
would be taken out of the pic­ 
ture entirely. 


Instead, Stull’s bill provides 
for a hearing by a state hearing 
officer, attended by a panel of 
three professional educators, 
one to be chosen by the school 
board, the second by the teach­ 
er the board wants to dismiss, 
and the third by the first two. 
If the hearing officer and pa­ 
nel agree, their decision is 
binding on the school board. If 
they do not agree, the board 
has the final decision. 
ALSO, AB 293 provides that 
the hearing officer and panel 
may recommend a lesser penal­ 
ty than firing, in the case of a 
“ border-line” teacher. Such a 
teacher could be put back on 
probation for one or two years 
to give him a chance to shape 
up. 
It also provides that a proba­ 
tionary teacher, on completing 
three years in a district, may 
as result of a similar hearing 
be kept on probation one or two 
years longer. And it makes 
“probationary” mean what it 
says, by g i v i n g the school 
board final decision on dismiss­ 
ing a probationary teacher. 
It retains the same reasons 
for dismissal that are now in 
the law. And to further guard 
against arbitrary school board 
actions, it requires that each 
school district adopt guidelines 
for evaluating teacher perform­ 
ance, make an annual evalua­ 


tion of each t e a c h e r , and 
provide counseling when a 
teacher’s performance is unsa­ 
tisfactory — all this before at­ 
tempting dismissal. 


THE ALMOST-HYSTERICAL 
opposition to this bill by CTA — 
in which it is joined by the 
California Federation of Teach­ 
ers — is based primarily on the 
elimination 
of the superior 
court hearing. Says the CTA 
Legislative Letter: 


“ To CTA and some legisla­ 
tors who have spoken out, the 
superior court hearing is the 
only guarantee of fair play that 
an accused teacher has.” 


Why the teachers’ organiza­ 
tion is so anxious to keep the 
superior court hearing in the 
dismissal process may puzzle a 
lot of people. But school boards 
know. They are reluctant to 
move to dismiss even the most 
incompetent teachers, because 
every such case is I i k e 1 y to 
require at least a year to move 
through court. The school board 
thus must hire another teacher 
and face the possibility that, a 
year or more later, because of 
the decision of a judge in an 
area in which he is no expert, it 
will have to restore the fired 
teacher to his job and pay him 
for the time he didn’t work — 
as well as keeping his replace­ 
ment. 
The CTA, however, must now 
battle against another tenure 
bill as well as Stull’s: SB 697 by 
state Sen. Albert S. Rodda, D- 
Sacramento. This is the bill re­ 
sulting from recommendations 
of the California State Board of 
Education. It does not contain 


all the features of Stull’s AB 293 
— but it, too, eliminates the 
superior court hearing.

Businesses Aired 


A proposal by Sausalito’s city 
attorney to make public con­ 
sumption of alcoholic beverages 
in the city an infraction rather 
than a misdemeanor, inspired 
one councilman last night to 
suggest the city drop the prohi­ 
bition entirely. 
City Atty. Leland H. Jordan 
had suggested the change be­ 
cause he felt it would save the 
city time and money in prose­ 
cuting such cases. Many per­ 
sons plead not guilty because 
violation of the current city or­ 
dinance gives the violator a 
criminal record and subjects 
him to a possible penalty of six 
months in the county jail and a 
$500 fine. 
If public drinking were an 
infraction, Jordan said, viola­ 
tors could not d e m a n d jury 
trials as they often do now and, 
in addition, a violation would 
not result in a criminal record 
because an infraction is not a 
crime. 
“If drinking in public isn’t a 
crime, 
maybe 
we 
shouldn’t 
prosecute it at all,” Council­ 
man Wyman Hicks said and 
added: “ Perhaps we ought to 
take a second look at some of 
the ordinances we have (regu­ 
lating behavior); 
maybe we 
don’t need all of them. 
“No one is offended unless a 
p e r s o n who drinks misbe­ 
haves,” Hicks said. “The law 
we have now says that if a 
person wants to drink, he has to 
do it in a bar and I question 
that.” 
Councilman 
Robin 
Sweeny 


said the city has a responsibili­ 
ty for what happens on its pub­ 
lic streets and parks. “We have 
laws governing what goes on in 
bars, laws requiring barkeeps 
to stop serving people who are 
intoxicated,” she said. “Before 
we give up any controls on our 
property, the public streets and 
parks, I’d want to have some 
good substitutes.” 
“Do you object to people con­ 
suming a beverage in a public 
place? That’s really what this 
law is all about,” Hicks asked. 
Drinking a coke is one thing, 
Mrs. Sweeny countered, but 
drinking alcohol “creates be­ 
havioral problems.” 
The city can take a c t i o n 
against the person who misbe­ 
haves, Hicks pointed out, but 
why not leave the quiet drinker 
who disturbs no one alone, he 
suggested. 
Police Chief James D. Wright 
pointed out that children are 
prohibited from entering bars 
and people who are offended by 
drinking don’t go into them. 
“People who go to Princess 
Park with their children may 
be offended by someone slop­ 
ping wine around,” the chief 
said. 
“What if they drink it without 
slopping? Hicks asked Wright. 
“ Well, you can split hairs, I 
guess,” the chief replied. 
Mayor Alexander R. Imlay 
said he would like to know what 
members of the public feel 
about the matter, “what kinds 
of conduct the public wants us 
to regulate here.”

Albert St. Cyr, but asked the 
city staff to study the matter 
further and make a recommen­ 
dation at a future meeting. 
St. Cyr’s proposed board — 
similar to one established re­ 
cently in Carmel — would re­ 
view 
all 
applications 
for 
business licenses for renewal of 
such licenses). He said the 
board would determine the ef­ 
fect each business would have 
on the community, including its 
“compatibility 
with 
existing 
plans and laws and its potential 
for creating police, fire health 
or nuisance-generating prob­ 
lems. 
The board, which would have 
the power to deny a license, 
would also consider the appear- 
ence and upkeep of a business, 
its proposed methods of opera­ 


tion, management and types of 
customers before making a de­ 
cision, the city manager said. 
St. Cyr suggested the board 
include the city manager, the 
police and fire chiefs, building 
inspector, planning director and 
a 
member of the Sausalito 
Chamber of Commerce whose 
board of directors has endorsed 
the plan. 
The proposal drew sharp crit­ 
icism from Councilman Wyman 
Hicks who asked if the board 
proposed to act as a “shopping 
center board,” deciding what 
kind of businesses should be 
allowed in Sausalito and how 
many of each type of operation. 
“Is the city council going to say 
we are not going to have a free 
enterprise system in Sausali­ 
to,?” businessman Fred Perry 
asked. 
Councilmen 
Robin 
Sweeny 
and S t e p h e n A. Fraser en­ 
dorsed the idea of more city 
control over business. “ This is 
an effort to maintain and im­ 
prove the quality of businesses 
in our city so they don’t deter- 
i o r a t e into just junk, “ Mrs. 


Sweeny said. “I’m in favor of 
any additional controls the city 
can exercise over the upgrad­ 
ing of business,” she added. 
Hicks replied that the persons 
suggested for the board already 
review applications within their 
own spheres of expertise; for 
example, the fire chief inspects 
business establishments to see 
they conform to fire regula­ 
tions. “But I’m completely op­ 
posed to having the fire chief 
able to vote against issuing a 
business license because he 
doesn’t want another ski shop 
in town,” Hicks said.
